Mileage  of  Railroads. 
The  total  length  of  railroads  belonging  to  the  corporations 
making  returns  to  this  Board  was  2,754.629  miles  of  main  line 
and  branches,  of  which  684.905  were  provided  with  double 
track.  Last  year  the  total  length  was  2,667.352  miles,  with 
651.480  miles  of  double  track  ;  showing  an  increase  of  87.277 
of  total  length,  and  33.425  miles  of  double  track.  The  total 
length  of  sidings  was  999.736  miles,  as  against  938.947  ;  show- 
ing an  increase  of  60.789  miles.  The  total  length  of  track,  con- 
sidering double  track  and  sidings  as  so  much  additional  single 
track,  is  4,439.270  miles,  as  against  4,257.779  of  last  year ;  the 
increase  being  181.491  miles.  Of  the  whole  amount  there  are 
in  this  State  of  main  line  1,927.944  miles,  of  double  track 
480.877,  and  of  sidings  739.285  miles,  being  a  total  of  3,148.106, 
as  against  3,044.565  miles  of  last  year  ;  showing  an  increase  of 
track  in  this  State  of  103.541  miles. 
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Cost  of  Roads. 

The  average  cost  of  standard-gauge  roads  is  returned  at 
$58,766.99  per  mile  ;  tlie  cost  of  equipment  per  mile  operated 
averages  $6,260.89,  —  making  the  average  cost  of  a  standard- 
gauge  road,  with  equipment,  $65,027.88.  The  cost  of  narrow- 
gauge  roads  averages  $26,435.33  per  mile,  and  $5,230.34  per 
mile  additional  for  equipment. 

NuMBEK  OF  Corporations. 
Returns  were  received  from  sixty-five  corporations,  a  net 
increase  of  one  :  the  Chelsea  Beach,  Eastern  Junction,  Broad 
Sound  Pier  &  Point  Shirley  and  Nantucket  Railroad  Compa- 
nies having  been  added  to  the  list,  and  the  Springfield  &  North 
Eastern  (having  been  consolidated  with  the  Boston  &  Albany) 
and  the  Strawberry  Hill  &  Nantasket  Beach  Railroad  Compa- 
nies have  been  dropped. 

Capital  Stock  and  Debt. 

The  aggregate  capital  stock  was  $122,155,614.12,  an  increase 
of  $3,416,742.54,  resulting  from  the  increase  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Central,  $1,117,960.89 ;  the  Providence  &  Worcester, 
$500,000.00 ;  the  Boston  &  Lowell,  $451,150.00  ;  the  Fitchburg, 
450,000.00 ;  the  Old  Colony,  $400,000.00  ;  the  Nantasket 
Beach,  $147,422.38  ;  the  Eastern  Junction,  Broad  Sound  Pier 
&  Point  Shirley,  $120,000.00;  the  Boston  &  Mystic  Valley, 
$78,560.00;  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn,  $69,400.00; 
the  Nantucket,  $60,000.00  ;  the  Boston,* Clinton  &  Fitchburg, 
$11,900.00;  the  Monadnock,  $7,473.27;  the  Chelsea  Beach,

The  net  debt  of  the  companies  —  the  gross  debt  less  cash 
assets  —  amounts  to  $64,850,890.76,  an  increase  of  $5,678,-

companies  of  the  State  have  increased  to  the  amount  of  $819,-

The  total  expenses  —  including  rents  paid  —  of  all  the  cor- 
porations amounted  to  1)27,062,644.23,  an  increase  of  $3,114-

The  whole  number  employed  by  all  the  corporations  making 
returns  to  this  board  is  28,642. 

Street  Railways. 

Returns  were  received  from  30  street  railway  companies. 
During  the  year  one  has  been  added  to  the  list,  —  the  Brock- 
ton. The  Lynn  City  Street  Railway  Company  has  been  con- 
solidated with  the  Lynn  &  Boston;  but  a  report  was  rendered 
for  the  portion  of  the  year  prior  to  the  consolidation.  The 
aggregate  capital  stock  is  16,653,750.00,  being  an  increase  of 
$509,750.00;  their  gross  debt  has  also  increased  1389,349.45, 
and  now  amounts  to  $3,733,491.71.  The  aggregate  of  stock 
and  gross  debt  is  now  810,387,241.71. 

One  corporation  made  a  dividend  of  15  per  cent ;  one  of  10 ; 
one  of  9i  ;  two  of  9 ;  four  of  8  ;  three  of  7 ;  three  of  6 ;  one 
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of  5 ;  two  of  3  ;  and  one  of  2^  per  cent ;  while  eleven  declared 
no  dividends.  The  average  rate  of  dividend  on  the  total 
amount  of  capital  stock  was  6.9  per  cent ;  and  the  net  earnings 
amount  to  6.8  per  cent  on  the  aggregate  of  capital  stock  and 
gross  debt. 

The  whole  length  of  track,  including  branches  and  sidings, 
amounts  to  265.516  miles;  being  an  increase  of  25.404  miles, 
and  an  average  of  8.5  miles  for  each  road.  The  average  cost 
was  $20,800.08  per  mile  for  permanent  way,  18,680.43  for  equip- 
ment, and  $10,243.72  for  land  and  buildings ;  making  a  total 
cost  of  $39,724.23  for  each  mile  of  road  owned.  The  number 
of  round  trips  was  2,025,055,  an  increase  of  104,106  over  the 
previous  year ;  with  a  mileage  of  13,172,746,  an  increase  of 
656,383.  Passengers  were  carried  to  the  number  of  75,163,749, 
being  an  increase  of  6,531,907  over  the  number  carried  during 
the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  passengers  earned  on  the 
street  railways  exceeded  the  number  on  the  steam  roads  by 
25,329,258. 

The  gross  income  was  $4,033,244.88,  an  increase  of  $321,- 
866.70.  There  was  a  decrease  of  net  income  of  $837.02 ;  and 
an  increase  of  dividends  paid  of  $76,776. 

The  average  amount  received  for  the  conveyance  of  each 
passenger  was  5.20  cents,  and  the  average  cost  of  carrying  each 
person  amounted  to  4.42 ;  the  net  profit  to  the  companies  being 
0.78  cents  against  1.03  cents,  as  compared  with  last  year.  The 
average  cost  of  a  round  trip  was  $1.64,  with  a  profit  of  29  cents, 
being  8  cents  less  profit  than  last  year. 

The  whole  number  of  horses  was  7,231,  being  an  increase  of 
685  ;  the  number  of  cars  was  1,439,  showing  an  increase  of  161 ; 
and  the  num^Der  of  other  vehicles  was  167.  The  number  of 
persons  employed  on  street  railways  was  3,152,  being  an  increase 
of  253  over  last  year.  The  number  of  accidents  reported  was 
34,  of  which  seven  were  fatal.  The  number  injured  the  pre- 
vious year  was  25,  of  which  one  was  killed. 

Geade-Ckossings. 

The  number  of  crossings  of  railroads  and  highways  at  grade, 
according  to  the  returns,  is  2,155,  of  which  567  are  protected  by 
gates  or  flagmen,  or  both.  The  number  of  such  crossings  is 
never  exact,  as  many  ways  crossed  by  railroads  are  of  doubtful 
legal  condition  as  to  their  being  public  or  private.     The  num-

ber  of  casualties  at  such  crossings  during  the  year  was  36,  of 
which  11  were  fatal,  —  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Board  has  been  obliged  to  grant  many  of  these  danger- 
ous crossings  this  year.  Most  of  them  were  in  Belmont  and 
Waltham,  on  the  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad,  where  it  runs 
side  by  side  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  The  latter  road  had 
already  received  grade-crossings  at  these  points.  To  compel 
another  road  to  cross  under  or  over  the  streets  would  have 
been,  in  some  cases,  absolutely  impossible ;  in  others,  exceed- 
ingly difficult;  and,  in  still  others,  extremely  dangerous. 

Upon  the  beach  railroads,  grade-crossings  have  been  granted 
from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  as  crossings  under  the  road  are 
out  of  the  question,  and  as  overhead  crossings  could  not  be  had 
without  expense  entirely  inordinate. 

In  one  class  of  cases,  the  Board  finds  that  the  working  of 
the  law  is  attended  with  annoyance,  and  results  in  hardship. 
Where  a  town  or  highway  is  to  be  laid  out  or  extended  over  an 
existing  railroad,  the  petitioners  generally  desire  a  grade-cross- 
ing, chiefly  to  avoid  the  expense  of  a  bridge  :  often  the  question 
of  having  a  new  street  depends  wholly  upon  that.  The  town 
will  lay  out  and  construct,  if  a  grade-crossing  is  permitted,  and 
will  not,  if  a  costly  bridge  is  required.  The  petitioners  and  the 
town  authorities  come  before  the  Board  to  try  a  question  of 
cost,  while  the  minds  of  the  Commissioners  are  fixed  on  the 
question  of  safety.  A  decision  against  a  grade-crossing  either 
prevents  a  needed  improvement,  or  places  on  the  town  the 
whole  cost  of  an  expensive  structure. 

In  such  a  case  the  railroad  company  whose  structure  makes 
the  bridge  necessary  ought,  in  justice,  to  share  the  cost  of  the 
needed  improvement.  And  if  the  power  were  given  to  some 
tribunal  to  determine  whether  a  portion  of  the  cost,  and  if  so 
what  portion,  should  be  borne  by  the  corporation,  the  decisions 
in  such  cases  would  be  more  satisfactory,  because  they  would 
be  more  equitable.  Two  applications  have  come  before  the 
Board  this  year  in  which  grade-crossings  were  refused,  and 
which  resulted  in  a  failure  to  build  roads  which  the  community 
desired.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  road  would  probably  have 
been  laid  out  and  constructed,  if  this  or  any  other  tribunal  had 
possessed  the  right  to  assess  a  fair  proportion  of  the  cost  of  a 
bridge  upon  the  railroad  company. 

The  Board  had  occasion  last  year  to  commend  the  action  of 
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the  Fitehburg  Railroad  Company  in  reducing,  at  considerable 
expense,  the  number  of  crossings  upon  its  route.  It  has  pursued 
the  same  course  this  year.  Between  Ashburnham  and  Gardner, 
petitions  have  been  granted  by  the  County  Commissioners  to 
abolish  seven  grade-crossings ;  at  another  point  on  the  road 
a  new  route  will,  when  completed,  avoid  five  such  crossings  ; 
and  no  less  than  twenty-three  private  crossings  have  also  been 
closed. 

Terminal  Facilities  and  Export  Trade. 

Nothing  has  been  done  toward  the  extension  of  terminal 
facilities,  excejDt  the  carrying-out  of  work  already  begun,  espe- 
cially by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  the 
Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and 
Elevator  Company.  The  other  projects  for  furnishing  new 
facilities  for  commerce,  as  connected  with  railroad  traffic,  are 
still  projects  only.  The  foreign  commerce  of  Boston  is  still 
second  only  to  New  York,  but  with  a  vast  interval.  The 
returns  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Treasury  Department 
show,  that,  while  all  the  other  great  seaports  have  comparatively 
lost  in  the  amount  of  tonnage  entered  and  cleared  as  foreign, 
Boston  alone  has  gained. 

The  discussion  as  to  the  advantage  of  such  commerce  still 
continues.  There  are  owners  of  wharf  property  who  have  not 
recognized  the  recent  needs  of  commerce,  —  the  demand  for  ex- 
tended piers  and  capacious  docks  to  accommodate  the  great 
steamers  now  employed  in  foreign  trade ;  nor  can  they  appreci- 
ate the  fact  that  Boston  holds  the  second  place  among  import- 
ing cities  only  because  she  has  become  an  exporting  city  also. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  much  of  the  through  business  con- 
nected with  the  export  trade  has  been  done  at  slight  profit,  and 
some,  perhaps,  at  a  loss;  but  the  exceptional  character  of  this 
year's  traffic  ought  not  to  be  taken  as  a  rule. 

If  any  citizens  of  Massachusetts  are  still  in  doubt  whether  the 
export  trade  is  a  substantial  benefit  to  Boston  and  to  the  State, 
their  doubts  might,  perhaps,  be  removed  by  inquiring  upon  what 
terms,  and  for  what  consideration,  the  business  men  of  New 
York  would  be  willing  to  have  the  export  commerce  transferred 
from  that  port. 

Tables  will  be  found  in  Appendix  B,  with  figures  taken 
from  Mr.  Nimmo's  reports,  and  furnished  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
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collector  of  this  port,  showing  the  state  of  the  foreign  trade  of 
Boston.  Our  terminal  facilities  at  this  port  for  loading  and 
discharging  freight  are  still  far  from  what  they  should  be  ;  but 
the  great  want  is  not  legislation,  which  has  been  abundant  and 
liberal,  but  commercial  enterprise,  which  shall  recognize  the 
need,  and  shall  fully  develop  the  capabilities,  of  the  port. 

Accidents. 

In  Appendix  C  will  be  found  a  tabulated  statement  of  rail- 
road accidents  in  this  State,  during  the  year,  resulting  in  death 
or  serious  injury.  The  whole  number  of  persons  injured  was 
415,  an  increase  of  69  over  the  number  of  last  year :  of  these, 
42  were  passengers;  last  year 'the  number  was  24.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  killed  was  184,  against  146  for  the  previous  year, 
and  including  4  passengers  killed  by  causes  beyond  their  own 
control,  and  11  passengers  who  lost  their  lives  in  consequence 
of  their  own  carelessness  or  misconduct.  Seven  passengers 
received  injuries  not  fatal,  resulting  from  causes  not  within 
their  own  control,  and  20  were  injured  as  a  result  of  their  own 
carelessness. 

The  number  of  employes  killed  was  72 ;  the  number  reported 
as  injured,  not  fatally,  was  128.  The  corresponding  numbers 
for  last  year  were  49  and  108.  The  great  increase  of  all  these 
numbers  is  largely  due  to  the  great  increase  both  in  freight  and 
passenger  traffic ;  but  a  truer  form  of  statement,  in  many  cases, 
would  be  that  the  insufficiency  of  a  single  track  for  any  large 
business  has  made  this  increase  of  traffic  a  source  of  peril.  The 
alarming  number  of  injuries,  fatal  and  otherwise,  calls  for  new 
vigilance  in  the  use  of  safety-appliances,  and  in  the  employment 
of  fit  persons.

Of  these,  167  were  trainmen,  and  33  were  in  other  employ- 
ment. 
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The  number  of  employes  injured  by  the  explosion  of  a  loco- 
motive boiler  was  two,  one  of  whom  was  killed  instantly.  This 
case,  not  occurring  during  the  railroad  year  ending  Sept.  30, 1880. 
did  not  appear  in  the  returns  of  that  year,  though  a  brief  repoit 
of  it  was  made  in  Appendix  C,  p.  186  of  Twelfth  Annual  Report. 
The  enactment  and  enforcement  of  a  law  requiring  the  annual 
testing  of  locomotive  boilers  could  have  prevented  this  accident, 
and  would  have  saved  the  life  of  a  worthy  man.  Since  the 
close  of  the  railroad  year  1881,  another  accident  occurred,  which 
would  have  been  avoided  if  such  a  law  had  been  in  existence. 
(See  Appendix  D.)  Fortunately,  it  did  not  result  fatally,  or 
even  seriously  ;  but  it  led  to  a  collision,  which,  if  it  had  occurred 
two  minutes  later,  would  probably  have  cost  many  lives.  Such 
a  result  was  only  avoided  by  the  accident  of  the  colliding  train 
being  two  minutes  late.  The  Board  would  therefore  once  more 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  consid- 
eration of  an  Act  requiring  the  testing  of  locomotive  boilers 
annually,  or  at  some  stated  time. 

It  is  true  that  the  principal  and  the  best  managed  railroad 
companies  now  provide,  without  the  obligation  of  law,  for  the 
annual,  and  some  for  the  more  frequent,  testing  of  all  their 
boilers.  But  this  very  fact  shows  that  their  expert  managers 
regard  such  testing  as  necessary,  and  thus  proves  the  need  of  a 
law  compelling  all  companies  to  do  so.  Every  rich  corporation 
now  makes  this  provision  for  the  safety  of  its  employes  and  pas- 
sengers ;  but  the  employes  and  passengers  of  the  smaller  and 
poorer  roads  are  exposed  to  the  same  perils,  and  entitled  to  the 
same  protection.  While  any  of  them  neglect  this  recognized 
duty,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  strong  case  for  legislation. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  remark,  that  not  only  employes,  but  pas- 
sengers ;  and  even  by-standers,  are  subject  to  the  dangers  against 
which  a  test  is  intended  to  guard.  It  is  easy  to  understand 
that  the  great  corporations  which  are  voluntarily  doing  their 
whole  duty  in  this  respect  should  object  to  a  law  which  compels 
them  to  perform  one  more  legal  duty,  and  to  make  one  more 
report.  But  this  slight  annoyance  should  be  willingly  borne  for 
the  sake  of  the  public  good.  The  accident  referred  to  above 
illustrates  more  forcibly  the  need  of  law,  because  the  three 
hundred  persons  imperilled  were  passengers  in  the  cars  of  a 
large  and  well-managed  corporation,  which,  of  its  own  accord, 
tests  its  locomotive  boilers  just  as  they  should  be  tested. 
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The  whole  number  of  train  accidents  in  the  United  States 
caused  by  boiler  explosions  during  the  railroad  year  was  eigh- 
teen. 

The  great  number  of  accidents  that  occurred  to  brakemen 
while  coupling  and  uncoupling  cars  once  more  brings  up  the 
question  whether  automatic  couplers  should  not  be  required  to 
replace  those  now  used  on  freight  cars  as  they  from  time  to 
time  become  unfit  for  use.  The  subject  is  now  pending  before 
the  Legislature  of  Connecticut,  and  has  received  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  the  result  of  which  is  set  forth  in 
a  valuable  report. 

The  number  of  trespassers  injured  during  the  year  was  126,  of 
whom  81  were  killed.  Of  the  whole  number  injured,  104  were 
standing,  lying,  or  walking  on  the  track,  and  22  were  unlaw- 
fally  riding  or  attempting  to  ride  on  cars.  There  were  also  3 
cases  of  supposed  suicide. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  at  highway  crossings,  includ- 
ing 6  at  private  crossings,  was  36,  of  whom  11  were  fatally 
hurt.  Of  these  accidents,  24  occurred  at  crossings  unprotected 
by  flags  or  gates,  and  12  at  guarded  crossings. 

Of  the  train  accidents  reported,  18  were  collisions,  resulting 
in  8  deaths,  and  13  cases  of  injury  not  fatal ;  and  10  were  derail- 
ments not  caused  by  collision,  injuring  no  one  fatally,  and  caus- 
ing only  3  cases  of  injury  serious  enough  to  be  reported. 

In  one  case  of  fatal  collision  of  two  passenger  trains,  an  im- 
portant practical  question  arose.  The  engineman  was  clearly 
guilty  of  negligence,  and  admitted  that  he  was  so,  in  not  stop- 
ping at  the  proper  point,  and  in  running  on  "  another  train's 
time"  into  the  face  of  that  approaching  train.  But  it  was 
claimed  that  the  conductor  was  not  bound  to  call  the  engine- 
man's  attention  to  his  error,  and  that  he  was  not  responsible  for 
his  fatal  mistake,  nor  derelict  in  duty  in  not  noticing  and  an- 
nouncing it.  But  the  Board,  regarding  the  general  rules  of 
railroad  management  and  the  rules  of  the  road  in  question, 
which  are  in  this  respect  like  the  rules  of  other  roads,  held  that 
the  engineman  and  conductor  were  and  are  jointly  liable  for  the 
safe  conduct  of  a  train ;  that  the  managers  and  passengers  are 
entitled  to  the  joint  vigilance  of  both  officials ;  and  that  the 
possible  negligence  of  one  should  be  cured  by  the  watchfulness 
of  the  other.  And  such  is  apparently  the  verdict  of  practical 
railroad  men. 

The   record   of   accidents   in   the    United   States,  published 
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monthly  in  "  The  Railroad  Gazette,"  appears  in  tabular  form 
in  Appendix  C.     The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  tables  :  —

It  will  be  noted  that  44  of  the  accidents  causing  derailment 
of  trains  were  caused  by  cattle  straying  on  the  track.  In 
two  of  these  cases  bridges  were  broken  by  the  derailment,  and 
in  each  case  two  deaths  resulted.  These  facts  illustrate  the 
importance  of  careful  legislation  in  regard  to  the  fencing  of 
railroads,  and  show  that  such  collisions  may  be  bad  for  pas- 
sengers as  well  as  for  the  cow. 


Accidents  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

By  the  report  of  the  English  Board  of  Trade  the  number  and 
results  of  accidents  and  collisions  on  the  railroads  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  during  the  year  1880,  were  as  follows :  —

In  addition  to  these,  45  persons  were  killed,  and  2,733  were 
injured,  by  accidents  on  railroad  premises,  but  not  resulting  from 
the  movement  of  trains. 

The  number  of  "passenger  journeys,"  not  including  the 
movement  of  season-ticket  holders,  was  608,884,000 ;  showing 
that  one  in  4,252,704  was  killed,  and  one  in  374,166  was  injured, 
from  all  causes.  The  proportion  of  passengers  killed  from 
causes  beyond  their  control  was  one  in  20,927,034,  and,  of  those 
injured,  one  in  667,300.  If  season-ticket  holders  were  included, 
the  proportion  would  be  nearly  one  in  24,600,000.  These 
figures  show  the  absurdity  of  the  wild  remark  often  heard, 
that,  under  the  careful  system  in  England,  railroad  accidents 
are  unknown.  At  the  same  time  it  appears  that,  while  an 
exact  comparison  is  impossible,  such  accidents  are  far  less 
frequent  there  than  here.* 

Recent  Legislation. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  68  of  1881,  in  regard  to  bridge- 
guards,  which  was  made  necessary  by  the  extraordinary  height 
of  some  freight  cars,  such  as  hay  cars  and  refrigerator  cars,  has 
been  generally  complied  with,  even  in  some  cases  where  the 
excessive  height  of  the  bridge  has  precluded  any  necessity  for 
such  a  structure,  except  a  legal  necessity.  There  are,  however, 
some  freight  houses  with  entrances  even  less  than  eighteen  feet, 
which  are  dangerous,  because  they  are  without  guards. 

Chapter  119  gives  the  Board  power  to  authorize  the  running

of  such  through  trains  on  the  Lord's  day  as  the  public  con 
venience  and  necessity  may  require.  Only  one  such  train  was 
authorized  or  asked  for.  And  no  complaint  has  been  made  in 
regard  to  it,  partly,  it  is  supposed,  because,  in  fixing  the  hours 
for  running  this  train,  regard  has  been  had  to  the  due  observance 
of  the  day,  as  required  by  the  Act.  As  to  the  other  railroad 
trains  which  are  run  in  this  State  on  the  Lord's  day,  no  com- 
plaint has  ever  been  made. 

No  application  has  been  made  under  chapter  120,  "to  author- 
ize railroad  companies  to  discontinue  grade-crossings,"  because 
the  companies  interested  have  preferred  to  avail  themselves  of 
chapter  143,  which  provides  that  the  dead  stop  at  such  crossings, 
commonly  called  the  "know-nothing  stop,"  maybe  discontinued 
when  a  system  of  interlocking,  or  of  automatic  signals,  shall  be 
adopted,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Commissioners.  It 
is  believed  that  this  substitute  for  the  present  clumsy  and  anti- 
quated system  of  coming  to  a  stop  on  approaching  points  of 
intersection  will  not  only  promote  the  speed  of  trains  and  the 
comfort  of  travellers,  but  will  furnish  a  better  provision  for 
their  safety.  Intelligent  railroad  men  from  other  countries  can 
hardly  believe  that  such  a  system  prevails  here,  and  declare  that 
traffic  on  their  roads  would  be  impossible  with  such  restrictions. 
The  Board  awaits,  with  great  interest,  the  operation  of  the  new 
systems  at  the  intersection  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  with  the 
Old  Colony  at  South  Framingham,  and  of  the  New  York  & 
New  England  with  the  Old  Colony  at  Walpole.  It  is  needless 
to  add  that  the  railroad  companies  will  not  receive,  and  probably 
will  not  desire,  permission  to  dispense  with  the  precautions  now 
required  at  crossings,  until  the  substitute  has  been  fully  tested 
by  long  use,  and  by  use  under  various  conditions  of  weather. 

The  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad  Company  have,  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  the  Board  (see  Appendix  E),  agreed  to  abolish  a 
dangerous  grade-crossing  by  an  expensive  structure,  which  is 
now  nearly  completed.    Their  action  deserves  commendation. 

Chapter  161  imposes  an  additional  condition  upon  the  pro- 
jectors of  railroads,  and  places  a  check  upon  speculative  railroad 
projects,  by  providing  that  not  even  the  preliminary  certificate 
that  an  association  has  been  formed  shall  be  given  until  cash 
has  been  paid  in  sufficient  to  pay  all  damages,  immediate  or 
consequential.     It  also  provides  that  security  may  be  required 
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for  the  good  faith  of  such  a  transaction,  and  for  the  holding  of 
such  money  until  it  is  used  for  lawful  purposes.  Such  an  Act, 
if  passed  at  an  earlier  date,  would  have  prevented  many  cases 
of  hardship. 

By  chapter  111  it  is  provided  that  before  taking,  or  even 
entering  land,  for  any  purpose  except  for  surveying,  the  ques- 
tion of  crossing  public  ways,  at  grade  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
finally  settled.  The  language  of  this  Act  is  liable  to  criticism, 
and,  taken  literally,  would  in  many  cases  prevent  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads ;  but  a  common-sense  interpretation  leaves  no 
doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  Legislature,  and,  it  is  hoped, 
no  serious  practical  difficulty  in  applying  its  provisions. 

Color-Blindness. 

A  law  passed  last  winter  wisely  requires  the  examination  of 
persons  employed  on  railroads,  and  required  to  distinguish  form 
or  color  signals ;  and  such  persons  are  to  be  re-examined  once  in 
two  years.  When  the  subject  was  referred,  in  1879,  to  this 
Board,  for  examination  and  report,  the  existence  of  the  defect 
and  of  the  consequent  danger  was  recognized  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, although  the  extent  seemed  to  them  to  have  been 
exaggerated.  The  Board  then  recommended  an  annual  ex- 
amination, both  as  to  color-blindness  and  all  other  defects  of 
vision,  extending  to  all  persons  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
movement  of  trains.  But  it  was  thought  to  be  unnecessary  to 
compel  such  examination  by  the  enactment  of  laws,  and  the 
infliction  of  penalties ;  for  it  was  our  opinion,  that,  now  that 
the  subject  had  been  made  familiar  to  the  public,  and  especially 
to  the  managers  of  railroads,  they  would,  of  their  own  accord 
and  in  their  own  interests,  provide  for  such  examinations. 

In  this  the  Board  was  in  error.  A  circular  was  issued  Sept. 
15,  1880,  calling  attention  to  the  need  of  annual  examinations, 
and  was  sent  to  all  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State.  They 
were  also  requested  to  report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  such 
examinations.  Only  one  of  the  larger  corporations  (the  Old 
Colony)  responded  to  the  circular;  and  that  response  showed 
the  need  of  annual  examinations,  for  three  train-hands  were 
shown  to  be  seriously  defective  in  perception  of  color:  so  that 
the  result  of  the  Board's  circular  demonstrated  both  the  need 
of  frequent  examinations,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  for 
them  by  statute.  The  Board  therefore  appeared  before  the 
railroad  committee  by  its  chairman,  and  seconded  the  efforts 
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which  had  been  already  made  for  the  enactment  of  a  law.  The 
statute  appears  to  be  universally  obeyed.  The  examinations,  it 
is  understood,  are  generally  conducted  in  the  manner  pursued 
on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  where  many  thousands  are  annu- 
ally examined.  The  managers  of  that  company,  on  any  practical 
question  as  to  the  operation  of  a  railroad,  may  be  regarded  as 
the  very  highest  of  experts.  They  examine  annually  ;  and  it  is 
perhaps  a  question,  whether  such  examinations  should  not  take 
the  place  of  biennial  ones  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Authority  to  take  Property  for  the  Construction  of 

Railroads. 

The  Board  has  seen  no  reason  for  changing  its  views  as  to 
the  necessity  for  some  tribunal  to  pass  upon  the  question  of 
exigency,  before  permitting  land  or  other  property  to  be  taken 
from  an  unwilling  owner  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain. 
As  a  convenient  way  of  stating  these  views,  the  opening  and 
closing  remarks  of  the  chairman,  at  a  hearing  before  the  legisla- 
tive Committee  on  Railroads,  are  here  given  :  — 

"  Mr.  Chairman,  —  The  views  of  the  Board  are  set  forth  in 
their  report.  I  only  propose  to  give  them  a  little  more  fully. 
The  statement  of  the  law,  as  it  exists,  is  the  best  argument. 
The  law  now  is,  that,  if  any  man  wishes  to  construct  a  steam 
railroad  through  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Boston,  he  has  a  right 
to  do  so,  although  the  city  authorities  are  unanimous  in  oppos- 
ing it,  although  every  citizen  of  Boston  opposes  it,  and  although 
the  Commissioners,  who  grant  the  route,  believe  that  it  is  need- 
less, and  that  it  will  produce  vast  injury  and  no  good. 

"  I  say  one  man  can  do  this.  There  is  a  vague  idea  that  there 
is  some  virtue  in  the  provision  of  the  law  requiring  twenty-five 
associates.  But  the  one  man  with  capital  may  join  with  him 
twenty-four  others, — his  workmen,  his  clerks, — taking  care 
that  they  have  the  money  to  pay  for  one  share  each.  This  is 
no  imaginary  case,  and  under  law  it  was  rightfully  done. 

"Now,  it  has  always  been  the  law  that  no  man's  property  can 
be  taken  from  him  without  his  consent,  unless  it  is  needed  for 
public  use.  And  this  is  the  rule,  not  in  free  countries  only, 
but  in  all  countries  governed  by  law.  It  has  been  an  acknowl- 
edged principle  ever  since  the  great  case,  '  the  leading  case,'  of 
Naboth's  vineyard. 

"  If  property  cannot  be  taken  unless  it  is  needed  for  public 
4 
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use,  it  follows  that  some  tribunal  must  decide  the  question  of 
need.  Formerly  that  tribunal  was  the  Legislature.  Now  the 
parties  interested  in  the  road  are  constituted  as  a  tribunal  for 
deciding  the  question.  The  party  is  made  sole  judge,  and  judge 
in  his  own  cause.  But  Blackstone  says  that  even  the  omnipo- 
tence of  Parliament  cannot  make  a  man  judge  in  his  own  cause, 
and  that  such  an  Act,  if  passed,  would  be  void  as  against  com- 
mon right, 

"  But  it  is  said  that  the  cost  of  building  a  railroad  is  an 
unfailing  security  that  no  unnecessary  road  will  be  built.  No 
road  will  be  constructed  unless  it  is  profitable,  and  no  road  can 
be  profitable  unless  it  is  needed. 

"  This  reasoning  is  simply  contrary  to  all  railroad  experience. 
England  and  the  United  States  furnish  too  many  instances  of 
needless,  unprofitable,  and  bankrupt  railroads.  Of  seventy  rail- 
road corporations  in  New  York,  seventeen  only  paid  dividends 
last  year.  Of  sixty-two  in  Massachusetts,  thirty-two  paid  divi- 
dends ;  but  some  only  paid  one  or  two  per  cent.  Of  the  rail- 
roads in  this  country,  probably  one-half  are  insolvent.  And  yet 
we  are  to  take  the  prudence  of  investors  as  an  infallible  guide, 
and  as  complete  assurance  that  railroads  will  never  be  con- 
structed unless  they  are  needed. 

"  It  is  said  that  this  is  a  theoretical  objection,  and  not  practi- 
cal. I  confess  that  I  do  dislike  to  see  upon  our  statute  book  a 
provision  subversive  of  sound  principle,  even  if  it  does  no  practi- 
cal harm.  But  I  do  not  rely  upon  this  old-fashioned  notion. 
There  is  practical  mischief  in  our  present  law.  Under  it,  three 
parallel  routes  have  been  demanded  upon  Nantasket  Beach, 
where  three  roads  would  destroy  each  other,  and  destroy  the 
beauty  and  value  of  the  beach  itself.  No  virtue  in  the  law 
saved  us  from  this  absurdity  and  wrong. 

"  Under  this  law,  four  steam  roads,  running  through  the  city 
of  Boston  from  end  to  end  and  from  side  to  side  were  demanded, 
and  must  have  been  granted  but  for  a  technical  objection.  The 
bombardment  of  our  city  would  not  have  injured  it  more  than 
the  construction  of  these  roads  would  have  done.  It  is  said 
that  they  never  would  have  been  constructed ;  and  this  is  true. 
But  it  does  not  follow  that  no  harm  would  have  been  done. 
The  cloud  hanging  for  a  year  over  the  vast  amount  of  property 
condemned  would  have  rendered  impossible  either  sales  or  im- 
provements.    And  in  addition  to  the  sense  of  insecurity  affect- 
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ing  all  property-holders,  the  actual  loss  of  value  would  have 
been  immense. 

"  There  is  practical  danger  that  railroads  will  be  asked  for, 
and  laid  out  —  not  to  be  built,  but  to  be  bought  off.  With  the 
revival  of  business,  speculation  —  dishonest  speculation — will 
revive.  If  the  law  remains,  we  shall  have  blackmail  routes. 
And,  at  all  events,  it  seems  unwise  to  enact  wrong  into  law,  and 
to  trust  to  somebody's  ingenuity,  and  to  everybody's  forebear- 
ance,  and  to  '  the  chapter  of  accidents,'  to  prevent  any  actual 
harm. 

"  The  chief  objection  to  any  change  seems  to  be  a  fear  that 
the  old  practice  of  legislative  contests  for  charters  will  be  re- 
vived. Free  railroad  law  is  said  to  have  saved  us  from  the 
evils  attendant  on  that  practice.  Now  there  are  three  answers 
to  this  objection  :  — 

"  1.  No  one  proposes  to  go  back  to  the  old  practice.  The 
Governor  does  not.  The  Board  does  not.  It  is  proposed  to 
create  a  tribunal  to  prevent  the  need  of  applications  to  the 
General  Court. 

"  2.  The  free  railroad  Act  is  not  the  sole  cause  of  the  relief 
from  railroad  lobbying  at  the  State  House.  The  great  reduc- 
tion in  the  amount  of  railroad  construction  is  a  material  cause 
of  the  change. 

"  3.  The  general  Act  does  not  forbid  applications  to  the 
Legislature  for  charters.  It  allows  such  applications,  and 
specifies  the  mode  of  making  them.  And  no  law  can  forbid 
them  while  the  right  of  petition  is  held  sacred. 

"  The  formation  of  a  tribunal  involves  some  difficulties.  But 
you  are  sent  here  to  grapple  with  difficulties.  The  Governor 
proposes  the  Railroad  Commissioners.  When  I  differ  with  Gov. 
Long,  it  seems  to  me,  prima  facie^  that  I  am  wrong.  But  there 
are  objections  to  having  any  fixed  board  pass  upon  the  local 
questions  pertaining  to  the  grant  of  a  railroad  route.  The  case 
should  be  tried  by  '  the  vicinage.'  If,  for  instance,  a  road  were 
wanted  in  Berkshire,  the  good  people  of  that  county  would  not 
be  quite  satisfied  to  have  three  men  come  up,  two  of  them  from 
Boston,  and  tell  them  whether  they  needed  a  railroad.  They 
would  prefer  that  some  of  their  neighbors  should  have  a  voice  in 
the  decision.  Centralization  of  power  is  to  be  avoided  when  it 
can  be  ;  and  it  is  centralization  to  submit  a  local  question 
wholly  to  a  State  board." 
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In  closing,  the  chairman  spoke  as  follows  :  — 

"  I  do  not  greatly  fear  any  argument  that  has  been  urged 
against  this  bill,  or  any  fact  that  has  been  proved  in  regard  to 
it.  I  do  fear  the  influence  of  good  names  arrayed  or  cited 
against  it.  Let  me  remind  you  that  this  is  not  a  question  of 
names  or  authority,  or  of  expert  testimony.  It  is  not  a  tech- 
nical railroad  problem,  but  a  question  of  State  policy,  a  ques- 
tion of  right  and  wrong,  on  which  the  opinion  of  one  citizen  is 
just  as  good  as  that  of  any  other.  If  this  were  a  question  of 
the  proper  basis  for  a  combination  of  trunk-lines,  or  of  the  just 
division  of  receipts,  I  should  at  once  yield  to  the  weight  of 
authority.  But  on  the  question  whether  a  man's  property  shall 
be  taken  against  his  will,  without  proof  of  public  exigency,  the 
best  witness  we  can  call  is  one  who  never  saw  a  railroad.  And 
I  offer  the  testimony  of  John  Adams,  who  wrote  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts,  and  who  placed  in  the  tenth  article  of 
the  bill  of  rights  these  words :  '  Whenever  the  public  exi- 
gencies require  that  the  property  of  any  individual  should  be 
appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation therefor.'  He  did  not  place  in  the  bill  of  rights  a 
provision  that  property  should  not  be  taken  against  its  owner's 
will  unless  there  was  an  exigency  for  public  use.  That  would 
have  only  weakened  a.  principle  which  exists  independent  of  all 
constitutions.  That  principle  he  knew  would  remain  if  the 
Constitution  should  be  rejected  by  the  people.  That  funda- 
mental law  is  in  force  wherever  a  tribe  of  Indians  advances 
far  enough  to  build  permanent  wigwams.  And  so,  by  a  felici- 
tous use  of  language,  this  principle  is  implied  in  our  bill  of 
rights,  instead  of  being  stated ;  and  the  courts  have  always  rec- 
ognized it. 

"  So  of  the  second  proposition  on  which  this  bill  rests,  —  that 
no  man  shall  be  judge  in  his  own  case.  All  the  railroad  and 
legislative  experience  in  the  world  would  not  add  to  the  wisdom 
and  justice  of  Blackstone's  declaration,  already  cited,  that  a 
man  cannot  be  made  judge  of  his  own  cause.  On  these  two 
propositions  —  a  man's  right  to  his  property  unless  it  proved  to 
be  needed  by  the  public,  and  the  wrong  of  making  a  man  judge 
in  his  own  case  —  on  these  two  this  bill  depends. 

"  It  is  repeated  that  no  road  will  be  built  unless  it  is  needed, 
and  that  the  proof  of  exigency  is  furnished  by  a  subscription. 
But,  as  I  have  said  before,  this  statement  is  made  in  the  face  of 
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a  thousand  facts.  Every  useless  road,  every  worthless  and 
bankrupt  railroad  corporation  in  existence,  is  an  answer  to  this 
argument.  Essex  County  alone  shows  that  the  imagined  se- 
curity is  no  security,  and  that  the  furnishing  of  capital  is  no 
proof  of  exigency.  Still  less  is  a  subscription  a  security  against 
a  blackmail  route,  —  a  route  which  is  designed  to  be  bought 
off,  and  not  to  be  built.  Here  no  capital  is  risked,  and  very 
little  money  is  to  be  spent. 

"  This  bill  is  said  to  be  a  repeal  of  the  General  Railroad  Act, 
and  a  renewal  of  the  system  of  special  charters.  But  no  one 
asks  to  repeal  the  General  Act ;  and  this  bill  provides  a  tribunal 
to  obviate  the  necessity  for  special  charters.  Of  course,  peti- 
tioners could  go  to  the  Legislature,  if  this  bill  passed,  just  as 
they  can  now ;  but  the  General  Court  would  refuse  to  hear 
them,  just  as  they  do  now.  When  the  proper  tribunal  acted, 
the  case  would  be  settled.  If  in  any  exceptional  case  a  charter 
were  granted,  it  would  still  be  subject  to  all  the  safeguards  of 
the  General  Act.  The  methods  pursued  by  petitioners  under 
the  old  system  were  bad  :  but  the  end  gained  was,  at  the  worst, 
only  what  is  now  enacted ;  namely,  that  an3^body  could  build  a 
railroad  anywhere,  whether  it  was  needed  or  not.  Finally,  on 
this  point  too  much  is  claimed  for  the  law.  Lobbying  for  char- 
ters would  have  ceased  when  our  railroads  had  been  built,  and 
the  mania  for  charters  had  ceased. 

"  The  chief  objection  seems  to  be  that  no  evil  has  actually 
happened  under  the  law.  Evil  is  possible  ;  frauds  and  outrages 
can  be  perpetrated  :  but  you  are  asked  to  wait  until  they  have 
succeeded,  before  a  remedy  can  be  applied.  Wait  till  some 
greedy  speculator  has  pocketed  his  ten  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  ; 
then  come  for  legislation.  Is  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
horse  shall  be  stolen,  before  you  will  allow  the  stable  door  to 
be  locked  ?  This  used  to  be  the  test  of  wisdom  and  unwisdom. 
The  prudent  man  sees  danger  afar  off.  But  this  danger  is  not 
so  far  off.  It  has  come  very  near  us ;  so  near,  that  at  one  time 
propositions  were  before  the  Board  which  would  have  been 
destructive  of  the  rights  of  property  in  Boston.  One  lively 
newspaper  declared  that  if  the  Board  refused  routes  the  Su- 
preme Court  would  compel  them  to  do  so  by  mandamus,  and 
if  they  granted  routes  the  people's  indignation  would  sweep 
away  the  law,  and  the  Board  with  it.  '  My  learned  brother  ' 
has  told  you  of  actual  scandals  perpetrated  under  the  law.     If 
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my  honored  predecessor  had  remained  on  the  Board,  he  would 
have  seen  these  evils,  and  would  probably  have  pleaded  for  this 
bill  to-day. 

"  I  say  this  with  more  confidence,  because  his  colleague  and 
mine,  Mr.  Briggs,  whose  worth  we  all  know  and  whose  illness 
we  all  lament,  has  changed  his  views  on  this  subject.  He  fa- 
vored the  General  Act  just  as  it  was.  He  was  not  quite  satisfied 
last  year ;  but  this  year,  because  of  what  he  had  seen  and  of 
what  he  feared,  he  took  a  deep  interest  in  that  portion  of  our 
report  which  favored  such  a  bill." 

To  this  it  may  be  added  that  the  general  law  sometimes  works 
in  a  way  not  expected  by  its  promoters.  In  former  times  much 
was  said  of  strategic  charters,  meaning  charters  obtained  by  the 
friends  of  existing  corporations,  not  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  road,  but  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  a  rival  road  or  branch 
from  being  built.  The  general  law,  without  an  exigency  clause, 
gives  strategic  charters  in  blank  to  all  existing  roads. 

It  is  easy  to  suppose  a  case  where  a  community  desires  a  new 
outlet  for  traffic,  and  where  an  existing  railroad  company  is 
willing  to  favor  and  aid  the  enterprise,  but  where  it  is  prevented 
from  doing  so  by  the  threat  of  a  rival  company,  that,  if  it  does, 
a  branch  will  be  constructed  which  will  divert  trade  from  the 
offending  corporation.  It  is  believed  that  such  a  case  is  not  an 
imaginary  one. 

The  opponents  of  any  change  in  the  present  law  sometimes 
argue  that  they  wish  to  promote  the  free  building  of  railroads, 
and  imply  that  the  friends  of  an  amendment  wish  to  check  con- 
struction. It  is,  indeed,  desirable  to  prevent  the  building  of 
unnecessary  roads ;  but  the  law  as  it  now  stands  may  be  used 
to  prevent  the  construction  of  roads  needed  and  desired. 

Another  result  of  the  present  law,  which  has  received  little 
notice,  is  the  possible  creation  of  many  practically  irresponsible 
railroad  corporations.  A  charter  is  obtained  for  a  road  two 
miles  long  with  a  capital  of  twenty  thousand  dollars.  A  single 
accident  might  render  the  corporation  bankrupt ;  and,  in  case 
of  a  serious  collision,  there  would  be  no  redress  for  the  injured 
parties.  The  chances  of  accident  are  at  least  as  great,  in  pro- 
portion to  mileage,  on  a  short  road  as  on  a  long  one  ;  and,  if  the 
shorter  road  is  used  chiefly  for  crowded  excursions,  they  are 
greater.  Of  course,  a  man  who  buys  a  railroad  ticket  does  not 
contemplate  an  accident  with  resulting  damages.      But  it  de- 
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serves  consideration  that  the  most  dangerous  travelling  in  this 
State  is  done  without  any  chance  of  redress  in  case  of  serious 
injury.  This  fact  may  not  be  a  reason  for  refusing  charters  to 
small  corporations  ;  but  it  re-enforces  the  argument  against  giv- 
ing such  charters  when  the  public  good  does  not  demand  them. 
The  subject  is  a  difficult  one.  The  formation  of  a  tribunal  is 
not  easy,  but  the  matter  is  important  in  principle,  and  likely  to 
become  so  in  practice ;  and  the  Board  has  felt  bound  to  place 
its  views  on  record  once  more. 

Discrimination  and  Equal  Terms. 

During  the  railroad  year  no  complaint  has  been  made  of  re- 
fusal of  equal  rates,  or  of  any  kind  of  discrimination,  except  in 
one  case,  where  express  trains  were  directed  to  be  stopped  at  a 
flag  station  at  the  request  of  two  parties  only.  Upon  a  sugges- 
tion that  this  was  an  error,  orders  were  at  once  given  that  all 
persons  should  have  the  right  to  stop  trains  at  this  point. 

A  report  made  since  the  railroad  year  expired  —  Selectmen  of 
Weston  V.  Fitchhurg  and  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  Com- 
panies (Appendix  E) — was  founded  on  a  petition  in  which 
discrimination  was  charged,  but  which  really  was  a  request  for 
more  reasonable  fares.  As  it  appears  in  that  report,  no  law  of 
this  State  requires  an  equal  rate  per  mile  for  fares  or  freights. 
And  it  is  fortunate  that  there  is  no  such  statute ;  for  it  would 
prevent  the  trying  of  an  experiment  which  is  of  great  interest, 
and  which  promises  to  be  of  great  service.  This  is  the  scheme 
of  very  low  suburban  fares,  equal  for  all  stations  within  a  cer- 
tain distance  from  Boston,  which  has  been  inaugurated  by  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad.  This  company  charges 
five  cents  for  every  passage  to  or  from  points  not  more  than  five 
miles  from  their  Boston  station.  In  this  way  the  benefits  pro- 
posed by  so-called  "  workingmen's  trains"  are  secured  in  a  more 
liberal  and  more  convenient  way.  Such  fares  will,  in  some 
cases,  render  it  economical  as  well  as  pleasant  for  passengers  to 
go  out  at  noon,  and  return  after  dining  with  their  family.  They 
apply,  also,  to  all  the  members  of  a  family,  as  well  as  to  its  head. 
The  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  has  made  a  somewhat  similar 
arrangement,  which  was  the  cause  of  the  complaint  mentioned 
above ;  and  other  railroad  companies  are  expected  to  follow. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  experiment  on  the  New  York 
&  New  England  road  has  been  thus  far  completely  successful. 
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The  returns  for  six  months  show  an  increase  of  receipts  at  the 
rate  of  sixty  per  cent  per  year.  This  great  increase  accompa- 
nying a  very  large  decrease  of  charges  is  a  fair  measure  of  the 
accommodation  afforded.  No  complaint  has  been  made,  except 
that  rents  have  risen  in  the  favored  district ;  and  this  sign  of 
prosperity  will  not  be  regarded  by  land-holders  as  an  unmiti- 
gated evil.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  such  a  system  of 
low  fares  would  be  impossible,  if  any  rule  of  law  or  equity  re- 
quired that  the  reduction  should  be  extended  from  one  station 
to  the  next.  In  the  case  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
road,  it  would  compel  a  rate  of  one  cent  a  mile  up  to  the  State 
line.  Any  question  of  the  reduction  of  fares  should  be  decided 
on  its  own  merits,  and  not  in  connection  with  a  special  system, 
which  applies  to  a  well-populated  district,  whose  people  are  all 
frequent  travellers,  and  which  is  likely  to  become  more  densely 
populated  under  the  operation  of  this  S3^stem. 

It  seems  proper  to  allude  to  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  corrects  a  very  general  misapprehension  as  to  the  law  of 
this  State  in  regard  to  discrimination  and  inequality  of  rates. 
Since  1867  it  has  been  believed  by  lawyers  and  railroad  men, 
and  by  the  public  generally,  that  railroad  companies  were  bound 
to  give  equal  rates  to  all  customers,  —  i.e.,  the  same  rate  for  the 
same  service, — having  regard,  of  course,  to  the  quantity  of  freight 
carried  at  one  time.  It  has  been  supposed  that  a  preference  by 
which  one  dealer  was  favored  above  another,  or  above  all  others, 
was  illegal.  And  the  reason  for  the  supposed  legislation  was 
held  to  be,  that  this  was  not  only  just,  but,  on  the  whole,  that  it 
was  the  best  policy.  And  it  was  thought,  that,  although  in  some 
isolated  case,  it  might  seem  advantageous  for  a  railroad  com- 
pany to  prefer  some  person  or  corporation  in  order  to  build  up 
a  great  business,  or  to  introduce  a  new  one,  yet  it  was  deemed 
to  be  unsafe  to  intrust  such  a  power  to  a  corporation.  It  was 
considered  as  a  stretch  of  legislation  to  delegate  to  a  railroad 
company  authority  to  create  a  monopoly  such  as  might  result 
from  the  exercise  of  such  a  power. 

So  generally  did  this  idea  prevail,  that  in  many  States  — 
indeed,  in  most  except  Massachusetts  —  this  doctrine  was  held 
to  be  established  by  the  common  law,  without  the  need  of 
legislation. 

In  Massachusetts  a  different  doctrine  prevailed.  And  while 
the  granting  of  reasonable  rates  was  held  to  be  the  duty  of  all 
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common  carriers,  including  railroad  companies,  it  was  decided 
that  such  companies  might  give  different  rates  to  their  cus- 
tomers, making  them  lower  for  some  shippers  than  for  others. 
This  doctrine  was  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Fitcliburg  Railroad 
Company  v.  G-age^  12  Gray,  393,  which  decided  that  "  a  rail- 
road corporation  is  not  obliged,  as  a  common  carrier,  to  trans- 
port goods  and  merchandise  for  all  persons  at  the  same  rates." 
Justice  Merrick  says,  in  giving  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  "The 
defendants  do  not  deny  that  the  charge  made  on  them  for  the 
transportation  of  their  ice  was  according  to  the  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  directors,  or  assert  that  the  compensation  claimed 
is  in  any  degree  excessive  or  unreasonable.  Certainly,  then,  the 
charges  of  the  plaintiif  should  be  considered  legal  as  well  as 
reasonable ;  nor  can  the  defendants  have  any  real  or  equitable' 
right  to  insist  upon  any  abatement  or  deduction  ;  because,  for 
special  reasons  which  are  not  known,  and  cannot  therefore  be  ap- 
preciated, allowances  may  have  been  conceded  in  particular 
instances,  or  in  reference  to  a  particular  series  of  services  to' 
other  parties"  (p.  399).  The  reasoning  of  the  Court  will  more 
fully  appear  from  an  extract  hereafter  given  in  a  more  recent 
decision. 

The  difference  between  this  rule  and  that. of  other  States 
will  be  seen  by  the  following  extracts  from  the  opinions  of  two 
well-known  jurists,;  and  such  extracts  might  be  multiplied- 
almost  indefinitely :  — 

"A  toll  is  granted.  But  a  toll  implies  uniformity  of  compen- 
sation for  equality  of  service.  It  is  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the 
corporation,  and  not  to  enable  the  corporation  to  give  discrimi- 
nating advantages."  —  Appleton,  C.J.,  JVeiv  England  Express 
Company  v.  Wlavne  Central  Railroad  Company,  bl  Maine,  188-196. 

"No  special  privileges  should  be  granted  to  one  man  or  set 
of  men,  and  denied  to  others.  The  special  stipulations  inserted 
in  charters,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  these  rights,  are  placed 
there  in  abundance  of  caution,  and  affirm  nothing  more  than 
the  common  right  to  equal  justice  which  exists  independent  of 
such  provisions.  The  supposed  necessity  for  such  provisions  in 
charters  granted  in  this  country  and  in  England  proves  nothing 
more  than  that  the  law-makers  in  both  countries  were  aware  of 
the  difficulty  in  holding  large  corporations  to  those  common  ob- 
ligations of  justice  which  individuals  feel  bound  to  acknowledge 
without  legislative  enactment."  —  C.  J.  Twiss,  21  Peun.  378. 

In  1867  an  attempt  was  apparently  made  to  change  the  law 
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of  Massachusetts,  and  make  it  conform  to  that  of  other  States, 
by  passhig  chapter  839,  requiring  "  equal  "  as  well  as  reasonable 
terms,  etc.,  "  for  all  persons  and  companies."  But,  as  it  now 
appears,  by  an  unfortunate  choice  of  language,  the  Legislature 
re-enacted  the  doctrines  of  Fitchhurg  Railroad  Company  v. 
Gage,  instead  of  repealing  them. 

In  Spofford  v.  Boston  ^  Maine  Railroad,  128  Mass.  326,  the 
plaintiff,  a  student  who  had  paid  the  regular  price  of  a  season- 
ticket  for  three  months,  showed  that  other  students  of  like  age 
had  been  allowed,  at  the  discretion  of  the  president,  to  buy 
such  tickets  at  half  price.  And  it  was  held  that  there  was  not 
a  violation  of  law,  and  that  no  action  could  be  maintained.  In 
giving  the  decision,  Justice  Soule  says,  — 

"  The  provisions  of  section  138  are  re-enacted  from  the  Statute 
of  1867,  chapter  839,  previously  to  which  statute  there  was  no 
legislative  enactment  of  the  sort.  In  the  year  1859,  it  was 
decided  by  this  Court,  in  Fitchhurg  Railroad  v.  Gage,  12  Gray, 
893,  that  the  common  law  requires  of  carriers  equal  justice  to 
all;  that  'the  equality  which  is  to  be  observed  in  relation  to 
the  public,  and  to  every  individual,  consists  in  the  restricted 
right  to  charge,  in  each  particular  case  of  service,  a  reasonable 
compensation,  and  no  more.  If  the  carrier  confines  himself  to 
this,  no  wrong  can  be  done,  and  no  cause  afforded  for  complaint. 
If,  for  special  reasons  in  isolated  cases,  the  carrier  sees  fit  to  stipu- 
late for  the  carriage  of  goods  or  merchandise  of  any  class  for  a 
certain  time,  or  in  certain  quantities,  for  less  compensation  than 
ivhat  is  the  usual,  necessary,  and  reasonable  rate,  he  may  undoubt- 
edly do  so  without  thereby  entitliiig  all  other  persons  and  parties 
to  the  same  advantage  and  relief.''  The  Court,  referring  to  the 
right  of  the  corporation  to  establish  rates  of  toll  on  passengers 
and  merchandise,  which,  under  the  Rev.  Stats.,  chapter  39,  sec- 
tion 83,  was  substantially  the  same  as  it  is  under  the  existing 
statutes,  said,  '  This  right,  however,  is  very  fully  and  reasonably 
subjected  to  legislative  supervision  and  control, — a  provision 
which  may  be  believed  to  be  sufficient  to  guard  the  large  con- 
ceded power  against  all  injustice  or  abuse.  And  in  view  of  this 
large  and  unqualified,  and  therefore  adequate  supervision,  the 
right  of  railroad  corporations  to  exact  compensation  for  services 
rendered  may  be  considered  as  conforming  substantially  to  the 
rule  of  the  common  law.'  The  Statutes  of  1867,  chapter  339, 
re-enacted  in  the  Statute  of  1874,  chapter  372,  section  138,  was 
passed  after  this  Court  had  thus  defined  the  meaning  of  the 
words  '  equal  justice  '  as  applied  to  the  dealings  of  carriers  with 
their  customers.  The  similar  language,  '  reasonable  and  equal 
terms,'  used  in  the  statute,  is  to  be  interpreted  in  the  light  of 
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this  definition,  especially  as  it  appears,  from  a  comparison  of 
different  parts  of  the  statute,  that  the  words  cannot  have  been 
used  in  a  strict  literal  sense." 

This  language  is  more  worthy  of  remark,  because,  as  the 
judge  says,  the  case  might  have  been  decided  under  the  peculiar 
provisions  of  section  135,  excepting  from  the  general  provisions 
of  the  Act  certain  trains  to  be  designated  to  carry  passengers 
at  reduced  rates.  But  the  Court  very  naturally  preferred  to 
base  the  decision  upon  the  general  provisions  of  the  statute. 

It  would  seem  clear,  then,  that  the  legal  profession,  and  all 
others,  have  been  in  error  in  believing  that  uniformity  of  com- 
pensation for  equality  of  service  was  the  law  of  common  car- 
riers in  Massachusetts,  and  that  it  is  lawful  for  railroad  man- 
agers, for  reasons  satisfactory  to  themselves,  to  give  lower  than 
ordinary  rates  to  one  shipper  than  to  another.  The  law  still 
requires  that  rates  should  be  "  reasonable  ;  "  but,  if  any  attempt 
were  made  to  enforce  it,  the  difference  between  the  indefinite 
requirement  of  reasonableness  and  the  fixed  and  definite  rule 
of  equality  would  make  the  exaction  of  penalties  exceedingly 
difficult. 

Whether  it  is  desirable  to  change  the  law  so  as  to  absolutely 
require  equal  compensation  for  like  service,  or  whether  the 
fixing  of  freight  and  passenger  rates  can  best  be  left,  as  other 
matters  are,  to  the  interest  of  the  companies,  influenced  by 
public  opinion,  and  subject  to  the  inspection  and  public  criti- 
cism of  this  Board,  is  a  question  for  the  wisdom  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. It  has  seemed  to  be  our  duty  to  lay  before  it  the  decis- 
ion by  which  the  Supreme  Court  has  corrected  an  almost 
universal  misunderstanding  of  the  law. 

General  Remarks.  —  Congressional  Regulation. 

The  Appendix  shows  that  the  number  of  hearings  before  the 
Board  greatly  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year.  But  the  vari- 
ous decisions  reported  give  little  idea  of  the  questions  coming 
before  the  Commissioners.  The  informal  hearings  and  confers 
ences,  which  are  not  published,  very  largely  exceed  those  which 
appear  in  the  report.  And  in  aiding  to  settle  these  matters, 
the  Board,  perhaps,  performs  its  most  useful  duties.  It  is  the 
general  object  of  the  Commissioners,  in  making  their  annual 
report,  to  set  forth  the  work  done  during  the  year  with  such  ex- 
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planations  and  comments  as  the  facts  demand.  But  one  subject, 
lying  far  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  has  been  so  gen- 
erally discussed,  and  is  so  important,  that  we  feel  justified  in 
briefly  expressing  our  views  in  regard  to  it. 

It  is  impossible  to  consider  matters  of  interest  relating  to 
railroad  policy  in  any  State,  without  regarding  it  in  connection 
with  the  policy  and  practice  of  other  States.  And  this  year 
the  question  of  congressional  regulation  of  inter-State  traffic 
has  been  widely  discussed. 

1.  The  chief  demand  for  national  legislation  has  come  from 
those  who  desire  that  Congress,  under  its  constitutional  power 
to  regulate  commerce  among  the  several  States,  should  fix  the 
rates  of  transportation,  and  thus  secure  moderate  charges. 

2.  During  the  "  war  of  rates  "  a  desire  has  been  expressed, 
that,  for  tlie  protection  of  stockholders,  and  for  the  guarding  of 
the  public  against  the  fluctuations  and  the  high  charges  which 
follow  low  ones.  Congress  should  so  regulate  railroad  transpor- 
tation as  to  prevent  competing  and  excessively  low  rates. 

3.  Some  of  the  advocates  of  the  pooling  or  federation  system 
have  recommended  national  legislation,  in  order  to  sanction  that 
system,  and  to  give  it  the  support  of  the  courts  of  law. 

As  to  the  last  proposition,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  pooling 
contracts,  or  agreements  for  federation,  may  now  be  made,  and 
will  be  enforced  by  the  State  and  Federal  courts,  unless  they 
are  held  to  be  so  manifestly  contrary  to  public  policy  as  to  be 
invalid  at  common  law.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  misappre- 
hension on  this  subject.  One  of  the  most  intelligent  discus- 
sions of  the  question  speaks  of  "the  absence  of  any  legal  or 
governmental  restraint  against  the  violation  of  the  agreements 
as  to  rates."  But  all  governments  restrain  all  violations  of  all 
legal  agreements,  and  give  penalties  for  such  violations.  Again 
it  is  said,  that,  "  before  railroad  confederations  acquire  stability, 
they  must  have  the  prop  of  some  external  power."  And  still 
again  it  is  said  of  pooling  arrangements,  "so  long  as  their  exist- 
ence has  no  legal  sanction,  and  their  edicts  no  binding  power," 
etc.  Now,  this  either  assumes  the  illegality  of  such  arrange- 
ments, or  it  is  an  error.  Corporations,  as  well  as  individuals, 
may  make  contracts  ;  and  it  is  one  chief  end  of  government  to 
enforce  lawful  contracts.  The  State  and  National  courts  are 
open  to  an}^  railroad  company  that  has  been  injured  by  the  vio- 
lation of  any  contract,  or  that  seeks  the  specific  performance  of 
such  contract. 
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It  would  at  first  sight  appear  strange  tliat  Congress  should 
be  invited  to  enter  upon  a  new  course  of  legislation  in  order  to 
legalize  contracts  which  are  so  plainly  against  public  policy 
that  the  courts  will  set  them  aside  as  illegal  or  immoral.  If  it 
be  said  that  pooling  contracts  are  really  not  against  public 
policy,  but  that  they  are  for  the  public  good,  it  would  seem  to 
be  easier  to  convince  a  small  body  of  enlightened  judges  of  this 
fact,  rather  than  to  persuade  a  majority  of  Congress,  whose 
views  will  to  some  extent  depend  upon  those  of  their  constitu- 
ents. 

A  practical  objection  seems  to  exist  to  the  second  class  of 
legislation  proposed.  The  constituencies  of  our  law-givers 
would  not  be  quick  to  see  the  advantages  of  legislation  to  pre- 
vent the  lowering  of  freights  and  fares.  They  would  not  look 
with  approval  upon  the  assumption  of  a  new  and  doubtful  juris- 
diction with  the  avowed  design  of  keeping  up  rates.  And  their 
representatives  would,  to  a  large  extent,  share  that  feeling ;  and 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  such  a  proposition  would  have  a  different 
result  from  that  proposed. 

The  most  popular  proposition,  without  doubt,  is  that  which 
calls  for  congressional  action  to  reduce  and  equalize  rates  and 
fares  in  traffic  between  States. 

The  constitutional  question  is  not  settled.  Congress  has,  in  so 
many  words,  power  "  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations 
and  among  the  several  States."  But  it  is  not  quite  certain  that 
the  power  to  regulate  commerce  includes  the  power  to  fix  rates 
for  all  common  carriers,  which  involves  the  setting  aside  of  con- 
tracts between  persons  or  corporations,  or  the  settling  the  terms 
of  all  their  contracts  for  them.  The  States  have  this  power,  as 
has  been  held  in  more  than  one  case  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States.  It  has  even  been  held  that  the  State  may 
determine  that  certain  fixed  rates  are  reasonable,  and  that  proof 
that  they  are  in  fact  unreasonably  low  cannot  control  the  statute 
rates.  This  has  been  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court ;  and  it  is  therefore  law. 

Some  of  the  States,  like  Massachusetts,  have  reserved  the 
power  to  alter  or  repeal  charters,  either  expressly,  or  by  refer- 
ence to  general  law.  But  this  power,  founded  in  express  con- 
tract, is  distinctly  reserved  to  the  State  Legislature,  and  has 
never  been  transferred  to  any  other  sovereignty.  Id  would  be 
a  strange  perversion  of  words  tp:  hold  that  reserving  a  power  to 
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a  State  confers  it  upon  Congress.  It  has  also  been  held  that 
this  power  is  given  to  the  States  bj  common  law,  as  to  all  car- 
riers. But  it  is  well  known  and  long  settled,  that  the  United 
States  have  no  common  law.  And  it  does  not  seem  quite  clear 
that  constitutional  authority  to  regulate  commerce  transfers 
this  power  from  States  to  the  United  States.  It  is  said  that  the 
word  "regulate"  is  broad  enough  to  include  every  thing  that 
can  be  enacted  as  to  inter-State  commerce.  But  the  question 
is  of  intent ;  and  there  are  many  reasons  for  doubting  whether 
it  was  ever  intended  to  give  to  Congress  the  power  to  fix  the 
charges  of  coasters,  baggage-wagons,  coaches,  and  ,the  like,  trav- 
elling from  one  State  to  another.  Such  were  the  common  car- 
riers of  those  days,  and  by  such  means  was  commerce  among 
the  several  States  carried  on.  It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the 
same  clause  applies  to  commerce  with  foreign  nations.  But  for 
nearly  a  hundred  years  of  government  under  the  Constitution, 
no  proposition  has  ever  been  made  that  Congress  should  regu- 
late the  contracts  of  affreightment  made  at  New  York  or  New 
Orleans  for  Liverpool,  by  reducing,  or  equalizing,  or  fixing  in 
any  way,  the  charges  for  freight.  There  have  been  times  when 
such  charges  were  high,  and  when  relief  was  desirable.  The 
fact  that  it  never  was  proposed,  although  not  of  great  weight, 
would  tend  to  show  that  the  power  was  not  believed  to  exist. 

Graver  considerations  apply  to  the  policy  of  congressional 
regulation.  The  first  consideration  is  the  immense  power 
which  Congress  is  asked  to  assume.  The  cost  of  the  railroads 
already  constructed  exceeds  five  billion  dollars.  The  value  of 
the  articles  transported  over  them  each  year  is  incalculable ;  and 
the  amount  of  annual  gross  earnings  is  counted  by  hundreds  of 
millions.  More  than  half  of  this  great  business  is  inter-State 
traffic ;  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  not  only  the  trunk 
lines  are  to  be  subjected  to  the  regulation  of  Congress :  it  will 
include  the  branches  which  feed  these  lines.  Goods  leaving 
any  town  oi^  the  coast  or  in  the  interior  of  Massachusetts,  on 
their  way  to  Chicago,  or  New  York,  or  Providence,  or  Nashua, 
are  as  truly  objects  of  "  commerce  among  the  States,"  as  the 
grain  of  Dakota,  or  the  cattle  of  Texas,  on  their  way  to  an  east- 
ern seaport. 

It  is  now  proposed  that  Congress  should  take  charge  of  this 
vast  business,  regulating  especially  the  rates  of  freight,  and 
thereby  practically  determining,  not  only  the  profits  of  each 
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road,  but  what  points  shall  be  commercially  favored  and  devel- 
oped. It  would  be  an  enormous  and  a  dangerous  grasp  of 
power.  Supposing  that  Congress  is  now  perfectly  free  from 
suspicion,  that  no  member  has  ever  been  influenced  by  "  fear, 
favor,  or  hope  of  reward ;  "  taking  it  for  granted  that  the  meth- 
ods of  the  lobby  are  always  pure,  and  the  motives  of  legislators 
are  above  reproach :  still  it  is  plain  that  the  virtue  of  future 
members  might  be  exposed  to  temptation  from  this  unprece- 
dented trust,  —  that  a  new  element  might  be  introduced  into 
elections,  and  members  might  be  chosen  to  represent  roads  and 
routes  and  ports  which  sought  the  favor  that  could  be  given  by 
regulation.  One  object  of  the  proposed  legislation  is  to  protect 
individuals  and  communities  from  the  power  of  "railroad  kings 
and  monopolists."  Is  it  not  possible  that  these  too  powerful 
men  might  find  means  to  influence  Congress,  which  humbler 
individuals  and  small  communities  could  not  use? 

The  vast  increase  of  the  patronage  of  the  United  States 
Government  is  only  an  incidental  disadvantage  of  the  new 
project. 

A  manifest  danger  lies  in  the  chance  of  combination  between 
interests  and  States  and  sections,  to  the  injury  of  other  interests 
and  localities.  It  must  be  remembered  that  regulation,  if  it  is 
assumed  at  all,  is  without  condition  or  limit.  The  claim  is  that 
the  full  power  which  belongs  to  each  State  may  be  exercised  by 
the  Federal  Government.  Now  one  power  of  the  State,  as 
affirmed  by  the  highest  legal  authority,  is  to  arbitrarily  fix  the 
rates  of  freight,  of  elevating  grain,  and  of  warehousing.  When 
Congress  exercises  this  power,  it  can  and  will  decide  what  ports 
and  M'hat  States  are  to  be  discouraged  and  hindered  in  their 
commercial  enterprises.  There  is  a  possibility  that  favor  and 
disfavor  miglit  be  influenced  by  political  feeling.  There  have 
been  times  in  the  history  of  this  country  when  such  a  power 
would  have  been  exercised  to  punish  an  offending  section.  But 
without  looking  forward  to  any  such  danger,  or  to  any  such 
motive,  it  is  plain  that  self-interest,  real  or  supposed,  might 
easily  lead  to  combinations  which  would  favor  one  section  at 
the  expense  of  another. 

There  are  commercial  theories  which  would  endanger  the  in- 
terests of  certain  ports  and  States,  which  would  say,  in  effect, 
to  one  place,  "  This  business  does  not  naturally  belong  to  you, 
and  you  shall  not  have  it,"  instead  of  leaving  the  distribution 
of  trade  to  the  natural  laws  of  trade. 
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This  possibility  is  not  an  imaginary,  nor  a  far-distant  danger. 
More  than  once,  action  has  been  proposed  for  Congress  which 
would  destroy  the  export  trade  in  grain  now  enjoyed  by  Boston, 
and  render  of  no  avail  those  "terminal  facilities,"  completed 
and  proposed,  from  which  so  much  has  been  expected.  The 
proposition,  and  a  very  popular  one,  is  to  impose  a  fixed  rate  of 
so  many  cents  per  mile  on  all  east-bound  grain  and  other  prod- 
uce. And  this  proposition,  which  is  contrary  to  all  railroad 
policy,  would  so  discriminate  against  Boston  that  her  export 
trade  would  almost  cease.  How  absurd  the  proposition  is,  and 
how  it  violates  the  natural  laws  of  trade,  appears  from  the  well- 
known  fact,  amoug  others,  that  cotton  has  been  transported 
from  Memphis  to  Lewiston,  via  Montreal,  in  successful  competi- 
tion with  more  direct  routes.  But  it  is  referred  to  here  only  as 
an  illustration  of  the  possible  and  probable  effect  of  Federal 
regulation  upon  local  interests. 

The  New  York  "  anti-monopolists "  have  heretofore  dwelt 
upon  the  injustice  to  their  city  resulting  from  the  fact  that 
Boston  business  was  favored  by  a  tariff  from  the  West  equal  to 
theirs  ;  and  they  have  furnished  testimony  to  show  that  Boston 
business  was  built  up  at  the  expense  of  New  York  by  a  failure 
to  tax  its  freight  as  it  should  have  been  taxed.  It  is  true  that 
they  also  complain  that  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  are  allowed 
part  of  the  advantage  of  their  comparative  nearness  to  the 
West ;  but  the  inconsistency  of  the  two  complaints  furnishes  no 
guaranty  for  the  justice  of  legislation,  which  sometimes  depends 
upon  numbers  more  than  upon  reason. 

Even  the  more  moderate  propositions  pending  before  Con- 
gress are  dangerous,  because  they  call  for  the  exercise  of  a  new 
power,  and  will  lead  to  additional  and  dangerous  legislation. 
The  exercise  of  power  is  in  itself  pleasant.  The  temptation  to 
add  to  it  is  great.  And  when  Congress  begins  to  manage  the 
railroads  of  the  United  States,  it  is  likely  to  grasp  new  details 
every  year.  Such  centralization  is  perilous  to  the  government 
itself,  and  to  each  portion  of  the  country.  Whether  all  our 
railroads  are  managed  by  Western  and  Southern  grangers,  or 
whether  they  are  controlled  by  a  few  railroad  kings,  we  shall 
have  reason  to  regret  the  time  when  each  State  managed  its 
own  railroad  affairs. 

It  should  be  remembered,  in  considering  this  question,  that 
the  existence  of  an  e.vil  is  not  positive  proof  that  it  can  be 
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remedied  by  national  legislation,  or  by  any  legislation,  or  even 
that  it  can  be  wholly  remedied  in  any  way ;  and  care  should  be 
had  that  the  remedy  may  not  prove  to  be  more  dangerous  than 
the  disease.  We  cannot  know  the  full  extent  of  the  evils  and 
dangers  of  the  proposed  system ;  but  we  do  know  the  full  extent 
of  the  evils  that  result  from  the  present  system.  Whatever  may 
be  the  dangers  of  consolidation,  of  unrestricted  competition,  or 
of  combination  and  federation,  the  business  community  has 
felt  them  all,  and  business  has  survived  in  spite  of  them : 
it  has  even  flourished.  Traffic  has  increased  to  a  wonderful 
extent,  and  rates  have  diminished  in  a  way  that  seems  incredi- 
ble. Mr.  Poor's  tables  show  that  from  1855  to  1880  the  num- 
ber of  tons  of  freight  carried  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
increased  from  365,006  to  15,364,788,  and  the  number  of  tons 
carried  one  mile  increased  from  102,171,312  to  2,298,317,323 
(Introduction  to  Poor's  Manual,  p.  44).  Statement  IX.,  p.  47, 
shows  that  on  seven  Western  railroads  the  number  of  tons  car- 
ried increased  from  12,303,084,  in  1870,  to  36,363,790  in  1880  ; 
and  the  number  of  tons  carried  one  mile  increased  during  the 
same  period  from  1,899,320,549  to  7,134,247,668,  while  the 
rates  per  ton  per  mile  decreased  from  2.227  cents  to  1.09  cents. 
Mr.  Nimmo,  in  his  valuable  report  on  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion for  the  year  1881,  gives  a  list  of  railroads  on  which  the 
tonnage  carried  has  increased  from  45,557,002  tons,  in  1873,  to 
78,150,913  tons  in  1880,  —  an  increase  of  71.5;  while  freights 
increased  only  28  per  cent,  owing  to  a  decrease  of  39.5  per  cent 
in  rates.  Another  table  in  his  report  shows  the  increase  of 
tonnage  and  decrease  of  rates  on  three  great  roads,  as  follows  :  — -

Thus  it  appears  that  the  traffic  in  thirteen  years  was  more 
than  trebled ;  while,  with  due  allowance  for  currency  values  in 
1868,  freight  charges  have  been  reduced  60  per  cent. 

These  figures  are  quoted,  not  to  show  that  the  operation  of 
these  roads,  or  of  any  roads,  is  faultless  or  incapable  of  improve- 
ment:  but  they  may  help  us  to  remember  that  the  operation  of 
our  great  railroads  has  not  been  Avholly  disastrous  to  the  busi- 
ness, of  the  CDuntry,  and  therefore  to  consider  whether  the 
6 
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chances  are  that  congressional  management  would  be  an  im- 
provement on  the  present. 

A  proposition  recently  made  by  the  able  and  intelligent  Chair- 
man of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Kentucky  is  interesting  as 
showing  how  far  business  interests  have  broken  down  old  politi- 
cal prejudices.  His  scheme  is  that  a  National  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, with  plenary  power  to  settle  without  appeal  all  questions  of 
inter-State  trafiBo,  should  be  made  up  of  the  chairman  of  each 
State  Commission,  with  a  chairman  of  a  National  Board,  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  from  the  District  of  Columbia.  In 
this  Board,  with  only  one  chamber,  Delaware  is  to  equal  New 
York  in  authority,  and  the  vote  of  Florida  would  counterbalance 
that  of  Pennsylvania.  Such  centralized  power  will  not  soon 
be  conferred  by  Congress  upon  any  body  of  men.  But  such  a 
proposition,  coming  from  such  a  quarter,  shows  how  widely  the 
idea  has  extended  that  Federal  guardianship  is  needed  for  rail- 
road companies  carrj'ing  on  inter-State  traffic. 

The  best  influence  which  Congress  can  exert  toward  lowering 
the  rates  of  freight  is  in  legislation  improving  the  navigation  of 
the  Mississippi,  and  other  great  lines  of  water  communication. 
These  furnish  natural  competition  with  railroads,  and  impose  a 
desirable  check  on  railroad  rates.  If  any  section  finds  its  share 
of  traffic  diminished  by  such  action,  it  can  bear  such  reduction, 
sustained  by  the  idea  that  what  honestly  benefits  one  section  is 
a  benefit  to  the  whole  ;  while  every  one  can  see  that  the  devel- 
opment of  a  cheap  transportation  route  furnished  by  nature  is 
very  different  from  an  arbitrary  rule  favoring  one  locality  to  the 
disadvantage  of  another. 

While  the  Board  has  no  desire  to  see  the  railroads  of  the 
country  managed  or  regulated  by  the  National  Government,  it 
does  seem  desirable  that  State  lines  should  be  obliterated,  so 
far  as  it  can  be  done  by  agreement  and  by  State  legislation. 
Connecting  roads  running  through  several  States  should  be 
regarded,  as  far  as  may  be,  as  one  road;  and  every  facility 
should  be  given  for  harmonious  management.  No  one,  we 
believe,  objects  to  such  national  legislation  as  tlie  Act  of  July 
15,  1866,  authorizing  roads  to  connect  with  those  of  other 
States,  so  as  to  form  continuous  lines  for  transportation.  One 
restriction  hindering  such  union  now  exists  in  this  State,  in  the 
clause  which  prevents  our  railroad  corporations  from  aiding  in 
the  construction  of  branch  or  connecting  roads  in  other  States. 
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The  words  "within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth,"  now  form- 
ing part  of  section  51  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  of  1874  (sec- 
tion 80  of  chapter  112  of  the  Revision),  hinder  action,  on  the 
part  of  our  railroad  companies,  which  might  be  beneficial  to  the 
stockholders  and  the  public,  and  which,  with  the  other  existing 
limitations,  would  not  be  dangerous  to  either.  In  the  same 
spirit,  and  regarding  the  same  end,  viz.,  the  harmonious  and 
united  operation  of  connecting  roads  without  making  State 
lines  a  barrier  to  progress,  no  good  reason  seems  to  forbid  the 
purchase  and  holding  of  stock  in  a  railroad  company  of  another 
State,  whose  road  is  directly  connected  with  any  of  our  railroads, 
subject  to  like  restrictions  as  to  amount  as  now  apply  to  aid  for 
new  construction.

ON 

THE   LIMITATION    OF   THE    NUMBER    OF    PASSEN- 
GERS  IN   STREET   RAILWAY   CARS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Raih-oad  Commissioners  report  to  the  next 
General  Court  as  to  the  advisability  of  legislation  limiting  the  nmnber  of 
passengers  to  be  cai'ried  at  one  time  upon  street  I'ailway  cars. 

Approved  April  6,  1881. 

The  objects  of  the  law  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  resolve 
are,  (1)  to  prevent  suffering  to  horses  employed  on  street  rail- 
ways ;  (2)  to  promote  the  comfort  of  passengers  by  preventing 
the  overcrowding  of  cars ;  (3)  to  save  the  railway  companies 
from  loss  by  injury  to  both  horses  and  cars.  And  all  the  parties 
who  appeared  were  agreed,  that,  if  it  were  practicable,  it  was 
desirabls  to  check  the  overloading  of  horse-cars.  A  precedent 
for  a  law  accomplishing  this  end  was  sought  by  the  petitioners 
and  by  the  Board,  but  without  success.  The  method  adopted 
at  Paris,  and  elsewhere  in  Europe,  would  not  satisfy  our  people. 
There,  persons  desiring  to  ride  go  to  a  station,  and  there  receive 
numbered  tickets,  and  take  their  places  in  the  order  of  their 
numbers,  until  the  car  is  full.  Such  an  expedient  could  not  be 
thought  of  here. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  suggested,  first,  that  twenty  passen- 
gers to  each  horse  shall  constitute  a  load  in  box-cars,  and  twenty- 
five,  in  open  cars ;  second,  that  street  railway  companies  shall 
be  required  to  display  a  sign  stating  that  the  car  is  full,  with 
a  penalty  if  this  is  not  done  ;  third,  that  any  person  entering  a 
car  while  such  sign  is  displayed  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine. 

There  are  serious  practical  difficulties  which  would  attend 
the  enforcement  of  such  a  law.  Cases  of  exigency  arise,  when 
it  is  right  and  necessary  that  cars  should  be  overloaded,  and 
horses  overworked.  In  case  of  a  sudden  shower  on  a  pleasant 
day,  it  will  hardly  be  denied  that  the  right  of  persons  exposed, 
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and  especially  of  infirm  persons  and  invalids,  is  superior  to 
that  of  the  horses  wliich  would  suffer  from  the  excessive  load. 
Human  life  and  health  are  to  be  protected,  even  at  the  expense 
of  the  lives  of  the  animals.  As  passengers  at  such  times  submit 
to  the  inconvenience  of  overcrowding,  so  the  draught-animals 
must  submit  to  greater  inconvenience. 

To  some  extent  this  is  true  when  the  bad  weather  is  not 
sudden,  but  continuous.  There  are  roads  that  cannot  keep  on 
hand  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  to  accommodate  the  public  in 
rainy  weather  without  crowding.  Still  more  important  is  the 
fact  that  the  tracks  of  some  of  our  railways  would  not  accommo- 
date a  sufficient  number  of  cars  to  convey,  without  crowding, 
all  who  wish  to  travel  in  cars  in  wet  weather.  The  blocking  of 
cars,  which  is  now  so  annoying,  would  be  greatly  aggravated  by 
any  considerable  increase  of  the  number  of  cars  upon  the  main 
routes  in  Boston.  To  prevent  this,  the  comfort  of  the  horses 
must  give  way  to  the  necessities  of  the  people. 

Another  practical  difficulty  would  arise  in  executing  the  law, 
and  would  make  it  unjust  to  enact  a  compulsory  statute.  Most 
cases  of  crowding  cars  arise  at  times  and  places  where  large 
numbers  of  people  take  the  cars  at  once,  as  at  the  close  of  theat- 
rical performances.  In  such  cases  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
decide  the  precise  moment  when  each  individual  tried  to  enter, 
or  the  precise  order  in  which  several  tried  to  enter.  Annoying 
suits  would  follow  such  questions.  Where  the  party's  right 
depended  upon  the  lapse  of  seconds,  he  would  often  be  able  to 
present  an  apparent  case  of  wrong ;  and  in  such  cases  the  indi- 
rect damages  are  often  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  direct.  It 
would  be  a  hardship  to  compel  the  railway  companies  to  enforce 
such  a  law  at  such  a  hazard ;  and,  if  they  are  not  compelled  to 
enforce  it,  the  mere  display  of  a  flag  will  secure  no  relief,  and 
do  no  good. 

The  utmost  that  the  Board  can  recommend,  is  to  permit  the 
companies  to  display  a  flag  when  the  car  is  full,  with  a  penalty 
upon  any  one  entering  a  car  while  it  is  displayed.  This  would 
leave  much  to  the  judgment  of  the  managers,  and  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  conductors.  It  would  avail  in  clear  cases  and  in  ex- 
treme cases ;  but  it  would  not  end  all  the  evil  that  now  exists. 

It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  know  that  the  horses  employed 
on  street  railways  suffer  much  less  than  is  generally  supposed 
from  the  overcrowding   of  cars.     Testimony  in  regard  to  the 
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age  and  condition  of  horses  on  three  railways  show  that  they 
are  worn  out  by  travelling  upon  pavements,  and  by  being 
driven  at  speed,  especially  on  the  long  routes,  rather  than. by 
heavy  loads,  and  that  after  becoming  unfit  for  further  use  in 
the  streets  of  the  city  they  are  sold  at  fair  prices,  and  do  good 
service  upon  soft  or  sandy  roads  for  many  years.  And  this 
testimony  was  confirmed  by  interesting  experiments  tried  in 
presence  of  the  Board  and  others  by  President  Goodell,  of  the 
Naumkeag  Street  Railway  Company,  Salem.  The  results  were 
as  follows :  — 

A  large,  open  two-horse  car,  weighing  4,820  pounds,  and 
loaded  with  a  weight  of  8,000  pounds,  was  drawn  up  a  consid- 
erable grade  by  a  power  of  790  pounds ;  the  same  car,  when 
empty,  was  drawn  by  283  pounds  power :  a  one-horse  car,  weigh- 
ing 2,730  pounds,  by  176  pounds  power;  the  same  car,  contain- 
ing 14  men,  weighing  2,518  pounds,  by  339  pounds  power. 
On  the  common  roadway,  and  at  the  same  grade,  a  dump-cart 
and  load  of  gravel,  together  weighing  3,525  pounds,  was  drawn 
by  514  pounds  power ;  an  empty  hack,  weighing  1,550  pounds, 
was  drawn  by  196|-  pounds  power;  the  same  hack,  with  four 
men  and  driver,  weighing  2,661  pounds  in  all,  by  230  pounds 
power.  Experiments  on  level  ground  showed  that  the  large 
horse-car  could  be  drawn  by  5Q  pounds  power.  The  load  of 
gravel  was  easily  drawn  on  nearly  a  level  space  by  240  pounds 
power. 

The  results  were,  of  course,  familiar  to  those  acquainted 
with  the  laws  of  mechanics ;  but  it  was  satisfactory  to  see  a 
demonstration  of  the  formulas  of  science. 

The  difficulties  of  starting  with  heavy  loads,  and  of  drawing 
them  around  curves,  is  not  denied ;  and  street  railway  managers 
are  awaiting  anxiously  some  invention  which  will  overcome  or 
reduce  the  first  of  these  troubles. 

The  Board  has  drafted  no  bill,  because  they  see  grave  objec- 
tions to  the  measure  proposed,  and  because  the  permissive  bill 
referred  to  above  is  far  from  satisfactory.

EXAMINATION   OF   RAILROADS;    CONDITION    AND 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Board  has  examined  all  the  railroads  of  the  State  according 
to  law,  special  trains  being  furnished  for  the  purpose,  and  oppor- 
tunity given  to  stop  and  examine  all  stations  and  bridges.  Some 
one  or  more  officers  of  the  roads  have  in  each  case  accompanied  the 
Commissioners ;  and  wherever  any  changes,  additions,  or  repairs 
appeared  to  be  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  travelling  public,  or 
of  the  emyloy^s  of  the  road,  the  management  was  notified. 

The  general  condition  of  all  the  roads  is  very  much  improved  over 
that  of  last  j^ear.  Every  road  has  made  important  improvement  and 
repairs,  no  doubt  contemplated  for  several  years.  One  such  is  the 
separation  of  the  grades  of  the  New  London  Northern,  and  the 
Fitchburg  Railroads,  near  Miller's  Falls,  as  described  in  speaking

t  Since  Sept.  30  the  Massachusetts  Central  has  been  opened  to  Jeflfersonville,  on  the  Boston, 
Barru  &  Gardner  Railroad,  being  about  forty-eight  miles  from  Boston. 
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of  those  two  roads.  The  opportunity  for  another  work  of  this  kind 
has  arisen  at  Cheapside,  near  Greenfield,  hy  the  burning  of  the  long 
wooden  bridge  on  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad.  In  view  of  this 
fitting  opportunity,  and  the  rebuilding  of  this  bridge  in  iron,  the  Com- 
missioners, on  the  27th  of  September  last,  recommended  to  the  Con- 
necticut River  and  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Companies  that  they 
separate  the  grades  of  their  roads,  the  Fitchburg  to  pass  under  the 
Connecticut  River. 

The  Boston  &  Albany. 

Having  adopted  a  comprehensive  policy  for  the  renewal  of  the 
track  of  the  main  line,  so  as  to  raise  the  track  construction  from  its 
present  high  standard  to  one  still  more  perfect,  the  management  of 
this  road  has  now  commenced  a  thorough  improvement  of  the  track 
construction  of  all  the  branches.  A  great  deal  of  good  work  of  this 
sort  has  been  done  on  the  Millbury  Branch,  the  Athol  &  North-East- 
ern,  the  Ware  River  and  the  Spencer  Railroads. 

On  the  main  line  it  is  proposed  to  have  all  the  ties  of  uniform 
length  and  width,  and  steel  rails  weighing  seventy-two  pounds  per 
yard,  and  to  make  the  track,  by  careful  construction  and  supervision, 
the  very  best  of  its  kind. 

The  management  has  also  commenced  a  thorough  improvement  of 
the  motive  power  of  the  road.  The  same  line  of  improvement  is 
noticeable  in  passenger  cars.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the 
cars  of  all  the  express  trains,  and  those  built  expressly  for  the  sub- 
urban trains.  There  can  bo  no  question  that  these  trains  of  first- 
class  rolling-stock,  running  at  short  intervals  to  serve  suburban 
traffic,  will  make  a  notable  advance  in  railroad  business  out  of  any 
large  cit}'. 

The  stations  of  the  road  maintain  their  high  standard.  New  ones 
have  been  built  at  State  Line,  Auburndale  and  Boston.  The  man- 
agement appears  anxious  to  further  the  interests  of  the  travelling 
public  bj'  such  improvements  in  and  about  the  stations  as  experience 
indicates  from  time  to  time.  The  opening  of  the  new  passenger  sta- 
tion at  Boston  has  settled  the  long-pending  difficult^'  caused  by  the 
Kneeland-strcet  crossing,  and  has  resulted  in  the  acquisition,  by  the 
merchants  and  shippers  of  Boston,  of  a  convenient  freight  depot. 

The  Boston  &  Lowell. 

This  road,  including  all  its  branches,  is  in  excellent  condition,  in 
man}'  respects  better  than  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection 
by  the  Board.  A  new  and  handsome  station  at  Farm  Hill,  on  the 
Stoncham  Branch,  has  been  opened  during  the  year. 

7 
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The  Boston  &  Maine. 

The  general  good  appearance  and  condition  of  track  and  stations 
of  this  road,  noted  in  previous  years,  is  maintained.  The  manage- 
ment is  gaining  from  3'ear  to  year  in  improving  the  character  of  the 
road.  The  double  track  is  increasing  from  3'ear  to  3'ear,  and  wooden 
bridges  are  being  replaced  by  iron  ones.  The  nevr  station  at  Haver- 
hill Bridge  is  neat  and  commodious. 

The  Boston  &  Providence. 

The  main  line  of  this  road  is  maintained  in  the  same  excellent 
condition  in  which  the  Commissioners  have  found  it  in  previous 
years. 

The  Cheshire. 

The  management  of  this  road  keeps  it  in  excellent  condition  both 
as  to  track  and  operation.  They  are  entitled  to  great  credit  for  the 
improvements  hitherto  made  and  maintained. 

The  Connecticut  River  Railroad. 

This  road  maintains  its  good  and  efficient  condition  of  tracks.  A 
new  iron  bridge  is  now  being  constructed  to  take  the  place  of  the 
long  wooden  bridge  at  Cheapside,  burned  down  several  months  since. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners,  this  company  and  the 
New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company  agreed  upon  the  erection  of  a 
structure  covering  the  space  between  their  respective  stations  at 
Northampton,  and  forming  in  effect  a  union  depot.  This  has  been- 
completed,  and  is  now  in  use.  The  road  has  also  entered  upon  its 
occupancy  of  the  new  and  commodious  union  station  at  Greenfield. 

The  Eastern.    ■     ' 

The  Commissioners  find  the  condition  of  this  road  steadily  improv- 
ing from  year  to  year.  Much  good  and  judicious  work  has  been  done 
on  the  road-bed  and  bridges.  One  thousand  tons  of  steel  rails  and 
84,000  ties  have  been  laid.  This  makes  the  entire  main  line  from 
Boston  to  Portland  laid  with  steel  rails.  Railway  safety-gates  have 
been  put  in  at  ten  street-crossings.  New  passenger  stations  have 
been  erected  at  Linden  and  Magnolia  ;  and  what  promises  to  be  a 
model  station  is  being  erected  at  Ipswich.  For  a  seaside  summer 
resort  the  new  station  at  Magnolia  maj-  serve  as  a  model.  A  new 
brick  freight  house  has  been  built  at  Lynn,  greatly  benefiting  and 
increasing  the  freight  facilities  at  that  point.  New  coal-pockets  have 
been  erected  at  Beaver  Brook,  capable  of  holding  12,000  tons.  These 
pockets  will  be  the  means  of  no  immaterial  saving  in  the  cost  of 
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winter  coal  to  manufacturers  at  Lawrence  and  to  others.  Four  stone 
tanks  for  kj'anizing  ties  and  other  timber  have  been  built  at  Ports- 
mouth, capable  of  holding  3,000  ties  or  100,000  feet,  board  measure, 
of  lumber.  More  than  500,000  feet  of  lumber  have  already  been 
kyanized  at  these  works. 

The  wharf  facilities  of"  this  road  at  East  Boston  are  undergoing 
important  extensions,  and  a  large  freight  house  is  being  built  on  one 
of  the  new  wharves. 

The  Fitchbukg. 

The  management  is  hard  at  work  in  double-tracking,  and  otherwise 
improving  the  character  of  this  road,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  compass 
and  accommodate  the  increased  traffic  it  is  called  upon  to  meet.  The 
main  line  and  branches  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  change  of 
location  at  Belmont,  and  the  extension  of  the  second  track,  are 
notable  improvements  of  the  year.  On  June  13,  1881,  7.66  miles 
of  second  track  between  Pequog  and  Orange,  and  on  Jul}' 11,  4.60 
miles  between  Ashburnhara  and  Gardner,  were  opened  for  use. 
Between  the  last-named  two  points  seven  highway  grade-crossings 
are  about  to  be  abolished  ;  twenty-five  private  crossings  were  closed 
this  3'ear.  Between  Royalston  and  Baldwinsville  a  new  line  has  been 
survc3'cd,  which  will  avoid  five  grade-crossings.  The  work  of  obviat- 
ing the  grade-crossing  with  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  is 
well  advanced.     It  will  bo  a  great  improvement  to  both  roads. 

On  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  division,  work  has  been  begun 
leading  to  the  discontinuance  of  eight  Howe  truss-bridges,  aggregat- 
ing in  length  1,960  feet.  The  discontinuance  of  four  of  these  bridges 
will  be  effected  by  turning  the  course  of  Miller's  River :  two  of  those 
are  one  mile  east  of  Miller's  Falls,  and  two  east  of  Pequog  station. 
The  discontinuance  of  tlie  others  will  be  effected  b}'  a  change  in  the 
alignemont  of  the  road  between  Baldwinsville  and  Roj'alston.  The 
work  on  this  now  alignemont  is  well  advanced.  Double  track  iron- 
plate  girder  bridges  have  been  substituted  for  wooden  bridges  over 
the  Otter  River-,  west  of  Templeton,  and  over  Miller's  River,  west 
of  Athol.  Many  others  are  on  the  ground,  and  await  completion  of 
the  piers  to  be  erected. 

New  stations  have  been  built  at  Maynard  and  at  Templeton. 

It  is  expected  that  the  wharves  and  buildings  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel 
Dock  &  Elevator  Company  will  be  ready  for  business  next  year. 

The  Housatonic. 

The  track  of  this  road  is  kept  in  excellent  condition.  A  new  sta- 
tion has  been  erected  at  Housatonic,  and  new  ones  are  ubout  to  be 
built  at  Stockbridge  and  Lenox. 
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The  Massachusetts  Central. 

During  the  year  this  road  has  been  opened  for  travel  from  Boston 
to  Jeffersonville  on  the  line  of  the  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  road  in 
Holden.  It  is  a  good,  well-built  road,  with  first-class  iron  bridges. 
Each  bridge  is  tested  under  a  known  load,  and  its  deflection  under 
that  load  is  measured,  before  the  road  is  opened  for  travel.  The  sta- 
tions are  well  arranged  and  of  pleasing  exterior. 

The  New  Haven  cS:  Northampton. 

The  extension  of  this  road  from  Northampton  to  Conway  Junction, 
on  the  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad,  and  the  branch  from  South 
Deerfield  to  Turner's  Falls,  have  been  opened  during  the  3'ear. 
These  two  make  28  miles  of  railroad  without  a  grade-crossing  of  any 
sort,  with  none  but  iron  bridges  both  overhead  and  under  the  track, 
built  with  particular  attention  to  alignement,  and  having  an  unusual 
proportion  of  tangents,  or  straight  lines,  in  these  28  miles.  The 
whole  line  has  been  laid  with  steel  rails,  G9  pounds  per  yard,  double 
angle  iron  fish-plates,  well  ballasted,  and  fenced. 

Near  Conway  station  the  line  crosses  a  deep  ravine  by  an  elegant 
iron  trestle  bridge,  built  on  the  American  plan  of  iron  trestling,  and 
forming  one  of  the  most  notable  bridge  structures  to  be  found  in 
Massachusetts. 

The  passenger  and  freight  stations  on  the  new  lines  are  substantial 
brick  buildings,  well  adapted  to  their  purposes,  and  of  pleasing  inte- 
rior and  exterior.  ' 

The  New  London  Northern. 

As  mentioned  in  the  remarks  relative  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad, 
the  managers  of  these  two  roads  have  agreed  to  separate  their  grades 
at  the  crossing  near  Miller's  Falls  ;  and  much  of  the  work  necessary 
to  that  end  has  been  done.  This,  when  completed,  will  be  an 
improvement  for  both  roads,  and  creditable  to  both. 

The  New  York  &  New  England. 

The  Commissioners  found  the  main  line  of  this  road  in  excellent 
condition,  and  noticed  improvements  being  made  on  the  branches. 
The  company  has  continued  the  construction  of  its  western  extension 
from  Waterbur}'  to  the  Hudson  River,  and  has  made  many  new  and 
important  improvements  upon  its  road.  The  line  is  now  open  from 
Boston  to  Fishkill  on  the  Hudson.  About  90  acres  of  land  and 
flats  have  been  purchased  at  Fishkill  for  terminal  grounds,  a  consider- 
able area  has  been  filled,  and  the  construction  of  wharves,  engine- 
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houses,  etc.,  is  now  under  wa}'.  Between  Fishkill  and  Newburg 
(directly  opposite  on  llie  Hudson  River)  freight  will  be  transferred 
by  the  steamer  "  Maryland,"  to  be  owned  by  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company,  the  terminus  of  whose  line  is  at  the 
landing  on  the  Newburg  side  of  the  river.  By  this  extension  to  the 
river,  20  new  stations  have  been  added  to  the  road,  and  commodious 
depot  buildings  have  been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  both 
freight  and  passenger  traffic. 

The  entire  line  has  been  constructed  in  a  thorough  manner,  and 
onlj^  the  best  of  material  has  been  used  in  the  work.  The  track  is 
thoroughly  ballasted,  and  laid  with  steel  rails  weighing  60  pounds 
per  yard,  and  2,800  ties  per  mile. 

Work  upon  the  South  Boston  terminal  grounds  has  been  continued 
with  activity,  and  many  new  tracks,  buildings  and  paved  roads  have 
been  built.  In  addition  to  the  area  occupied  one  yeav  ago,  about 
17  acres  of  adjoining  territory  have  been  filled  with  dredged  material, 
and  will  soon  be  utilized  for  freight  purposes.  A  large  freight  shed 
on  pier  No.  1,  which  covers  121,000  square  feet,  was  finished  in  May, 
and  utilized  by  a  line  of  transatlantic  steamers  as  soon  as  completed. 
A  grain  elevator  of  500,000  bushels  capacity  is  now  nearly  com- 
pleted. Another  new  freight  house  (G30  x  52)  is  being  constructed, 
and  will  soon  be  readj'  for  use.  Work  has  also  been  commenced  on 
another  large  shipping  warehouse  (212  x  200  feet),  beside  dock  No. 
1,  and  on  a  new  pier.  No.  3  (1,000x200  feet).  Both  of  these 
improvements  will  be  completed  before  the  close  of  another  year. 

The  extension  of  the  double  track  from  near  Winslow's  station  to 
Walpole,  3.1  miles,  was  completed,  and  regular  trains  began  runnmg 
over  the  new  track  in  November  last.  The  further  extension  of  the 
double  track  from  Walpole  to  Franklin,  8.5  miles,  is  now  nearly  com- 
pleted. At  Norwood  considerable  additions  are  being  made  to  the 
construction-shops  of  the  compan}',  and  extensive  improvements  are 
also  being  made  at  Hartford.  During  the  3'ear  2,985  tons  of  steel 
rails  have  been  laid  to  replace  iron  rails,  and  upwards  of  144,000  ties 
have  been  put  into  the  main  track. 

The  Old  Colony. 

The  improvement  of  the  condition  of  this  road  and  its  branches 
from  year  to  year,  noted  heretofore,  has  been  continued  during  the 
last  year.  Within  that  period  4,032  tons  of  new  steel  rails  have  been 
laid  on  the  main  line  and  branches.  The  second  track  has  been  laid 
from  Somerset  Junction  to  Fall  River,  4.23  miles,  and  has  been 
equipped  Avith  the  union  electric  signal.  A  new  branch  from  Whit- 
teuton  station  to  Whittenton  mills,  1.35  miles,  has  been  constructed 
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and  opened  during  tlie  yeav.  More  than  181,000  new  ties  have  been 
laid ;  iron  bridges  have  been  constructed  at  Braintree,  Walpole  and 
Medfield  ;  a  new  briclc  passenger  station  has  been  built  at  Savin  Hill, 
and  new  engine  houses  at  South  Abington,  Fall  River  and  Campello. 
The  terminal  facilities  in  Boston  have  been  increased  and  improved 
b}-  the  purchase  of  about  two  acres  of  land  from  the  Fulton  Iron 
Foundry  Company,  and  about  26,000  square  feet  of  new  pile-wharf 
have  been  constructed  on  this  property.  A  lot  of  land  adjoining  the 
depot  at  South  Boston,  containing  34,499  square  feet,  has  been 
purchased.  Locomotives  and  rolling-stock  have  been  increased  in 
numbe?. 

The  Providence  &  Worcester. 

The  second  track  of  this  road  from  Millville  to  Farnum's  has  been 
completed  and  opened  to  use  during  the  year.  Part  of  the  line  has 
been  relocated  by  filling  in  a  road-bed  across  the  pond  above  North- 
bridge,  thus  doing  away  with  a  bad  reverse  curve  at  that  point. 
A  fiftj'-foot  span  bridge  at  Worcester,  two  bridges  of  twenty-five  feet 
span  each  at  Quinsigamond,  have  been  removed,  culverts  built  in  place 
of  them,  and  track  filled  in.  A  bridge  of  thirty  feet  span  over  South- 
bridge  Street  in  Worcester  has  been  replaced  b}'  an  iron  bridge  of 
ninet}^  feet  span,  made  necessary  by  the  widening  of  said  street  by 
the  city.  Three  double-track  iron  bridges  have  been  erected  at 
Albion  to  replace  old  ones.  All  the  bridges  on  this  road  in  Massa- 
chusetts now  have  guard-rails  both  inside  and  outside  the  rails,  as 
shown  in  fig.  5  of  the  diagram  accompan^-ing  the  circular  on  track 
construction  on  bridges  (Appendix  F) . 

Eleven  gates  have  been  put  in  at  road-crossings  where  flagmen  only 
have  heretofore  been  maintained.  Eleven  and  three-quarters  miles 
of  new  steel  rail  have  been  laid  in  the  main  tracks  to  take  the  place 
of  iron  rail,  and  fift3'-two  thousand  new  ties  have  been  put  down. 

The  company  has  begun  at  the  Rhode  Island  end  of  its  road  with 
the  intention  of  equipping  the  whole  line  with  electric  block  and 
other  signals.  A  continuance  of  the  work  now  being  done  bj'  the 
management  of  this  road  but  a  few  j-ears  longer  will  certainl}^  bring 
it  up  to  the  high  standard  which  they  evidently  hope  to  attain. 

The  Trot  &  Greenfield. 
The  track  of  this  road  is  in  very  excellent  condition.  The  second 
track  from  North  Adams  to  the  Vermont  line  has  been  completed 
during  the  3"ear,  and  is  now  in  use.  The  second  track  is  being  laid 
in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  near  West  Dcerfield,  Buckland  and  Conway 
Junction.  The  completion  of  a  second  track  along  the  whole  line  of 
this  road  from  Greenfield  to  the  Vermont  line,  wherever  not  alreadj' 
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built,  is  much  needed  as  a  measure  of  safety  to  the  heavy  traffic 
passing  over  the  road. 

The  new  union  station  at  Greenfield  has  been  completed  during  the 
year,  and  occupied. 

The  Worcester  &  Nashua. 

Eight  hundred  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  laid  on  this  road  in 
place  of  iron,  during  the  j'ear  ending  Sept.  30.  Since  that  date  five 
hundred  tons  additional  have  been  laid  ;  and  now  the  main  line  from 
Clinton  to  Nashua,  with  the  exception  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  or  about 
thirty  miles,  is  laid  with  steel.  The  road-bed  has  also  been  improved 
by  widening,  levelling  and  bringing  it  up  to  a  uniform  grade. 

A  new  station  has  been  built  at  Pepperell  in  place  of  one  burnt.

COLLISION  AT  CROSSING  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY  AND 
THE  NEW  YORK  &  NEW  ENGLAND,  IN  WALPOLE, 
FEB.  10,  1881. 

This  was  a  grade-crossing  collision  of  a  freight  train  of  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  with  a  passenger  train  of  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad,  at  their  crossing  in  Walpole.  The  freight  train 
was  the  first  section  of  No.  54,  leaving  Hartford  for  Boston  at  12.05 
A.M.,  and  composed  of  an  engine,  tender,  and  seventeen  cars,  with  a 
caboose.  The  passenger  train  left  Taunton  for  Lowell  at  6.40  a.m., 
and  was  composed  of  an  engine,  tender,  one  baggage  car,  one  mail 
and  smoking  car,  and  one  passenger  car. 

The  hoisting  of  two  balls  is  the  signal  for  Old  Colony  trains  to 
proceed,  and  for  New  York  &  New  England  trains  to  stop.  The 
absence  of  a  signal  gives  New  York  &  New  England  trains  the 
right  of  wa}^,  and  bars  Old  Colony  trains  from  proceeding.  Both 
roads  have  down  grades  to  the  crossing. 

On  this  occasion  the  signal  balls  were  hoisted  as  the  Old  Colony 
train  approached  and  whistled  at  a  highway  crossing  a  short  distance 
south  of  the  Walpole  station,  and  they  continued  at  mast-head  for  a 
long  time  after  the  accident.  The  train  stopped  at  the  station,  de- 
livered and  received  passengers,  and  then  went  on  at  7.30  a.m.,  as 
was  its  right. 

At  this  time  the  New  York  &  New  England  train  had  stopped 
six  hundred  and  eight}^  feet  beyond  the  crossing,  or  a  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  beyond  the  five  hundred  feet  post.  This  was  done  to 
make  the  legal  "  K.  N.  stop,"  and  incidentall}^  to  take  care  of  a  hot 
box.  The  stop  continued  from  five  to  ten  minutes.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  it  would  have  been  quite  safe  to  move  the  train  a  hundred 
and  eighty  feet  with  the  idea  of  stopping  again,  so  as  to  comply  with 
the  law  in  making  the  '-K.  N.  stop."  Trouble  might  have  arisen 
from  the  down  grade,  and  from  the  slippery  condition  of  the  rails. 
At  all  events  no  one  proposed  to  do  this. 

The  morning  was  very  foggy,  and  it  was  impossible  to  see  whether 
the  signal  was  up  or  not.  Neither  the  conductor  nor  the  engineman 
thought  it  necessary  to  ascertain  by  sending  a  man  ahead.  They 
assumed  that  it  was  not  up,  or  they  thought  nothing  about  it,  and 
took  the  risk  of  crossing  without  any  effort  to  learn  whether  the  train 
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had  the  right  of  way  or  not.  The  freight  train  moved  on  slowly  till 
the  engineman  saw  the  Old  Colony  train  crossing,  probably  within 
a  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  his  train.  He  reversed  his  engine,  and 
used  the  sand  ;  but,  having  both  hands  occupied  with  the  two  levers, 
he  did  not  whistle  for  brakes.  Two  of  the  brakemen  saw  the  danger. 
One  of  them  set  one  brake,  and  the  other  tried  to  set  one,  but  had 
not  time.  The  engine  struck  the  rear  car  of  the  passenger  train, 
pushed  it  down  an  embankment  of  twenty  feet,  followed  it  with  the 
tender,  and  lay  there  by  its  side.  The  car,  containing  thirty  passen- 
gers, was  broken  somewhat,  but  not  as  much  as  would  naturally  be 
expected.  No  passenger  was  killed,  nor  was  any  serious  injury 
inflicted,  although  four  passengers  were  more  or  less  hurt.  Their 
escape  was  marvellous,  and  was  due,  in  part,  to  the  unusual  strength 
of  the  car. 

The  trainmen  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  remained  at 
their  posts,  and  the  engineman  went  over  the  embankment,  grasping 
the  two  levers.  He  was  thrust  beneath  the  wrecked  car,  and  escaped 
without  serious  injury.  Unfortunately,  the  fireman  of  the  New  York 
&  New  England  Railroad  was  crushed  to  death. 

The  track  was  not  disturbed.  The  damage  to  the  rolling-stock  of 
the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  will  not  exceed  a  thou- 
sand dollars.  The  expense  of  repairing  the  Old  Colony  car  was 
promptly  assumed  by  the  president  of  the  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land for  his  company. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  cause  of  this  accident.  It  was 
the  gross  negligence  of  the  engineman  and  conductor  of  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad.  It  was  their  plain  duty  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  signal  was  up  or  not.  The}^  knew  that  the  dense 
fog  made  it  impossible  to  see  whether  it  was  up  from  the  point  where 
they  stopped  ;  and  the}^  went  on  with  inexcusable  recklessness  to  take 
the  chance  of  its  not  being  up.  The  conductor  did  not  even  ask  the 
engineman  to  proceed  with  caution.  He  did  proceed  slowly,  regard- 
ing the  condition  of  the  frog-crossing  rather  than  the  possibility  of 
the  signal  being  up.  But  he  could  not  control  the  train,  and  he  had 
no  right  to  proceed  at  all.  The  companj^  acted  rightl}-  in  promptly 
discharging  both  these  men. 

No  other  men  seemed  to  be  at  fault,  and  no  blame  whatever  at- 
taches to  any  person  connected  with  the  Old  Colon}'  Railroad.  When 
the  freight  train  was  discovered  it  was  too  late  to  do  anj-  thing  except 
to  go  on. 

No  rule  or  practice  of  either  road  contributed  to  the  accident.  An 
affirmative  signal  required  before  a  train  of  either  road  is  allowed  the 
right  of  way  is  better  than  the  negative  given  by  the  absence  of  a 
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signal.     It  is  well  to  require  the  raen  in  charge  of  a  train  to  stop, 
unless  they  actuall}^  see  a  signal  permitting  them  to  go  on. 

A  more  serious  matter  is  the  grade-crossing.  This  was  allowed  by 
chapter  83  of  the  Acts  of  1867.  The  Old  Colony  Railroad  then  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  road,  and  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Railroad  Company  was  not  in  existence.  Wherever  such  a  crossing 
exists,  there  is  danger.  The  Board  is  glad  to  learn  that  the  officers  of 
the  two  roads  have  joined  in  making  surveys  to  ascertain  the  possi- 
bility of  separating  the  grades.  If  it  is  possible,  the  Board  strongly 
recommends  that  the}'  be  separated  ;  and  for  a  life-saving  movement 
like  this,  perhaps  the  General  Court  would  suspend  the  rule  forbid- 
ding the  introduction  of  new  business,  if  legislation  should  be  needed. 
The  suppression  of  this  danger,  aggravated  as  it  is  bj''  the  two  down 
grades,  is  of  pressing  importance.  Since  this  report  was  made,  the 
two  corporations  have  decided  to  put  in  at  this  crossing,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  143  of  the  Acts  of  1881,  a  system  of  interlock- 
ing block  signals,  which  has  been  in  successful  use  in  England,  and 
has  received  the  approval  of  the  inspecting  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.  A  thorough  test  alone  can  show  whether  this  appliance  will 
render  the  more  costly  separation  of  grades  unnecessar3^

COLLISION  ON  THE  BOSTON  &  LOWELL  RAILROAD,  AT 
WOBURN,    MAY   3,    1881. 

This  accident,  which  occurred  on  the  Woburn  branch  of  the  Boston 
&  Lowell  Railroad,  was  caused  b}'  the  misplacement  of  a  switch.  It 
was  investigated  on  the  spot.  May  4.  The  train  left  Woburn  for  Bos- 
ton at  9  A.M.,  and  was  made  up  as  follows:  engine  and  tender, 
two  passenger,  baggage,  smoking  and  two  more  passenger  cars. 
The  train  was  moving  at  the  rate  of  five  miles  an  hour,  on  a  down 
grade  of  fifty  feet  to  a  mile.  The  engineman  saw  that  the  switch 
was  misplaced  when  he  was  two  or  three  hundred  feet  distant.  He 
used  his  train-brakes,  called  for  brakes,  which  were  set  by  the  brake- 
man,  and  reversed  the  engine,  but  without  eflFect.  The  side  track 
was  occupied  b}'  a  number  of  freight  cars  loaded  with  bark,  and  the 
engine  going  on  this  track  was  telescoped  into  the  rear  freight  car, 
pushing  the  freight  cars  forward  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  The 
shock  was  slight,  and  no  person  in  the  cars  was  injured  at  all. 

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Daniel  Driscoll,  who  was  standing  on  the  front 
platform  of  the  forward  passenger  car,  was  caught  between  the  front 
11 
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of  that  car  and  the  platform  railing,  which  was  crushed  and  bent 
backward  by  colliding  with  the  rear  of  the  tender.  The  blow  took 
effect  on  his  pelvis,  and  he  soon  after  died  from  internal  hemorrhage. 
A  passenger  who  stood  at  his  side  jumped  from  the  car  in  safety,  as 
did  the  conductor,  who  advised  both  these  passengers  to  jump. 

The  accident  was  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  switch-tender,  Alfred 
P.  K.  Knight,  to  close  the  switch  leading  to  this  side  track.  He  had 
charge  of  two  switches,  and  is  also  emploj^ed  to  flag  a  crossing.  At 
8.30  A.M.  he  had  opened  the  switch  to  allow  some  box-cars  to  be 
taken  from  the  side  track  to  another  part  of  the  yard,  had  closed 
the  upper  switches,  and  had  forgotten  to  close  the  lower  one.  His 
age  is  eighteen  years  and  six  months.  He  has  been  employed  as 
switch- tender  for  three  months,  and  was  employed  in  the  baggage 
department  previous  to  this  appointment.  He  was  selected  for  this 
place  by  the  yard-master,  who  at  first  employed  him  temporarily  to 
fill  a  vacancy,  and  called  the  attention  of  the  former  superintendent 
to  his  youth,  and  was  told  to  continue  to  employ  him  if  he  proved  to 
be  steady  and  attentive.  The  yard-master  had  special  opportunities 
for  observing  him,  and  was  fully  satisfied  with  his  conduct. 

It  is  impossible  not  to  criticise  the  emploj^ment  of  one  so  young  as 
switch-tender  in  this  3^ard.  He  has  a  good  reputation  for  trust- 
worthiness, and  has  the  good  will  of  his  former  employers,  and  he 
appears  more  mature  than  would  be  expected  from  his  age.  But 
such  a  place  should  not  be  filled  by  one  of  his  j'ears.

DERAILMENT  OF  PASSENGER  TRAIN  ON  THE  NEW 
YORK  &  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILROAD,  AT  SOUTH 
BOSTON,    JUNE    10,   1881. 

Upon  investigation  of  this  derailment,  it  appeared  that  the  cause 
was  the  negligence  of  the  switchman,  Patrick  Flaherty,  who  failed 
to  fasten  the  switch.  He  denied  this,  and  asserted  that  the  switch 
was  out  of  order ;  that  it  had  been  reported  before ;  and  that 
Mr.  Goss  had  inquired  about  it,  and  was  informed  by  him  that  there 
was  too  much  play  about  the  switch.  This  is  denied  by  Mr.  Goss. 
The  Board  is  satisfied  that  Mr.  Flaherty's  conduct  was  negligent, 
and  that  his  testimony  was  untrue.

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ACCIDENT    AT      HIGHWAY     CROSSING     ON     THE     OLD 
COLONY   RAILROAD,  IN  BROCKTON,   JUNE   22,    1881. 

This  was  a  highway  grade-crossing  accident,  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  Michael  Early,  who  was  driving  a  hack  containing  two  pas- 
sengers from  Boston  to  Brockton.  The  train,  consisting  of  the  engine 
and  four  cars,  started  from  Middleborough  at  7.20  a.m.,  and  left 
Brockton  at  8.03  a.m.,  being  three  minutes  late.  When  it  approached 
Howard's  crossing,  moving  at  the  rate  of  twentj'-five  or  thirty  miles, 
the  engineman  discovered  the  hack  driving  towards  the  crossing  at  a 
distance  of  one  rod  from  it  and  four  or  five  rods  from  the  engine. 
Brakes  were  applied  at  once  ;  but  the  train  passed  over  the  crossing 
twice  its  length  before  it  could  be  stopped,  demolishing  the  carriage, 
killing  the  driver,  and  injuring  the  passengers  in  the  carriage.  These 
passengers  were  intoxicated  and  stupid  with  drink,  and  they  did  noth- 
ing to  cause  or  to  prevent  the  accident.  The  driver  was  a  young 
man  who  was  consumptive  and  feeble.  He  spent  most  of  his  time 
about  a  stable,  but  received  no  wages.  He  was  strictly  temperate, 
and  was  regarded  as  of  excellent  character.  The  carriage  had  left 
Brockton  at  11  p.m.,  the  day  before,  for  Boston,  with  another  driver, 
who  also  drove  from  Boston  to  Quinc}^  starting  at  5  a.m.,  and  there 
left  the  carriage  in  charge  of  Early,  who  had  accompanied  him. 

There  is  reason  to  suppose  that  Earlj'  was  chilled  and  sleepy  at  the 
time  of  the  accident.  One  witness  testified  that  he  had  drunk,  and 
was  supplied  with  a  fiask  of  liquor  ;  but  this  seems  to  have  been  an 
error.  The  trainmen  testifj^  that  the  bell  and  whistle  were  sounded 
at  the  usual  and  proper  place.  As  to  the  whistle  they  are  confirmed 
by  numerous  disinterested  witnesses,  some  of  whom  had  special  rea- 
son for  noticing  the  fact.  The  whistle  was  the  usual  crossing  signal 
of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  —  two  long  and  two  short  screams.  The 
employes  of  the  road  seem  to  have  been  wholly  without  fault ;  and 
the  accident  was  such  as  are  constantl}^  occurring,  and  such  as  will 
constantly  occur  as  long  as  highways  are  crossed  at  a  level  by  rail- 
roads. 

The  investigation  of  this  case  was  begun  on  the  day  of  its  occur 
rence  ;  but  a  final  hearing  was  postponed  on  account  of  the  engage- 
ments of  the  Board.

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COLLISION   ON   THE   TROY    &   GREENFIELD  RAILROAD, 
AT   ZOAR,    JULY    19,    1881. 

This  was  a  bead  collision  between  an  express  train  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  Company  running  east  and  a  mail  train  of  the  same 
company  running  west.  The  express  train,  No.  35,  including  a  bag- 
gage and  three  other  cars,  left  North  Adams  at  11.37  a.m.,  being 
three  minutes  late.  The  mail  train,  No.  54,  including  a  baggage, 
mail  and  one  other  car,  left  Fitchburg  at  8.39,  two  minutes  late. 
The  place  for  No.  35  to  meet  No.  54  had  been  Charlemont,  which  is 
east  of  Zoar ;  but  on  July  13  the  place  for  meeting  was  changed  to 
Zoar,  and  this  train  with  its  officers  had  so  passed  No.  54  on  two 
days.  On  this  occasion  the  engineman  forgot  that  such  a  change  had 
been  made,  and  passed  Zoar  at  the  rate  of  nearly  forty  miles  an  hour. 
Then,  before  noticing  the  approaching  train,  his  error  occurred  to 
him.  He  reversed  his  engine,  put  on  the  brake,  and  used  the  sand- 
box, reducing  the  speed  of  the  train,  but  not  preventing  a  collision 
with  54,  which  came  round  the  curve  at  Zoar  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five 
miles  an  hour,  striking  the  other  train  at  the  exterior  point  of  the 
curve,  sixteen  hundred  feet  east  of  the  station.  The  engines  were 
greatly  damaged,  and  fell  off  the  track.  Mr.  Moore,  the  engineman 
of  54,  was  instantly  killed,  and  Mr.  Prescott,  the  fireman  of  35,  died 
in  half  an  hour.  Aaron  Corliss,  the  engineman  of  35,  was  fatally 
injured,  but  lived  long  enough  to  state  in  a  frank  and  manly  way 
that  he  alone  was  responsible  for  the  accident,  and  to  express  his 
regret  that  he  could  not  be  the  sole  victim  of  his  negligence.  The 
passengers  all  escaped  without  serious  injmy.  The}^  owed  their  safety 
to  the  Miller  platform  and  coupler,  without  which  the  trains  would 
have  been  demolished.  The  damage  to  property  did  hot  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars,  which  will  be  borne  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company. 

The  plain  cause  of  this  disaster  was  the  forgetfulness  of  the  en- 
gineman of  the  express  train.  It  did  not  occur  to  him  in  time,  that 
the  regular  place  of  meeting  54  had  been  changed  from  Charlemont 
to  Zoar.  He  was  a  man  of  excellent  character,  had  been  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  road  for  fourteen  j-ears,  and  had  never  had  any  serious 
trouble  before.  The  accident  was  one  of  a  kind  that  is  liable  to  occur 
at  some  time  on  any  single-track  railroad.  It  is  more  likel}'  to  occur 
when  fifty  trains  are  run  daily  on  such  a  road  ;  and,  including  gravel 
trains,  that  number  often  pass  over  the  State  road  in  a  day.  The 
conductor  of  train  35,  Mr.  Kimball,  has  served  the  road  eighteen 
years,  and  stood  in  every  respect  as  high  as  any  man  in  the  service. 
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This  was  shown  by  the  testimony,  and  was  known  before  by  mem- 
bers of  this  Board.  But  on  this  occasion  he  failed  to  do  his  full  duty. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  conductor  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  engine- 
man,  and  to  set  him  right  if  he  is  remiss.  He  should  have  watched 
the  approach  to  Zoar  ;  and,  when  the  engineman  failed  to  slow  the 
train,  he  should  have  acted  in  time  to  prevent  the  accident.  His 
excuse  is,  that  the  sameness  of  the  landscape  makes  it  difficult  to 
ascertain  just  where  the  train  is  at  any  moment ;  and  he  adds  that  he 
had  been  occupied  in  collecting  fares,  and  especially  in  making  a  dif- 
ficult computation  on  some  mileage  tickets.  Until  he  reached  the  east 
portal  of  the  tunnel,  he  had  been  looking  out  for  another  train,  No. 
20,  as  to  which  he  had  special  orders  to  pass  it  at  the  east  instead  of 
the  west  portal.  But  these  excuses  do  not  justify  him.  The  travel- 
ling public  are  entitled  to  the  watchfulness  of  the  conductor,  as  well 
as  of  the  engineman.  It  was  possible  to  ascertain  the  proper  point 
for  slowing  the  train .  And  the  duty  of  promptl}^  collecting  fares  was 
subordinate  to  the  duty  of  so  watching  the  progress  of  the  train  as  to 
secure  safety  to  its  passengers.  Certainl}^  the  conductor  was  neg- 
ligent when  his  train  passed  over  the  switches  at  Zoar  without  his 
notice.  The  Board  regrets  to  say  that  this  officer  did  not  use  the 
vigilance  required  in  his  position,  and  especially  that  extreme  vigil- 
ance required  in  a  conductor  whose  train  is  running  on  a  new  time- 
table. 

There  is  nothing  to  censure  in  the  manager  of  the  State  road,  nor 
in  the  management  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  There  was  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  two  tried  and  faithful  men  would  for  once  fail  to. per- 
form their  dut}' .  The  Board  finds,  among  the  regulations  of  the  Old 
Colon}'  Railroad,  a  rule  which,  if  adopted  and  enforced  on  the  Troy 
&  Greenfield  Railroad,  would  have  prevented  this  accident.  It  is  as 
follows:  '■^  Rule  14.  At  stations  where  an  express  train  is  to  meet 
or  pass  another  train,  and  the  track  is  not  clear,  station  agents  will 
show  a  red  signal.  If  the  track  is  clear,  and  the  switches  right  for 
the  express  train  to  pass,  they  will  show  a  white  signal.  In  the 
absence  of  any  signal  the  express  train  will  stop."  Under  this  rule 
a  red  flag  displayed  at  Zoar  would  have  warned  train  35  that  the  track 
was  not  clear  ;  for  that  signal  must  have  been  displaj'ed  until  train  54 
had  been  safely  placed  on  the  side  track.  And  even  if  the  station 
agent  had  forgotten  to  give  that  warning,  the  absence  of  a  white 
signal  would  have  informed  the  engineman  and  conductor  of  No.  35 
that  it  was  not  safe  for  them  to  pass. 

The  Board  does  not  blame  the  manager  of  the  State  road  for  not 
having  adopted  such  a  rule.  It  is,  so  far  as  we  know,  adopted  on 
only  one  road  in  this  State.     Many  railroad   experts  make  objection 
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to  it:  (1)  because  of  the  extra  trouble  which  it  would  cause;  (2) 
because  it  would  sometimes,  as  they  think,  cause  delay  ;  (3)  because 
they  fear  that  division  of  responsibility  among  three  instead  of  two 
officials  would  lessen  the  responsibility  of  each  ;  (4)  because  they 
object  to  placing  too  many  duties  on  one  man.  The  Commissioners 
believe  that  additional  safety  would  be  secured  by  the  adoption  of  this 
rule  on  the  State  road,  and  on  all  others  having  a  single  track.  And 
if  a  new  safeguard  for  passengers  is  secured,  all  other  considerations 
are  of  slight  weight.  It  has  been  adopted  and  enforced  for  many 
years  on  an  exceedingl}'  well-managed  road.  And  we  recommend 
that  the  adoption  of  such  a  rule  be  carefully  considered  by  the  man- 
ager of  the  Sate  road,  and  hy  the  managers  of  all  other  single-track 
railroads  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  takes  this  occasion  to  renew  its  suggestion  that  the 
manager  of  the  State  road  confer  with  the  managers  of  all  the  operat- 
ing roads  with  a  view  to  harmonizing  their  rules.  It  must  be  a  source 
of  confusion  for  train-hands  to  run  under  two  sets  of  regulations  on 
one  trip  ;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  rules  of  all  these  roads 
ma}'  be  made  uniform.

COLLISION    ON   THE   EASTERN    RAILROAD,   AT   NORTH 
END   OF    SALEM   TUNNEL,    OCT.    5,    1881. 

This  was  a  butting  collision  between  train  156,  a  passenger  train 
on  its  way  from  Lawrence,  and  a  construction  train  going  from 
Salem  to  North  Salem.  The  right  to  enter  the  tunnel  is  given  by 
a  signal  consisting  of  one  ball  or  light  at  the  top  of  the  signal-mast. 
Three  balls,  two  balls,  or  no  ball  forbids  entrance.  The  signal-man 
receives  an  electric  message  from  the  signal-man  at  Salem  station, 
and  the  message  which  calls  for  one  ball  is  given  by  one  stroke  of  a 
bell,  accompanied  b}''  the  appearance  of  a  figure  4  on  a  tin  card  placed 
in  the  signal-cabin.  On  this  occasion  several  trains  in  succession 
had  occupied  the  tunnel.  The  Salem  signal-man  had  called  for  three 
lights,  and  they  were  displa^^ed  ;  and  he  made  no  change  until  after 
the  accident.  The  construction  train  entered  the  tunnel  under  the 
protection  of  this  signal.  Train  156,  with  one  baggage,  one  smok- 
ing and  one  passenger  car,  reached  North  Street  six  hundred  or 
seven  hundred  feet  north  of  the  tunnel,  where  the  signal  can  be 
seen,  and  slacked  speed  on  account  of  the  three  lights.  After  passing 
over  a  curve  and  by  the  South  Reading  station,  the  signal  came  once 
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more  into  sight ;  and,  in  addition,  the  signal-man  waved  his  lantern 
as  a  warning.  The  engineman  slacked  speed,  and  had  almost  come 
to  a  full  stop,  when  two  of  the  lights  descended,  leaving  one  light, 
the  signal  to  enter.  Upon  this  the  train  moved  on  and  collided  with 
the  wild  train,  striking  the  tender,  and  crushing  the  tank,  but  doing 
little  damage  to  either  train,  and  fortunately  injuring  no  passengers. 
One  reason  for  this  was  that  the  engineman  of  the  wild  train,  after 
entering  the  tunnel,  had  noticed  that  two  lanterns  at  the  north  end 
were  hauled  down,  and  were  at  the  foot  of  the  mast ;  and,  knowing 
that  one  must  remain  up,  he  had  reversed,  applied  his  brake,  and 
used  the  sand-box.  The  engineman  of  156  did  the  same  upon  seeing 
the  other  train  approaching.  At  the  signal-cabin  the  figure  4  was 
found  displaj'ed,  and  it  was  seen  by  several  persons,  one  of  whom  was 
not  connected  with  the  railroad  company.  The  signal-man  stated, 
and  now  states,  that  he  hauled  down  the  two  lights,  because  he  was 
called  to  do  so  by  a  stroke  of  the  bell,  and  by  the  appearance  of  the 
figure  4. 

The  cause  of  the  accident  was  discovered  the  next  morning,  when 
part  of  the  limb  of  an  elm-tree  was  found  hanging  on  the  telegraph 
wire  which  passes  through  the  tunnel.  This  had  no  doubt  swung 
this  wire  against  the  signal  wire,  and  had  given  the  erroneous  signal. 
It  is  well  known  that  this  would  be  the  effect  of  such  a  blow  ;  and 
several  experiments  with  the  wires  have  confirmed  this  theory.  None 
of  the  train-hands  were  in  the  slightest  degree  censurable,  or  remiss 
in  duty,  nor  was  either  of  the  signal-men.  But  it  seems  to  the 
Board  that  the  electrician  of  the  railroad  company  ought  to  have 
known  the  possibility  of  such  an  accident,  and  to  have  provided 
against  it  in  advance.  False  alarms  and  false  signals  from  the 
crossing  of  wires  are  of  so  common  occurrence  that  the  possibility 
of  such  a  thing  in  this  tunnel  ought  to  have  been  foreseen  without 
waiting  for  an  accident. 

Provision  has  now  been  made,  both  b}'  a  wider  separation  of  the 
wires,  and  by  insulating  the  signal- wire,  to  prevent  the  possible  re- 
currence of  such  an  accident  at  this  place.  The  witnesses  were 
examined  on  the  da}-  after  the  collision  ;  and  the  Board  has  thought 
that  its  peculiar  character  demanded  as  full  an  investigation  and 
report  as  if  it  had  been  attended  with  loss  of  life.

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COLLISION   WITH   A   RUNAWAY    ENGINE   ON   THE   OLD 
COLONY   RAILROAD,  AT   SOUTH    WEYMOUTH,   OCT.  6, 

1881. 

This  was  a  butting  collision  between  a  runaway  engine  of  the 
Hanover  Branch  Railroad  Company  and  a  passenger  train  of  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  Company  just  starting  from  the  South  Weymouth 
station.  Although  no  one  was  killed  or  injured,  the  startling  nature 
of  the  accident,  and  the  chances  of  great  damage  which  was  narrowl}' 
escaped,  seemed  to  call  for  thorough  investigation. 

The  engine  which  caused  the  collision  left  Rockland  with  seven 
loaded  freight  cars  bound  for  North  Abington,  where  the  Hanover 
Branch  road  connects  with  the  Old  Colon}'.  Each  road  is  owned  and 
operated  by  an  independent  corporation.  The  engine  had  backed 
the  train  up  on  the  main  track  of  the  Old  Colon}',  when  the  diy-pipe 
which  conveys  steam  to  the  cylinders  collapsed,  and  the  engineman 
lost  control  of  the  engine,  which  started  northwardly  toward  South 
Weymouth.  The  engineman  called  on  the  fireman  to  help  him  ;  and, 
by  using  the  reverse  lever,  they  got  some  control  of  the  locomotive. 
The  engineman  then  undertook  to  place  the  engine  on  the  turnout, 
directing  the  fireman  to  go  up  the  track  with  a  flag.  The  engine  then 
went  into  the  turnout,  moving  ahead,  and  stood  on  the  second  turn- 
out, or  "freight  track,"  with  two  freight  cars  in  front  of  it.  The 
engineman  then  sent  a  brakeman  named  Bates,  who  had  helped  him 
stop  the  engine  and  had  set  up  the  brakes  on  the  tender,  to  the  sta- 
tion to  direct  that  the  cars  which  were  to  arrive  from  Boston  should 
be  switched  off  to  the  Hanover  Branch  track,  because  he  could  not 
use  this  engine  for  the  purpose.  The  engineman  called  for  help 
from  a  brakeman  ;  but  they  were  unable  to  control  the  locomotive. 
They  pulled  the  lever  beyond  the  centre,  and  the  locomotive  started 
rapidly,  running  northwardly  ;  and  they  jumped  ofl:'.  When  the  engine- 
man  left  the  engine,  it  had  passed  through  one  switch  from  the  second 
side  track  to  the  first,  and  perhaps  farther.  It  then  ran,  having  the 
tender  before  it,  three  miles,  to  South  Weymouth,  where  it  struck 
the  passenger  train,  composed  of  eight  passenger  cars,  including  some 
combined  smoker  and  baggage  cars,  and  containing  in  all  about  three 
hundred  passengers.  The  damage  was  slight,  and  no  passenger  was 
injured.  Fortunately,  the  passenger  train,  being  two  minutes  late, 
had  made  only  two  revolutions  of  its  w^heels.  All  the  cars  were  fur- 
nished with  the  Miller  platform.  The  engineman,  when  he  first  saw 
the  approaching  locomotive,  supposed  it  was  an  Old  Colony  engine 
trying  to  reach  the  turnout  in  advance  of  his  train.     He  therefore  put 
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on  the  air-brake,  and  whistled  for  brakes.  Immediately  after,  when 
the  engine  was  almost  upon  him,  he  saw  that  there  was  no  one  on  it, 
and  he,  with  the  fireman,  jumped  off.  "When  asked  why  he  did  not 
reverse  his  engine  after  he  learned  the  facts,  he  answered  that  he  had 
put  on  the  air  to  apply  the  brake  and  could  not  get  in  motion,  for  it 
would  take  half  a  minute  to  let  the  air  escape.  He  started  to  do  it, 
bht  the  engine  was  within  five  lengths,  and  he  saw  that  it  was  useless 
to  try.  This  was  true  ;  and  there  is  nothing  to  censure  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  engineman  or  fireman.  It  would  have  been  folly  for  them 
to  remain  on  a  train  which  they  could  not  move,  or  protect  in  any 
way,  and  to  incur  the  useless  danger  of  the  inevitable  collision. 

Probably  the  collision  might  have  been  prevented,  if  the  station 
agent  at  South  We3'mouth  had  heard  the  telegraph  call  of  the  sta- 
tion agent  at  North  Abington.  This  was  given  promptly.  The  wire 
had  been  occupied  by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company ;  and, 
on  learning  what  had  happened,  the  station  agent  called  on  South 
We^'mouth  at  once  ;  sending  the  message  "  R.R.  S."  (Railroad  Ser- 
vice) "  22,"  which  means,  "  A  message  of  the  highest  importance  to 
prevent  accident:  drop  all  other  business,  and  attend  to  it  at  once." 
This  was  the  proper  signal  to  be  sent,  and  it  was  repeated.  But  the 
South  We3'mouth  agent  happened  to  be  engaged  in  putting  coal  on 
the  fire  (he  being  the  only  person  emplo3'ed  at  the  station) ,  and  so 
did  not  know  that  "  22  "  had  been  sent.  Then  the  train  arrived, 
and  he  did  not  regard  the  call,  considering  it  his  first  dut}'  to  attend 
to  the  baggage,  and  expedite  the  departure  of  the  train.  This  is  the 
usual  course  of  business  at  this  and  other  way  stations  ;  and  when  a 
mere  call  is  heard,  in  such  cases,  it  is  not  attended  to  until  the  arriv- 
ing train  has  been  despatched. 

The  dut}"  of  the  engineman  on  the  Hanover  Branch,  under  the 
circumstances  as  they  really  were,  is  clear.  His  defence  is,  that  he 
did  not  understand  the  circumstances.  Certainly  he  ought  to  have 
remained  on  his  engine,  and  have  used  his  utmost  exertions,  first,  to 
reduce  its  speed,  and,  next,  to  reverse  its  motion.  There  would  have 
been  little  danger  in  doing  this  ;  and  a  man  who  undertakes  such  a 
duty  as  his  is  bound  to  take  some  risk,  when  so  man^'  lives  are  placed 
in  peril.  The  engineman  himself  fully  concurs  in  this  view  of  his 
duty ;  and  he  repudiates  the  excuse  that  has  been  set  up  for  him  by 
others,  that,  fearing  a  collision  with  the  coming  train,  he  dared  not 
expose  himself  to  such  danger.  He  declares,  that,  if  he  had  had  any 
idea  that  his  engine  was  going  on  the  main  track,  he  would  have 
remained  at  his  post ;  and  he  adds  that  he  believes  he  could  have 
controlled  the  locomotive. 

But  he  says  that  he  had  given  directions  for  the  switches  to  be 
12 
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turned  so  that  the  engine  could  not  run  off  from  the  freight  track ; 
that  he  had  ' '  got  a  notion ' '  that  this  had  been  done  ;  that  he 
expected  the  engine  to  collide  with  the  freight  cars  which  were  on  the 
freight  track  ;  and  that  there  was  nothing  to  demand  such  an  exposure 
to  danger  as  would  result  from  his  remaining  on  the  engine.  If  the 
switches  had  been  closed  he  would  have  been  right ;  but  they  had 
not  been  closed,  and  no  one  had  received  an  order  to  close  theni. 
Mr.  Bates,  to  whom  the  engineman  thinks  he  gave  the  order,  denies 
it.  He  did  receive  another  order,  —  a  natural  and  pi'oper  one,  —  and 
he  ran  to  the  station  to  carry  the  message.  If  the  engineman  called 
out  any  such  order  as  he  thinks  he  did,  it  was  after  Mr.  Bates  was 
out  of  hearing.  The  switches  were  both  open  ;  and  when  the  engine- 
man  jumped  from  his  locomotive  he  had  passed  one  of  them  at  least. 
The  danger  of  colliding  with  the  freight  car  was  over,  and  the  greater 
danger  of  collision  with  the  downward  train  was  imminent.  The 
engineman  admits  that  he  had  no  reason  for  supposing  that  these 
switches  had  been  closed,  and  onl}-  says  that  he  "took  a  notion" 
that  it  had  been  done. 

He  bears  an  excellent  character,  and  has  •  acted  as  engineman  on 
the  Hanover  Branch  for  fourteen  years  without  any  accident.  The 
Board  acquits  him  of  any  design  to  neglect  his  duty  for  the  sake  of 
escaping  danger.  We  believe  his  statement  to  be  a  true  one,  and 
not  a  theory  devised  as  an  excuse.  But  it  appears,  that,  under  very 
trying  circumstances,  he  became  confused,  and  that,  to  use  a  common 
phrase,  "  he  lost  his  head." 

An  examination  of  the  locomotive  shows  that  the  dry-pipe  col- 
lapsed, and  that  it  was  in  bad  condition,  and  must  have  been  so  for 
some  time.  The  boiler  had  not  been  tested,  nor  thoroughly  examined, 
for  some  years.  The  testimony  of  experts  showed,  as  it  has  shown 
before,  that  a  thorough  examination,  once  a  year  at  least,  is  needed 
for  an^^  locomotive.  The  practice  of  the  best  managed  roads,  includ- 
ing, of  course,  the  Old  Colon^^,  is  to  subject  the  boiler  of  each  engine, 
once  a  3'ear,  to  hydraulic  or  steam  pressure.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
Boston  and  Albany  requires  "pumping  up"  every  three  months. 
Such  a  process  would  have  revealed  this  defect,  and  would  have  ren- 
dered this  accident  impossible. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  Legislature  refused  to  require  such  an 
annual  test,  when  it  was  recommended  by  this  Board.  This  is  true, 
and  it  is  not  claimed  that  there  was  any  breach  of  positive  statute  ; 
but  it  is  believed  that  the  Legislature  declined  to  act  because  it  was 
supposed  that  regard  for  their  own  interest,  and  for  the  safety  of 
passengers,  would  insure  the  taking  of  this  precaution  by  the  mana- 
gers of  every  road. 
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If  it  is  said  that  a  short  road  with  a  small  capital  cannot  afford  to 
keep  its  rolling-stock  in  the  same  order  that  is  expected  of  larger 
companies,  it  is  certain  that  every  company  should  have  such  appli- 
ances, and  use  such  precautions,  as  will  insure  safety  to  its  passengers  ; 
and  this  obligation  is  increased,  when,  by  authority  of  law,  it  enters 
upon  another  road. 

The  examination  of  witnesses  in  this  case  promptly  followed  the 
collision  ;  but  a  final  report  has  been  delayed  in  order  to  examine  the 
injured  locomotive,  and  to  obtain  the  history  of  the  boiler.

COLLISION     ON    THE    NEW    YORK    &    NEW    ENGLAND 
RAILROAD,    AT   HYDE   PARK,    OCT.    12,    1881. 

This  was  a  rear  collision  between  a  freight  train  of  twenty-five 
cars  and  a  gravel  train  composed  of  forty  dump  cars  and  one  gon- 
dola. The  gravel  train  left  Chester  Park,  Boston,  at  7.55  p.m.,  fol- 
lowing passenger  train  No.  63  (which  left  Boston  at  7.45),  under  the 
general  order  to  keep  ten  minutes  behind  the  passenger  train.  A 
brakeman  was  left  at  Chester  Park  to  flag  the  freight  train  which  left 
Boston  at  7.52.  He  did  so,  and  went  on  with  the  freight  train, 
informing  the  engineer  that  the  gravel  train  had  just  passed  on,  and 
that  its  engineer  requested  him  to  keep  a  good  lookout,  as  the  gravel 
train  was  following  a  passenger  train.  To  this  an  impatient  reply 
was  made. 

While  the  gravel  train  was  passing  over  the  bridge  bej'ond  Hyde 
Park  station,  going,  as  it  is  said,  at  the  rate  of  only  five  miles  an 
hour,  on  account  of  the  proximity  of  the  passenger  train,  the  head 
light  of  the  freight  train  came  in  sight.  The  conductor  of  the  gravel 
train  seized  one  of  the  tail  lights,  the  other  having  been  broken 
during  the  trip,  and  swung  it  as  a  warning.  He  also  advised  two 
laborers,  who  were  going  out  to  work  at  the  gravel  bank,  to  jump 
out ;  but  they  were  in  a  state  of  panic,  and  did  not  dare  to.  The 
engineer  of  the  freight  train  jumped  off;  and  the  train  struck  the  rear 
gravel  car,  which  doubled  over  the  next  car,  instantly  killing  the  two 
men. 

The  accident  was  clearly  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  engineer  of 
the  freight  train.  His  train  was  not  in  control,  nor  was  he  comply- 
ing with  the  rule  which  requires  a  freight  train  to  keep  ten  minutes 
behind  any  other  train.     He  knew  that  he  was  only  twelve  minutes 
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behind  the  passenger  train,  with  the  gravel  train  intervening.  He 
knew  that  the  gravel  train  was  bound  to  keep  ten  minutes  behind 
that  train.  In  fact,  it  was  only  eight  minutes  behind.  He  used  all 
exertions  to  stop  his  train  ;  and  the  failure  of  these  exertions  is  the 
best  proof  that  he  was  too  near  the  preceding  train,  and  that  his 
train  was  not  going  slowlj',  nor  under  control,  as  it  should  have  been. 
The  death  of  the  two  men  was  due  to  his  recklessness  and  diso- 
bedience,

REAR  COLLISION   ON  THE    FITCHBURG   RAILROAD,  AT 
PEQUOO,    OCT.    24,    1881. 

The  fatal  accident  of  Oct.  24,  at  Pequog,  on  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road, resulted  from  a  rear  collision  between  train  3d  extra  55,  with 
twenty-two  line  cars  and  a  caboose,  and  train  4th  extra  55,  with 
twelve  line  cars  and  two  "  dead  "  locomotives  of  the  "  consolidated  " 
type,  and  reckoned  as  equivalent  to  five  cars  each.  All  freight  trains 
register  at  Pequog,  going  slowly,  while  the  conductor  leaves  the 
engine,  makes  his  registry,  and  takes  the  caboose  at  the  rear  of  the 
train.  Going  east,  as  these  trains  were,  there  is  a  heavy  up  grade, 
and  there  is  also  a  sharp  curve  at  a  short  distance  east  of  the  station. 
Train  2d  extra  55  preceded  the  3d  extra  hy  two  or  tliree  minutes,  and 
train  4th  extra  followed  at  about  the  same  distance.  Extra  2  was 
hidden  for  the  fraction  of  a  minute  hj  the  curve,  but  was  then  seen 
by  the  engineer  of  extra  3,  who  saw  that  it  was  moving  slowly,  and 
who  was  warned  by  its  conductor  to  do  the  same.  Extra  2  then 
stopped,  which  compelled  the  3d  extra  to  stop.  Then  4th  extra 
collided  with  3d  extra,  tipping  up  the  caboose  car  in  such  a  way  that 
Mr.  Cleaveland,  a  brakeman,  who  was  climbing  up  the  end  of  the 
next  car,  was  caught  by  the  neck,  and  instanth'  killed. 

A  rule  of  the  road  requires,  with  certain  exceptions,  an  interval  of 
five  minutes  between  freight  trains.  This  being  a  register  station, 
it  was  claimed  that  the  rule  did  not  apply.  But  this  is  not  mentioned 
as  one  of  the  exceptions,  nor  does  the  fact  of  its  being  a  register 
station  seem  to  be  a  good  ground  for  exception. 

The  train  despatcher  testified  that  the  rule  was  regarded  as  obso- 
lete ;  that  ten  trains  were  run  now  where  one  was  run  at  the  time 
when  it  was  adopted  ;  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  road  if  it  were  obeyed.     It  is  necessary  to  have  the 
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different  trains  near  together,  so  that  a  number  naaj'  be  passed  at  one 
turnout ;  and  at  this  time  and  place  it  was  desirable  to  have  a  number 
of  trains  follow  one  another  closely,  in  order  that  the}'  might  reach 
Baldwinsville  together,  where  there  are  two  miles  of  side  track.  He 
also  thought  it  safer  to  move  slowly  in  close  proximity-,  than  to  have 
trains  at  greater  distances  with  the  probability  that  they  would  run 
more  rapidly.  The  train-hands,  with  some  attempt  to  show  that 
they  lived  up  to  the  rule,  so  testified  as  to  prove  that  it  vvas  little 
regarded.  And  it  is  evident  that  on  a  single  track,  where  so  much 
business  is  done,  it  cannot  be  closely  adhered  to. 

But  it  seems  to  the  Board,  that,  while  a  rule  providing  for  safety 
exists,  it  ought  to  be  enforced.  Of  course,  with  all  the  exigencies  and 
accidents  of  travel,  it  is  impossible  that  freight  trains  shall  alwaj's  be 
kept  five  minutes  apart  during  the  whole  passage  ;  but  on  leaving  a 
registry  station  it  can  be  done,  and  for  the  sake  of  safety  it  should 
be  done.  In  this  case  compliance  with  the  rule  would  have  saved  a 
life.  It  is  true  that  if  the  brakeman  had  been  at  his  station  on  the 
car,  instead  of  being  in  the  caboose,  he  would  have  escaped.  It  is 
true,  also,  as  was  testified,  if  he  had  been  ten  seconds  quicker  or 
slower  he  would  not  have  been  killed.  But  it  is  also  true,  that,  if  the 
rule  had  been  obej-ed,  no  collision  would  have  occurred.  The  Board 
believes  that  such  a  rule,  or  a  substitute  for  it,  ought  to  exist.  Of 
course,  a  block  system  is  far  preferable  to  the  time  rule.  And  further, 
it  is  clear  that  habitual  disregard  of  any  one  rule  tends  to  produce 
disregard  of  other  rules,  and  is  an  unsafe  practice.  And  it  is  earn- 
estly recommended  that  all  rules,  while  the}'  exist,  should  be  strictly 
enforced.

REAR    COLLISION    ON    THE   EASTERN   RAILROAD,    IN 
SALEM   TUNNEL,    NOV.    29,    1881. 

This  was  a  rear  collision  between  a  shifting  engine  and  a  special 
train  of  six  passenger  cars.  This  train  arrived  at  Salem  from 
Boston,  and  started  for  Rockport  at  about  12.55  a.m.,  with  four 
passenger  cars  ;  but  the  train  being  crowded,  two  cars  were  coupled 
on  between  the  tunnel  and  Salem  station.  The  shifting  engine 
"kicked"  these  cars  into  position.  The  conductor  of  the  shifter 
saw  the  coupling  done,  and  saw  the  train  pass  into  the  tunnel.  He 
then  walked  a  hundred  feet  to  his  engine,  and  he  and  the  engine- 
man  inquired  of  Mr.  Warner,  the  night  watchman  at  Salem  station, 
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whether  it  was  right  for  them  to  go  on.  He  answered  "Yes,"  and 
swung  his  lantern  for  them  to  proceed.  They  went  on,  and  struck 
the  rear  car,  instantly  killing  Mr.  Bickford,  a  brakeman,  who  was 
riding  on  the  step  in  front  of  the  shifter,  as  he  had  often  done  before. 
It  is  usual  for  brakemen  to  ride  on  this  step,  although  it  is  not 
intended  for  such  use,  and  the  practice  is  dangerous.  Mr.  Bickford 
had,  on  other  occasions,  been  warned  against  riding  in  this  way. 

There  were  no  tail  lights  in  the  rear,  simply  because  the  brakeman 
had  not  time  to  remove  them  from  car  No.  4  to  car  No.  6.  But  this 
did  not  mislead  the  conductor  and  engineman  of  the  shifter,  who  had 
just  placed  two  cars  between  them  and  the  tail  lights.  The  tunnel 
was  filled  with  smoke,  so  that  the  position  of  the  train  could  not  be 
seen,  nor  could  it  be  ascertained  by  looking  forward  whether  the  train 
had  cleared  the  tunnel.  There  is  some  discrepancy  between  the  wit- 
nesses as  to  the  time  that  elapsed  between  the  starting  of  the  train 
and  the  starting  of  the  shifter ;  one  set  of  witnesses  judging  it  to  be 
four  minutes,  and  the  others  estimating  it  as  one  minute  and  a  half. 
But  the  preponderance  of  evidence,  the  event,  and  the  probabilities, 
show  that  the  shorter  time  is  nearer  correct.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  train  was  moving  at  a  fair  rate  for  the  place,  —  not  much  less  than 
five  miles  an  hour.  The  shifter  was  not  going  at  a  rate  exceeding  five 
or  six  miles.  The  engine  had  only  cleared  the  northern  portal  of  the 
tunnel ;  and  the  rear  car  was  only  midway  when  the  collision  took 
place.  The  testimony  of  the  brakeman,  an  intelligent  and  truthful 
witness,  upon  this  point,  is  very  strong.  He  started  promptly  to 
remove  the  lantern  from  car  4  to  car  6,  and  had  not  entered  car  6 
before  the  collision  occurred.  The  night  watchman  and  the  hands 
attached  to  the  shifter  were  misled  as  to  the  time.  Neither  of  them 
claims  to  have  consulted  any  time-piece  ;  and  a  mistake  in  judgment 
as  to  the  lapse  of  time  is  not  strange. 

But  it  is  strange  that  no  rule  of  the  railroad  company  forbade 
them  to  operate  the  road  by  guesswork.*  They  guessed,  first,  that 
the  train  would  clear  the  tunnel  in  four  minutes  or  less.  The}^ 
guessed,  secondly,  that  four  minutes  had  elapsed  ;  and  this  guess  was 
incorrect.  The  whole  testimonj-  was,  that  no  rule  governed  the  case 
of  one  train  following  another  through  the  tunnel,  and  no  signal  was 
required  to  show  that  the  tunnel  was  clear.  For  trains  coming  the 
other  way  a  signal  is  adopted.  But,  when  there  was  a  I'ight  of  way 
northward  through  the  tunnel,  no  rule  nor  signal  protected  the  for- 
ward train  from  a  rear  collision.     The  operators  trusted  to  eyesight ; 

*  Of  course,  ttiis  refers  only  to  the  portion  of  the  road  operated  hy  the  employes  spoken  of; 
viz.,  the  tunnel  and  the  Salem  yard.  The  Commissioners  would  not  have  thought  this  note 
necessary,  if  they  had  not  heard  that  the  language  of  the  report  on  this  point  had  been  misun- 
derstood. 
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and  when  fog  or  smoke  obscured  the  view,  as  was  very  often  the  case, 
they  trusted  to  judgment,  or,  in  other  words,  to  "  guesswork,"  And 
no  rule  seems  to  have  forbidden  this.  A  telephone  had,  indeed,  been 
recently  placed  in  operation  ;  but,  so  far  as  Mr,  "Warner  knew,  it  had 
never  been  used  to  ascertain  whether  the  tunnel  was  clear,  nor  had 
he  been  distinctl}^  instructed  so  to  use  it.  So  far  as  he  knew,  its 
sole  use  had  been  to  replace  the  signal-balls  when  they  were  out  of 
order. 

But  the  dangers  of  operating  tunnels  are  well  known,  and  the 
means  of  avoiding  those  dangers  are  equally  well  known.  And  one 
rule,  which  is  essential  and  ought  to  be  universal,  is,  that  no  train 
should  enter  one  end  of  a  tunnel  until  notice  has  been  received  from 
the  other  end  that  it  is  safe  to  do  so.  A  simple  system  of  signals 
would  have  accomplished  this.  The  use  of  the  telephone  would  have 
prevented  this  accident ;  and  it  was  careless  in  the  night  watchman, 
and  in  the  engineman  and  conductor  of  the  shifter,  to  trust  to  chance 
when  they  might  have  had  certainty.  Their  carelessness,  especially 
that  of  the  men  running  the  shifter,  is  greatly  excused  by  the  ab- 
sence of  rules  on  the  subject.  Indeed,  the  most  startling  fact  in  this 
case  is,  that  a  fatal  accident  has  occurred  without  the  violation  of  an}^ 
rule.  The  Board  recommends  the  immediate  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  signals  as  will  make  the  recurrence  of  such  an  accident  impossible. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  the  trainmen  of  the  Rockport  train 
are  wholly  without  blame.

[REPORTS   ON   PETITIONS,   COMPLAINTS,   ETC.] 

COMPLAINT  OF  R.  W.  THYNG  AND  OTHERS  RELATIVE 
TO  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  WAGNER  SLEEPING-CARS 
ON   THE   FITCHBURG   RAILROAD. 

This  was  a  complaint  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  operating  the 
Wagner  sleeping-cars  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  The  principles  dis- 
cussed are  of  more  importance  than  the  actual  case  presented.  The 
petitioners  had  purchased  tickets  early  in  December,  at  Buffalo,  and 
other  western  points,  insuring  them  each  a  passage  to  Boston  in  a 
Wagner  sleeping-car  without  change.  When  approaching  Fitchhurg, 
the  conductor  of  the  car  informed  them  that  he  had  received  instruc- 
tions at  Albany  to  switch  off  that  car  at  Fitchburg,  and  to  send  it 
West,  and  that  thej''  must  leave  it.  The}'  asked  whether  they  must 
finish  their  journej'  in  an  ordinaiy  car,  and  he  said  they  must.  They 
inquired  whether  the  extra  fare  which  had  been  paid  would  be  re- 
turned, and  the  conductor  said  he  had  no  authority  to  return  it. 
They  refused  to  leave  the  car,  and  retained  their  seats  while  it  was 
switched  off  on  a  side  track;  and  the  train  went  on  to  Boston  without 
it.  The  conductor,  after  communicating  v^ith  Boston,  informed  them 
that  the  car  would  be  sent  westward,  and  offered  to  refund  one  dollar 
to  each,  being  a  portion  of  the  extra  fare  paid  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  sleeping-car.  They  refused  it,  and  took  the  next  train  for 
Boston,  arriving  at  10  p.m.,  Saturday,  Dec.  11.  There  was  no  com- 
plaint of  au}'^  want  of  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  conductor,  nor  was 
there  any  loss  of  temper  by  the  petitioners.  They  stood  upon  their 
legal  rights,  and  resented  the  breach  of  special  contract  as  an  "  indig- 
nity ; ' '  and  the  conductor  carried  out  the  orders  of  his  superior  as 
pleasantly  as  was  possible.  Another  witness  testified  that  she  bought 
at  Chicago,  on  Dec.  27,  a  sleeping-car  ticket  for  Boston  via  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad,  but  was  obliged  to  take  an  ordinary  car  at 
Buffalo  ;  and  neither  at  Albany,  at  Troy,  nor  at  North  Adams,  was 
an}'  sleeping-car  to  be  had,  and  she  finished  the  journe}'  in  ah  ordinary 
car.  The  Wagner  sleeping-cars  are  used  on  this  road  under  a  con- 
tract with  the  New  York  Central  Sleeping-Car  Company.  The  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  Company  does  not  advertise  East-bound  trains,  but  a 
"line"  of  which  it  is  a  part  does  advertise  as  follows:  "Atlantic 
express,  leaving  Chicago  at  5.15  p.m.,  has  sleeping-car  attached,  run- 
ning through  to  Boston  without  change."     The  Fitchburg  Railroad 
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Company  pa3's  its  share  for  this  advertisement,  and  it  is  copied  in 
the  "guides."  The  explana^tion  of  the  second  case  above  stated  was, 
that  a  severe  and  long-continued  storm  had  deranged  connections, 
and  made  it  impossible  to  furnish  sleeping-cars  for  the  train.  In  the 
case  of  Mr.  Thyng  and  others,  there  had  been  some  detention  of 
trains,  so  that  there  was  no  sleeping-car  at  the  Fitchburg  station  in 
Boston  for  the  Chicago  train,  which  leaves  Boston  at  6  p.m.,  daily, 
except  Sunda3's.  The  sleeper  which  was  occupied  b}'  the  petitioners 
was  wanted  for  travellers  who  had  bought  sleeping-car  tickets  for 
Chicago,  and  it  was  used  for  them.  The  counsel  for  the  railroad 
company  doubted  whether  the  Board  had  any  jurisdiction  to  make 
examination  and  recommendation  in  this  case,  because  the  acts  com- 
plained of  are  not  done  by  the  company',  but  by  a  foreign  corporation 
not  a  railroad  company.  But  the  Board  has  "  general  supervision  of 
all  railroads"  in  the  State,  and  is  bound  to  learn  "  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  operated  with  reference  to  the  security  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  public."  And  when  any  change  in  the  mode  of 
operating  seems  expedient  to  promote  their  securit}',  convenience  or 
accommodation,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  inform  the 
corporation  thereof.  Such  jurisdiction  cannot  be  evaded  by  trans- 
ferring the  operation  of  the  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  a  foreign 
corporation.  No  corporation  operating  a  road  has  either  the  right  or 
the  power  to  part  with  the  control  of  the  rolling  stock  used  thereon, 
so  that  the  public  cannot  be  secured  in  its  just  rights  ;  nor  should 
any  railroad  company  deprive  itself  of  power  to  fulfil  the  promises 
made  b}'  its  advertisements.  The  managers  of  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road declare  that  the  parties  in  charge  of  the  Wagner  cars  have  abso- 
lute control  over  those  cars  while  forming  part  of  a  train, — control 
so  complete,  that  the  conductor  of  a  train  is  bound  to  obe}'  any  order 
which  the  conductor  of  a  Wagner  car  may  choose  to  give  as  to  the 
disposition  of  that  car.  If  this  were  so,  the  Board  would  feel  bound 
to  censure  the  contract  which  abdicated  the  just  and  necessary 
powers  of  a  corporation  operating  a  Massachusetts  railroad,  and  gave 
up  the  authority  necessary  to  protect  the  public.  But  no  such  con- 
tract appears  to  have  been  made.  The  managers  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  have  mistaken  their  obligations  to  the  sleeping-car  com- 
pany ;  and  the  Board  is  confident  that,  upon  reflection,  they  will 
agree  with  us  on  this  point.  At  all  events,  the  law  is  well  settled 
that  a  passenger  suffering  anv  wrong  from  the  servants  of  a  sleeping- 
car  companj^  is  not  obliged  to  inquire  into  their  contract  with  the 
railroad  company,  or  to  trouble  himself  as  to  their  relations.  He  can 
look  at  once  to  the  company  which  furnishes  transportation  to  him. 
And  if  this  is  true  of  the  legal  rights  of  traveller^,  it  is  still  more 
13 
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plain  in  regard  to  the  general  superintendence  of  the  rights  of  the 
travelling  public  which  is  given  to  this  Board.  As  to  the  complaint 
of  the  petitioners,  there  was  no  malice  in  the  action  of  the  car  com- 
panj^'s  ofBcials,  and  no  bad  motive.  It  is  not  necessary  to  suppose 
that  their  onlj^  object  was  to  obtain  or  secure  the  fares  from  travellers 
going  West.  It  was  to  them  a  balance  of  inconveniences.  One  party 
of  travellers,  coming  East,  had  almost  reached  their  journey's  end, 
and  would  have  no  occasion  to  use  the  sleeping  accommodations 
of  the  car.  Another  party,  about  equal  in  number,  had  purchased 
tickets  for  the  West,  and  would  lose  the  sleeping  facilities  on  which 
they  depended  ;  and  as  it  was  Saturday  they  probably  would  have 
to  wait  till  Monday  before  they  could  make  their  trip-  At  all  events, 
they  could  not  go  before  Monday  by  the  route  which  they  had  se- 
lected. If  these  considerations  had  been  presented  to  the  parties  in 
this  case,  and  if  their  consent  had  been  asked  as  an  accommodation, 
it  is  probable  that  thej'  would  have  consented,  with  or  without  a 
refund  of  the  extra  fare.  But  the  Board  thinks  it  was  an  eri'or  to 
insist  upon  their  leaving  the  car,  simply  because  their  inconvenience 
was  overbalanced  by  that  of  the  other  parties.  They  were  occupying 
«eats  for  which  they  had  paid  ;  they  were  enjoying  rights  which  had 
been  guaranteed  to  them.  The  corporations  w^ere  engaged  in  the 
actual  performance  of  a  contract ;  and  the}'  ought  to  have  completed 
it  if  they  could.  And  it  is  evident  that  they  could.  The  contract, 
therefore,  which  the  companies  were  performing,  ought  not  to  have 
been  broken  merely  because  its  performance  would  have  made  it 
impossible  to  keep  another  contract.  A  traveller  entering  a  car, 
with  a  special  contract  that  he  may  go  in  that  car  to  his  destination, 
ought  to  be  secure  that  the  contract  will  be  performed,  if  it  can  be 
performed,  although  a  breach  of  the  agi'eement  might  enable  the 
company  to  accommodate  a  great  number  of  persons  to  an  extent  far 
exceeding  his  inconvenience.  If  the  keeping  or  breaking  of  such 
contracts  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  conductors  or  agents,  a  general 
feeling  of  insecurity  will  result ;  and  there  is  no  assurance  that  their 
discretion  will  always  be  exercised  wisely.  And  the  compan}-  has  no 
right  to  commit  a  wrong  in  order  to  save  itself  from  loss,  or  to  save 
others  from  inconvenience.  If  the  case  were  that  of  one  seat  engaged, 
and  occupied  in  a  regularly  advertised  express  train  from  point  to 
point,  no  railroad  man  would  think  of  turning  out  the  single  occupant, 
and  sending  the  car  to  another  point  because  sixty  men  wished  to  go 
there  and  could  not  go  without  this  car.  The  vested  rights  of  the  one 
would  not  be  set  aside  to  accommodate  the  many.  The  principle  of 
the  two  cases  is  the  same  ;  and  it  will  be  good  railroad  policy  to  abide 
by  the  principle.     It  may  seem  that  this  discussion  is  out  of  propor- 
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tion  to  the  magnitude  of  the  case.  Whatever  the  rights  of  the  parties 
are,  they  can  enforce  them  in  a  suit  at  law ;  and  it  is  understood 
that  the}'  propose  to  enforce  them  against  tlie  sleeping-car  company. 
But  the  Board  has  discussed  the  subject  at  length,  mainly  on  account 
of  the  principles  involved,  and  the  positions  taken  by  the  respondents. 
Finally,  it  seems  that  where  sleeping-cars  are  advertised,  and  trav- 
ellers are  induced  to  rel}^  upon  the  promise  of  advertisements  for  such 
accommodations,  extra  cars  ought  to  be  kept  on  hand,  sufficient  in 
-v  number  to  supply  the  deficiency  caused  bj^  the  ordinary  chances  of 
railroad  operation.  And  in  winter,  when  the  chances  of  detention  are 
many,  and  when  the  number  of  cars  needed  for  active  use  is  small, 
there 'seems  to  be  no  reason  for  such  deflcienc^'^s  existed  in  this  case. 
The  Board  recommends  that  this  apparent  defect  in  rolling-stock  be 
supplied  at  once  ;  and  it  also  recommends,  that,  if  the  conductor  or 
other  agent  of  the  sleeping-car  company'  shall,  in  future,  attempt  to 
deprive  passengers  of  the  rights  for  which  they  have  contracted  and 
paid,  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall  exercise  its  undoubted 
power  to  insure  to  such  travellers  the  performance  of  the  contract 
which  both  companies  have  made  with  them.

OTIS  COMPANY  AND  GEORGE  H.  GILBERT  MANUFAC- 
TURING COMPANY  V.  BOSTON  &  ALBANY  RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

This  was  an  application  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  a  revision  of  the  opinion  delivei-ed  June  18,  1880  (Twelfth 
Annual  Report,  p.  209),  recommending  a  reduction  of  freights  for 
large  quantities  of  coal  carried  from  Palmer  to  Ware. 

The  Board  found,  at  the  original  hearing  of  this  case,  "  that  the 
other  great  roads  of  the  State  have  one  rate  for  car-loads,  and  a  lower 
rate  for  cargoes  or  for  some  large  amount,  generally  fixed  at  a  hun- 
dred tons."  This  practice  seemed  reasonable,  because  "  wholesale 
transactions  furnish  a  reasonable  ground  for  a  reduction  of  rates." 
And  the  Board  recommended  a  reduction  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent 
for  cargoes  or  large  quantities.  The  views  of  the  respondents  are 
set  forth  in  the  following  letter  to  one  of  the  petitioning  parties  :  — 

Boston,  Dec.  24,  1880. 
The  George  H.  Gilbert  Manufacturing  Company^  Gilbertville,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs,  —  We  did  not  quite  comprehend  the  recommendations  of  the 
Kailroad  Commissioners  in  regard  to  the  rates  on  coal  from  Palmer,  and  now 
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understand  that  they  did  not  decide  that  the  rates  were  too  high  in  them- 
selves, but  that,  if  the  rate  per  car-load  was  proper,  then  the  charge  for 
cargo  lots  was  too  high.  We  understand  "  cargo  "  lots  to  mean  the  contents 
of  a  vessel  or  barge  brought  to  us  at  Palmer  in  one  unbroken  lot;  that  is  to 
say,  if  there  are  four  hundred  tons  in  the  vessel  consigned  to  any  one  person, 
the  cars  on  which  the  coal  is  loaded  must  be  brought  and  delivered  to  us  at 
Palmer  in  one  lot  in  order  to  get  the  new  rate.  If  received  by  us  in  broken 
quantities,  then  the  car-load  rate  shall  ;^revail,  no  matter  whether  you  bought 
a  cargo  or  not.  The  delivery  to  us  determines  the  rate,  and  not  the  original 
shipment  to  New  London  or  Norwich.  With  this  understanding  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioners,  we  are  ready  to  adopt  the  schedule 
proposed  by  them,  although  we  believe  their  decision  is  wrong  in  principle.

The  Board  is  now  asked  to  revise  the  former  finding,  or  to  declare 
that  it  shall  only  apply  to  actual  cargoes,  being  the  entire  contents  of 
a  vessel,  and  those  cargoes  delivered  at  Palmer  each  in  a  single  lot. 
The  Board  declines  such  revision  :  — 

(1)  The  natural  meaning  of  the  original  decision  is,  not  onl}^  that 
cargoes  shall  be  carried  at  reduced  rates,  but  that  large  quantities  less 
than  cargoes  shall  be  so  carried.  The  Board  found  in  use  the  phrase 
"cargo  rates,"  meaning,  not  the  whole  contents  of  a  vessel,  but 
some  large  quantity,  usually  fixed  at  a  hundred  tons,  but  fixed  by  one 
road  doing  a  large  business  at  fifty  tons.  No  discussion  of  the  dic- 
tionary meaning  of  the  word  "cargo"  is  necessary'.  The  meaning 
of  the  opinion  was  that  it  was  reasonable  to  fix  a  lower  rate  for  large 
quantities  than  for  single  car-loads, 

(2)  It  would  be  unreasonable  to  make  the  rate  depend  upon  the 
fact  that  the  whole  contents  of  a  vessel  were  or  were  not  delivered 
at  once  ;  for  this  does  not  affect  the  question  of  cost  of  transportation. 
Vessels  bring  various  quantities,  —  a  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  five  hun- 
dred, fifteen  hundred.  It  is  not  cheaper  to  transport  a  hundred  and 
fifty  tons  which  arrived  at  New  London,  filling  one  little  schooner, 
than  to  bring  one- tenth  of  the  contents  of  the  largest  "  three-master." 
Yet  this  is  the  proposition  of  the  Boston  &  Alban3\  Indeed,  it  offers 
to  carry  a  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  filling  one  vessel  and  delivered  in 
one  lot,  at  a  lower  rate  than  two  hundred  or  three  hundred  tons  de- 
livered to  it  in  one  lot,  but  forming  part  of  a  cargo  at  New  London. 
It  would  be  .just  as  reasonable  to  make  the  rate  depend  upon  the  rig 
of  the  vessel,  or  the  color  of  her  paint. 

(3)  It  w^ould  be  more  unreasonable  to  require  the  whole  contents 
of  a  large  vessel  to  be  delivered  at  one  time  in  order  to  receive  low 
rates  ;  because  it  would  be  more  difficult  and  expensive  to  transport 
a  very  large  quantit}^  than  to  handle  a  hundred  tons.     It  was  clearly 
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stated  by  the  representatives  of  the  Boston  &  Albany,  at  a  hearing 
on  this  question,  that,  with  the  facilities  at  the  place  of  delivery,  it 
would  be  awkward  to  receive  and  handle  a  whole  cargo  of  the  usual 
size.  It  was  clearly  shown  that  it  was  preferable  to  have  such  lots 
as  the  petitioners  have  than  to  receive  larger  quantities.  Yet  they 
now  ask  that  this  inconvenience  to  them  shall  be  the  condition  prece- 
dent to  a  reduction  of  rates.  This  also  disposes  of  the  question  a 
third  lower  rate  shall  be  fixed  for  a  thousand  tons. 

(4)  It  was  urged  that  there  was  no  affirmative  proof  that  it  is 
cheaper  to  transport  a  hundred  tons  than  ten.  But  it  is  a  general 
rule  that  such  wholesale  transportation  is  cheaper ;  and  the  practice 
of  other  roads  confirms  that  rule,  and  calls  for  testimony  to  prove  an 
exception  in  this  case.  It  was  asked,  also,  why  a  lower  rate  should 
be  paid  for  ten  cars  than  for  nine,  or  for  nine  than  eight.  •  The  Board 
has  not  fixed  the  number,  but  advises  the  company''  to  fix  it.  And 
the  reason  for  assuming  some  definite  amount  is  the  same  that  pre- 
vails in  all  such  transactions.  The  line  between  wholesale  and  retail 
must  be  drawn  at  some  point.  It  is  alwaj^s  necessary  to  fix  arbitrary 
rules  when  the  acquisition  of  a  right  or  privilege  depends  upon  num- 
bers or  figures  of  any  kind.  A  man  can  vote  when  he  is  twenty-one 
j^ears  of  age.  A  youth  aged  twenty  j'ears  and  three  hundred  and 
sixty-four  days  cannot  vote.  The  absurdit}'  supposed  in  this  case 
applies  as  well  to  the  law  governing  suffrage. 

The  other  arguments  against  the  decision  of  the  Board  were  an- 
swered before.  The  Board  changes  the  language  of  its  former  decis- 
ion to  avoid  misconstruction  arising  from  the  use  of  the  word  "cargo," 
but  adheres  to  the  true  meaning  of  that  opinion.  And  considering 
that  it  is  usual  and  reasonable  to  adopt  a  rate  for  large  quantities, 
such  as  are  usually  shipped  to  the  petitioners,  lower  than  for  single 
car-loads,  it  is  adjudged  that  such  a  reduction  of  rates  for  such  trans- 
portation of  coal  from  Palmer  to  Ware  and  Gilbertville  would  be 
reasonable  and  expedient  to  promote  the  accommodation  of  the 
people,  and  that  the  rates  now  charged  for  this  transportation  are 
unreasonable.  And  a  reduction  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent  is  recom- 
mended.

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PETITION  OF  JOSEPH  F.  BOYD  AND  OTHERS  FOR  A 
REDUCTION  OF  FARES  ON  THE  BOSTON  &  MAINE 
RAILROAD  BETWEEN  BOSTON  AND  MELROSE  HIGH- 
LANDS. 

The  petition  asks  the  Board  to  recommend  that  the  price  of  quar- 
terly, monthly,  and  package  tickets  may  be  the  same  to  Melrose 
Highlands  as  to  Melrose.  The  price  of  single  tickets  is  now  the 
same,  although  the  Highland  station  is  a  half-mile  farther  from 
Boston.     Prices  are  now  fixed  as  follows,  on  and  after  March  1  :  —

The  ground  of  the  application  is,  that  this  road,  like  the  Eastern 
and  some  others,  sometimes  conveys  passengers  different  distances  in 
the  same  town  for  the  same  price,  and  that  single  tickets  are  sold  for 
Melrose  and  Melrose  Highlands  for  the  same  price  (twenty  cents) . 
And  it  is  true  that  in  some  cases  these  roads  do  adopt  this  practice, 
iilthough  it  is  not  always  followed. 

The  demand  is  nominally  for  "equality,"  but  it  is  reallj^  for  in- 
equality. The  petitioners  ask  to  ride  at  lower  rates  than  their  neigh- 
bors of  Melrose.  They  ask  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  shall 
carry  them  a  half-mile  for  nothing.  The  Boston  &  Maine  now 
charges  (for  package  tickets)  just  one  cent  for  the  half-mile  between 
the  two  stations.  This  is  their  usual  rate  for  that  distance.  The 
Board  is  requested  to  recommend  the  Boston  &  Maine  to  remit  this 
cent.  And  the  reason  given  is  that  the  company,  in  some  instances, 
carries  passengers  from  station  to  station  gratis. 

The  Board  declines  to  make  this  recommendation.  The  fact  that 
this  company  and  others,  for  convenience  or  for  an3'  reason,  forbears 
at  some  places  to  exact  a  higher  rate  for  a  little  longer  haul,  does  not 
entitle  the  inhabitants  of  other  places  to  demand  this  as  a  right. 
Neither  does  the  fact  that  single  tickets  to  the  two  stations  are  the 
same  in  price  give  any  right  to  have  other  tickets  the  same.  When 
a  ticket  is  wanted  for  Melrose  Highlands,  the  Boston  &  Maine  man- 
agers do  not  think  it  worth  while  to  add  a  cent  to  the  twenty  cents 
which  they  charge  for  taking  a  passenger  to  Melrose.  They  do  think 
it  worth  their  while  to  add  ten  cents  when  a  package  of  ten  tickets  is 
sold  ;  and  it  is  reasonable  that  they  should  do  so. 
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The  law  secures  "reasonable  terms;"  and  in  general  it  is  "rea- 
sonable" to  determine  the  fare  for  like  service  by  the  length  of  the 
route.  If  equality  were  what  is  understood  by  the  petitioners,  it 
would  authorize  travellers  over  this  road  to  demand  a  reduction  of 
one  cent  from  any  fare  that  they  might  be  called  to  pa^' ;  because  one 
cent  represents  half  a  mile,  and  the  people  of  Wyoming  are  carried 
the  half-mile  from  Maiden  gratis. 

Stress  was  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  station  is  in  the  same  town 
with  Melrose  station,  and  it  seemed  to  be  admitted  that  if  it  were  in 
Stoneham,  as  it  used  to  be,  no  case  would  be  made  out.  But  the 
cost  of  operating  a  road  is  not  affected  by  the  existence  or  non-exist- 
ence of  town  lines  ;  and  fares  depend  upon  cost. 

Some  of  the  petitioners  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  fares  were 
too  high  ;  but  no  reason  or  testimony  was  given  to  sustain  that 
opinion,  and  it  was  evident  that  the  mistaken  idea  of  equalit}'  was 
the  foundation  of  the  petition.  The  price  of  package  tickets  has 
alread}'  been  reduced,  after  conference  with  the  Board,  from  a  dollar 
and  sixt}'  cents  to  a  dollar  and  thirty-five  cents.  The  inconvenience 
as  to  the  name  of  the  station  has  also  been  remedied,  and  no  further 
recommendation  is  made.

PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  STOCKBRIDGE  FOR 
BETTER  STATION  ACCOMMODATIONS  ON  THE  HOU- 
SATONIC  RAILROAD  AT  STOCKBRIDGE. 

The  hearing  in  this  case  was  fixed  for  Feb.  L5.  The  railroad  com- 
pany did  not  appear.  The  allegations  of  the  petition  were  fully  sus- 
tained by  the  proof.  The  Board,  having  recently  inspected  the 
station,  did  not  think  a  view  necessaiy.  The  station  is  small  and 
inconvenient,  and  not  properlv  furnished.  Its  use  as  a  freight  depot 
adds  to  its  inconvenience.  The  platforms  are  frequently  crowded 
with  bulk}'  freight,  so  as  to  make  their  use  not  onl}'  troublesome,  but 
dangerous.  The  height  of  the  platform  is  also  objectionable.  The 
spot  on  which  the  station  is  placed  is  often  overflowed,  so  that  it  is  a 
mere  slough  ;  and  it  is  so  situated  that  the  highway  is  frequently 
blocked  with  cars.  Indeed,  it  is  said  that  it  is  necessarily  obstructed 
with  cars  for  a  period  exceeding  that  allowed  by  law.  rhe  Board 
recommends  that  a  passenger  station  be  erected  as  soon  as  may  be, 
sufflcientl}^  large  to  accommodate  the  travelling  public  in  the  season 
of  travel,  and  that  it  be  furnished  with  such  conveniences  as  the  pub- 
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lie  have  a  right  to  expect.  It  may  be  remarked  that  one  of  our  rail- 
roads, and  one  most  pressed  for  means,  has  recent!}^  thought  it  a 
wise  economy  to  construct  elegant  and  attractive  stations  for  the 
accommodation  of  travellers  to  summer  resorts  on  its  line,  believing 
that  the  increase  of  travel  repa3's  the  cost.  It  is  also  recommended 
that  the  land  be  drained,  and  it  is  understood  that  it  can  be  done  at 
slight  expense.  It  is  further  suggested  that  the  present  passenger 
station  might  be  moved,  and  used  for  a  freight  depot ;  and  it  was 
stated  by  the  chairman  of  the  selectmen  that  the  town  would  proba- 
bly discontinue  a  portion  of  the  highway,  so  that  the  trains  would 
no  longer  obstruct  it.  A  conference  with  Mr.  Dunham  is  recom- 
mended ;  and,  if  it  can  be  had  soon,  it  will  be  possible  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  April  town  meeting.  Whether  this  is  done  or  not, 
the  Board  repeats  its  recommendation  that  a  new  and  fitting  station 

be  promptly  erected.

PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  AND  OTHER  INHAB- 
ITANTS OF  WAREHAM,  ROCHESTER,  MARION  AND 
MATTAPOISETT,  FOR  INCREASED  ACCOMMODATIONS 
ON   THE   OLD    COLONY   RAILROAD. 

At  the  hearing  on  March  29  it  appeared  that  the  inhabitants  of 
the  four  southern  towns  of  Plymouth  County  could  not  by  railroad 
visit  the  shire  town,  and  return  the  same  da}' ;  nor  could  they  reach 
the  shire  town  before  4.30  p.m.  The  population  of  these  towns  is 
6,263  ;  and  the  people  of  the  southern  part  of  Middleborough,  who 
are  subject  to  like  inconvenience,  would  make  up  the  round  number 
of  seven  thousand.  The  hardship  of  those  who  are  obliged  to  use 
private  conversance  is  aggravated  b}*  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads, 
which  results  from  the  nature  of  the  soil,  and  which  is  not  likely  to  be 
remedied.  The  distance  from  Wareham  to  Plymouth  by  the  highway 
is  nineteen  miles,  and  from  Mattapoisett  it  is  twenty-seven  miles. 
The  chief  object  of  the  travel  is  to  attend  the  courts,  and  to  examine 
the  county  records,  especially  at  the  registry  of  deeds.  The  number 
of  deeds  received  for  record  in  1880,  from  the  four  towns  especially 
interested,  was  two  hundred  and  thirtj'-six,  being  about  half  the  num- 
ber registered  in  the  whole  county.  The  number  of  travellers  who 
attend  sessions  of  the  courts  is  small,  and  is  not  likely  to  increase,  as 
it  depends  upon  the  general  character  of  the  people.  They  are  not 
given  to  litigation,  and  still  less  to  crime.     It  was  suggested  that  sum- 
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mer  residents  in  these  towns  would  visit  Plymouth  in  large  numbers  if 
they  had  facilities  for  going  and  returning  on  the  same  day,  although 
they  have  not  done  so  during  the  years  when  they  had  such  facilities. 
It  appeared,  also,  that  there  is  some  business  connection  between 
Plymouth  and  the  Cape  which  would  be  accommodated  by  better 
means  of  communication. 

The  records  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  show  that  when 
the  trains  ran  daily,  affording  the  connection  which  is  now  desired, 
the  number  of  persons  travelling  from  the  southern  towns  (including 
South  Middleborough)  was  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  in  a  year. 
(See  table  A.)  To  these  should  be  added  a  few  who  purchased  two 
tickets  instead  of  tickets  direct  to  Plymouth,  and  a  few  passengers 
from  Cape  Cod,  swelling  the  number  to  three  hundred  and  more,  and 
probably  making  one  for  each  secular  day. 

The  small  number  of  travellers  over  this  route  justifies  the  Board 
in  recommending,  Nov.  22,  1879,  the  change  of  time  for  the  early 
train  from  Boston  to  Plymouth  from  8.40  to  8  a.m.  The  testimony 
at  this  hearing  confirms  the  opinion  that  "  the  great  anuoj'ance  and 
loss  caused  to  the  business  of  the  petitioners  far  exceeds  the  expense 
and  trouble  caused  by  the  hindrance  to  the  slight  amount  of  travel 
which  would  be  incommoded  by  the  desired  change." 

No  one  asks  for  the  restoration  of  that  late  hour ;  the  petitioners 
disclaim  any  wish  for  such  a  change,  and  many  representatives  of  the 
four  towns  which  petitioned  for  the  early  hour  were  ready  to  protest 
against  it. 

The  possibility  of  having  the  Cape  train  come  at  an  hour  early 
enough  to  make  a  connection  was  considered  before,  and  the  answer 
remains  good.  It  would  be  a  great  inconvenience  to  the  people  of 
the  Cape,  whose  train  now  starts  from  Provincetown  at  5.15  a.m.,  if 
it  were  obliged  to  leave  at  4.45,  and  it  would  disturb  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  business  men  of  Brockton.  They  are  now  able  to 
answer,  by  letter  or  in  person,  their  morning  correspondence,  and  they 
could  not  do  so  if  this  upward  train  were  half  an  hour  earlier. 

The  only  way  seriousl}^  proposed  as  a  remedy  for  the  inconvenience 
now  suffered  was  to  have  a  train  which  reaches  South  Abington  at  10 
A.M.  leave  at  10.30  for  Plymouth,  thus  giving  time  for  the  southern 
portion  of  Plymouth-county  travel  to  connect  via  the  South  Abington 
Branch.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Board,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company  has  run  special  trains  during  the  sessions  of  tlie  Supreme 
and  Superior  Courts  at  Pljmriouth,  making  this  connection,  and  afford- 
ing great  accommodation  to  the  people.  But  it  would  be  a  hardship 
to  compel  the  railroad  company  to  run  a  daily  train  with  the  prospect 
of  travel  offered  by  table  A.     It  is  true  that  on  account  of  the  great 
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privileges  granted  to  railroad  corporations  tliey  are  bound  to  furnish 
reasonable  accommodation  to  the  public,  and  that  it  is  not  unreason- 
able to  require  them  to  run  some  trains  at  a  loss.  The  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company  recognizes  this,  and  does  run  several  trains  at  a 
loss.  But  the  service  called  for  in  this  case  is  a  run  of  thirty-five 
miles  at  the  cost  of  something  like  forty  cents  per  mile,  and  with  lit- 
tle hope  of  specially  accommodating  more  than  one  daily  passenger 
each  way.  It  is  true  that  a  few  persons  who  now  take  an  earlier 
train  from  South  Abington  or  from  Brockton  and  elsewhere  might 
take  the  proposed  train  ;  but  the  benefit  to  them  would  not  be  large. 
No  benefit  would  accrue  to  the  railroad  compau}-,  and  no  one  has 
asked  for  this  sort  of  accommodation.  As  to  the  business  which  will 
be  furnished  by  the  aggrieved  parties  to  the  proposed  train,  the  Board 
is  not  left  to  conjecture.  The  experiment  has  been  tried  for  a  long 
time,  and  the  results  are  known.  It  is  in  evidence  that  the  hours  and 
connections  during  that  time  were  perfectly  satisfactorj' ;  and  includ- 
ing travellers,  who  are  now  accommodated  by  the  "court  week" 
trains,  only  a  small  fractional  part  of  a  unit  remains  for  the  daily 
passenger  rate  of  the  proposed  train. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  seems  to  be  a  special  hardship  to  the  southern 
towns  that  they  cannot  conveniently  reach  the  shire  town,  where  by 
law  they  are  obliged  to  attend  for  many  purposes.  The  man  who 
travels  for  pleasui'e  or  ordinary-  business  has  not  quite  the  same  claim 
on  the  servants  of  the  public  with  the  man  who  travels  as  a  juror  or 
witness,  or  otherwise,  in  obedience  to  the  summons  of  law. 

It  appears  to  the  Board  that  the  hardship  set  forth  b}'  the  petition- 
ers can  be  remedied  without  disproportionate  cost  to  the  railroad 
company  by  adding  to  the  court  ti'ains  a  Monday  train  running  every 
week  from  South  Abington  to  Plymouth  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  return- 
ing as  court  trains  now  do. 

This  will  accommodate  all  who  attend  probate  court,  and  all 
(when  there  are  any)  who  attend  insolvency  courts.  Adjourned 
meetings  of  count}^  commissioners  can  also  be  fixed  for  Mondays, 
when  they  are  held  at  Plymouth.  Lawyers  and  others  having  titles 
to  examine  can  generally  choose  their  time  within  reasonable  limits. 
It  is  rare  that  there  is  a  pressing  need  of  haste  ;  and  in  all  ordinary 
cases  Monday  will  be  selected  b}^  persons  coming  from  these  southern 
towns.  When  the  day  becomes  known,  as  it  will  be  made  known  by 
the  time-tables,  it  can  generallj'  be  selected  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  always  for  pleasure  travel.  The  summer  visitors  can 
take  Monday,  as  well  as  anj'  other  day,  for  their  pilgrimage  to  Plj^m- 
outh  ;  and  all  travel,  except  an  insignificant  fraction,  can  be  accom- 
modated.    It  seems  to  the  Board  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  to 
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ask  the  company  to  run  daily  trains  for  that  slight  fraction,  —  trains 
that,  according  to  the  testimony,  would  not  pay  one  dollar  out  of 
twenty  that  they  would  cost. 

The  Monday  train,  if  added  to  the  present  court  trains,  will  relieve 
the  special  hardship  of  the  petitioners,  and  will  furnish  reasonable 
accommodation  for  their  towns.  We  accordingly  recommend  the 
company  to  run  such  trains,  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience  of 
the  public.

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APPLICATION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN  OF  BOS- 
TON, THAT  ALL  STEAM  RAILWAY  TRACKS  CROSS- 
ING CHARLES  RIVER  AND  WARREN  AVENUES,  IN 
CHARLESTOWN,  BE  PLACED  AT  A  PROPER  ELEVA- 
TION ABOVE  THE  ROADWAYS  OF  THOSE  AVENUES. 

The  petition  was  opposed  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  by 
the  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  &  Elevator  Company,  by  the  Common- 
wealth as  interested  in  the  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad,  by  the  Navy 
Department  on  behalf  of  navj^-yard  interests,  by  various  wharf  own- 
ers, and  by  leading  citizens  living  in  Charlestown,  who  objected  to 
the  proposed  structure  as  unsightly  and  dangerous. 

The  first  question  is  whether  this  Board  has  jurisdiction.  And 
this  question  arises  on  account  of  an  error  in  compiling  the  railroad 
laws  in  1874.  Chapter  262  of  the  Acts  of  1872  provides  that  if  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  in  which  a 
way  is  crossed  by  a  railroad,  or  the  directors  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany, desire  to  have  the  method  of  crossing  changed,  such  a  change 
may  be  ordered  b}'  the  county  commissioners.  The  party  bj'  whom 
the  order  shall  be  carried  into  effect,  and  the  division  of  expense 
incurred  in  making  the  change,  are  to  be  decided  by  a  special  com- 
mission. As  the  Municipal  Board  in  Boston  and  Nantucket  is  identi- 
cal with  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  it  was  provided  that  in 
Suffolk  and  Nantucket  the  Railroad  Commissioners  should  perform 
the  duty  elsewhere  required  of  count}'  commissioners.  Instead  of 
repealing  this  enactment,  the  Act  of  1874  simply  provides,  "Duties 
devolved  upon  the  county  commissioners  by  reference  or  appeal 
from  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen,  shall,  in  cases  arising 
in  said  city  (Boston),  devolve  upon  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners." Four  alterations  are  made  1.  Nantucket  is  excluded  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  in  case  of  proposed  change.  This  was 
intentional.  (See  p.  5,  Notes  on  Draft  of  Bill.)  2.  Chelsea,  Re- 
vere and  Winthrop  are  also  excluded.  There  was  good  reason  for 
this  ;  but  it  does  not  appear  from  the  notes  that  it  was  intended.  3. 
The  power  of  petitioning  seems  to  be  taken  away  from  railroad  cor- 
porations, so  far  as  crossings  in  Boston  are  concerned.  This  was 
probably  by  inadvertence.  4.  Instead  of  a  request  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  the  Act  speaks  of  "  reference  or  appeal  from  the 
mayor  and  aldermen."  The  respondents  deny  that  this  is  a  reference 
from  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Although  the  woixl  is  not  well  chosen, 
it  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  it  does  cover  this  case.  It  cannot 
be  supposed  that  the  city  of  Boston,  with  a  hundred  or  more  grade- 
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crossings,  was  intended  to  be  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  a  sec- 
tion so  important.  But,  if  the  construction  contended  for  is  correct, 
then  every  other  municipality  in  the  State  can  go  to  a  tribunal  com- 
petent to  grant  a  separation  of  grades,  and  thus  to  secure  additional 
safety ;  but  this  city  has  no  such  tribunal.  This  cannot  have  been 
the  intention  of  the  Legislature.  The  compiler  states  that  "  section 
5  expresses  the  existing  law  in  all  respects,  except  when  otherwise 
indicated  in  these  notes."  The  committee  that  reported  the  bill 
declare  that  no  changes  have  been  made,  "except  where  they  were' 
needed  to  make  the  different  portions  of  the  Act  harmonious." 
(House  Document  480,  1874.)  The  new  Act  was  intended  to  be  a 
mere  compilation  ;  and,  unless  a  change  of  law  is  plainly  indicated,  it 
is  presumed  to  be  unchanged.  The  word  "appeal"  refers  to  pro- 
ceedings under  section  126  ;  but  the  word  "  reference"  means  noth- 
iiig,  unless  it  means  a  request  from  the  aldermen. 

It  was  also  argued  by  one  respondent  that  the  words  "location, 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation,"  in  the  first  clause  of  sec- 
tion 5,  qualified  the  jurisdiction  given  in  the  last  clause,  and  that 
the  proposed  change  was  neither  location,  construction,  maintenance 
nor  operation.  Another  opponent  of  the  petition  argued  that  these 
words  do  include  such  a  change  as  is  asked,  and  that  they  give 
original  and  final  jurisdiction  to  the  aldermen  of  Boston.  It  seems 
clear  to  the  Board  that  neither  of  these  words  applies  to  a  separation 
of  grades  ;  but  it  is  equally  clear  that  they  do  not  limit  the  jurisdic- 
tion given  in  the  final  clause.  The  first  eleven  lines  of  section  5  are 
a  re-enactment  of  certain  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes.  The 
last  lines  were  intended  as  a  re-enactment  (with  a  slight  change)  of 
section  3  of  chapter  262  of  1872  ;  and  so  it  appeared  to  this  Board 
when  the  compilation  of  1878  was  made,  as  is  shown  by  the  marginal 
note  on  p.  9.  The  Board,  thei-efore,  has  carefully  considered  the 
application  on  its  merits. 

The  grade-crossings  which  the  city  government  wishes  to  discon- 
tinue are  objectionable  and  dangerous,  as  all  such  crossings  are  ;  and 
these  are  made  more  dangerous  by  the  great  increase  of  travel.  But 
there  is  a  wide  difference  between  granting  a  new  grade-crossing,  and 
refusing  to  discontinue  an  old  one,  especially  when  great  expense  has 
been  incurred  on  the  faith  of  its  continuance.  The  present  crossings 
have  been  used  without  objection  for  man}'  years.  For  a  long  period, 
when  the  ice  trade  was  most  prosperous,  they  were  used  as  much 
as  they  are  likely  to  be  used  for  many  years.  And  the  Dock  & 
Elevator  Company  has  expended  and  is  expending  large  sums  in  the 
expectation  that  they  will  continue.  The  promoters  of  that  enter- 
prise say  that  they  would  be  obliged  to  relinquish  it  if  this  scheme 
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were  carried  out.  Certainly  tliey  would  not  have  engaged  in  it  had 
they  foreseen  that  the  proposed  change  would  be  made.  By  legisla- 
tion in  1879  and  1880  they  secured  the  right  to  establish  their  ele- 
vator and  warehouses  and  docks  in  this  spot,  and  to  connect  them  with 
the  tracks  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  And  bj'  placing  the  regulation 
of  the  crossing  of  the  streets  in  the  hands  of  the  city  government, 
it  was  implied  that  they  were  to  be  so  crossed.  The  General  Court 
of  1879  had  in  mind  the  danger  arising  from  the  crossing  of  streets 
at  grade.  The}"  might  have  forbidden  it ;  but  the}'  preferred  to  secure 
safetj'  by  giving  an  unlimited  power  of  regulation  to  the  mayor  and 
aldermen.  Certainly,  the  grantees  of  that  charter  had  a  right  to 
believe  that  the}'  would  be  allowed  to  cross  at  grade.  On  account  of 
this  provision  of  the  Act  of  1879,  this  is  very  different  from  ordinary 
cases  of  a  grade-crossing.  In  such  cases,  only  two  precautions  can 
be  required  by  municipal  authorities,  —  the  maintenance  of  a  flag- 
man and  of  a  gate.  In  this  case  any  additional  precaution  may  be 
required,  and  the  speed  and  hours  of  running  are  absolutely  in  the 
control  of  the  city  authorities. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed  improvement  to  be  shared  between  the 
city  and  the  railroad  company  would  be  very  great.  But  if  this  were 
the  only  objection  it  might  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  argument  of 
increased  safety.  The  hindrance  of  business  and  the  delay  of  traffic 
are  far  more  serious  difficulties.  The  only  plan  laid  before  the  Board 
by  the  petitioners  proposed  an  ascent  of  fifteen  feet  on  an  inclined 
plane  of  three  hundred  feet,  and  a  descent  of  the  same  character. 
This,  however,  would  only  give  a  headway  of  thirteen  feet,  with  a 
thickness  of  two  feet  for  the  bridge.  But  in  such  thoroughfares  as 
these  such  limited  headway  would  not  be  satisfactory.  A  headway 
of  fifteen  and  an  ascent  of  seventeen  feet  would  be  needed.  Even  on 
such  a  grade  as  would  be  necessary  it  is  possible  to  force  traffic,  but 
at  such  cost  and  with  such  inconvenience  and  delay  as  to  render  the 
enterprise  of  the  Dock  &  Elevator  Company  a  failure.  The  entire 
weight  of  testimony  shows  that  whether  this  sharp  ascent  and  de- 
scent be  adopted,  or  whether  the  rise  be  made  more  gradual,  as  it 
would  have  to  be,  the  result  would  be  disastrous  to  the  business  pro- 
posed to  be  carried  on.  The  arguments  of  the  railroad  company  and 
of  the  dock  company  were  re-enforced  by  the  appeals  of  adjacent 
wharf-owners,  who  testified  that  their  facilities  for  doing  business 
would  be  in  a  great  part  destroyed,  and  the  value  of  their  property 
greatly  diminished.  To  their  evidence  was  added  the  protests  of 
numerous  business  men  who  believed  that  such  a  structure,  as  pro- 
posed, crossing  the  main  thoroughfares  of  Charlestown,  would  drive 
away  and  keep  away  residents,  and  reduce  the  value  of  real  estate. 
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If  this  were  a  question  between  the  inconvenience  and  danger  of 
such  crossings,  and  the  loss  of  important  business  by  elevating  the 
road,  it  would  not  necessarily^  follow  that  the  tracks  must  be  elevated. 
Absolute  safety  must  sometimes  yield  to  the  necessities  of  traffic. 
There  is  a  balance  to  be  struck  between  different  inconveniences. 
All  travel  is  attended  with  some  danger.  And  it  has  been  well  said 
by  a  great  authoritj',  "  One  can  buy  gold  too  dear;  "  for,  if  every 
known  precaution  is  taken  regardless  of  cost,  it  ma}'  not  paj'^  to  work 
a  railway  at  all.  And,  if  the  sole  question  were  between  the  grade- 
crossing  and  the  elevated  railroad,  the  Board  would  have  to  consider 
the  strong  implication  of  legislative  consent  to  a  grade-ci'ossing  in 
this  place,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made. 

But  this  case  does  not  present  this  simple  question.  It  is  possible 
to  carry  the  highvva^'s  over  the  railroad,  and  fortunately  the  situation 
of  the  land  is  such  that  the  tracks  can  be  lowered,  and  in  that  way 
aid  in  that  method  of  separating  grades.  The  possibilit}'  of  doing 
this  at  an  expense  not  inordinate  appears  from  plans  and  reports  of 
the  city  engineer.  In  speaking  of  the  cost,  the  Board,  of  course, 
refers  only  to  the  expense  of  separating  the  grade.  Any  needed 
expenditure  for  repairs  or  widening  either  or  both  bridges,  demanded 
by  their  present  condition  or  by  the  increase  of  travel,  is  independent 
of  this  question,  and  should  not  be  charged  to  the  call  for  an  over- 
head crossing.  The  details  as  to  the  method  of  carrying  the  high- 
ways over  the  railroad  tracks  are  not  before  the  Board  under  this 
form  of  petition.  And  the  Board,  under  this  petition,  has  no  power 
to  require  that  mode  of  separating  the  grades.  If  the  whole  subject 
had  been  submitted,  it  would  have  been  within  our  jurisdiction  to 
direct  overhead  crossings.  But  the  cit}-,  as  was  its  right,  has 
specified  the  method  of  alteration  that  it  desires,  and  confined  us  to  a 
decision  for  or  against  that  request.  The  Board  can  only  grant  or 
refuse  that  method.  Yet  it  is  one  good  reason  for  refusing  it,  that 
the  Board  believes  that  there  is  a  better  method.  For  the  same 
reason  the  Board  has  nothing  to  say  as  to  the  plan  of  crossing  the 
river  and  the  railroad  by  a  bridge  from  Charlestown  Square  over 
Causeway  Street.  It  is  not  before  us  ;  and,  if  it  were,  such  an  order 
would  seem  a  stretch  of  the  authoritj'  of  this  Board. 

Believing  that  the  proposed  change  would,  by  its  cost  and  incon- 
venience, and  especially  bj-  its  hindrance  to  business,  be  productive 
of  vastly  more  harm  than  good,  and  believing  that  the  desired  end 
can  be  reached  in  a  better  way,  the  Board  declines  to  direct  the 
alteration  of  crossings  requested  by  the  cit}'. 

The  question  has  been  argued  and  considered  upon  the  supposition 
that  section  96  gives  power  to  change  the  grade  of  a  railroad  upon 
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proper  petition,  when  it  is  found  necessary  for  the  security  or  con- 
venience of  the  public.  And  tliis  seems  to  have  been  assumed  by 
the  numerous  counsel  for  various  remonstrants.  But  the  decision  in 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company  v.  County  Commissioners  of 
Hampden,  116  Mass.  73,  renders  this  extremelj^  doubtful.  It  was 
there  held  that  no  such  power  was  given  by  chapter  262  of  1872. 
Chapter  305  of  1874  was  passed  to  extend  the  power  of  commission- 
ers as  to  changing  the  location  of  ways  and  railroads  at  crossings, 
and  to  confer  the  authority  which  was  desired  in  Lancaster  v.  County 
Commissioners,  113  Mass.  100  (which  was  pending  when  that  Act 
was  passed).  But  this  statute  does  not,  in  words,  give  the  power  to 
change  a  railroad  grade.  As  the  words,  "  Alteration  in  the  method 
of  crossing,"  in  the  Act  of  1872,  do  not  give  that  power,  it  would 
seem  not  to  be  derived  from  the  same  words  in  the  Act  of  1874. 
Authority  to  change  location  does  not  necessarily  imply  authority  to 
change  grade.  It  may  be  argued  that  power  to  change  the  method 
of  crossing  taken  in  connection  with  power  to  change  location,  which 
might  necessitate  change  of  grade,  confers  that  authority.  But  the 
reasoning  of  the  Court  in  116  Mass.  would  seem  to  apply  to  such  a 
case  as  this,  although  the  Court  declined  to  pass  upon  the  question, 
because  chapter  .805  of  1874  did  not  apply  to  pending  cases  (p.  81). 
In  this  case  the  parties  have  desired  the  opinion  of  the  Board  upon 
the  merits,  and  it  is  such  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  decide  whether  the 
proposed  order  could  legally  be  passed.

PETITION  OF  SAMUEL  T.  DAMON  AND  OTHERS  FOR  A 
CHANGE  OF  TIME  OF  RUNNINC  THE  WORKING-

A  SIMILAR  request  was  fully  considered  in  December,  1880,  and  was 

refused  for  reasons  then  set  forth  (Twelfth  Annual  Report,  p.  227). 

A   rehearing   was    asked,   and    given   solely   because    some   of  the 

petitioners  wrongly   supposed   that   the^-  had  suffered  from  defects 

in  the  form  of  petition  and  the  mode  of  obtaining  signatures.     At 

the  second  hearing  the  same  facts  and  arguments  were  presented  ou 

both  sides.     And  for  the  reasons  given  before,  the  Board  declines  to 

grant  the  prayer  of  this  petition.

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PETITION  OF  MATTHEW  BOLLES  AND  OTHERS   v.  BOS- 
TON &  PROVIDENCE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  was  a  request  from  certain  residents  near  Spring-street  Sta- 
tion, on  the  "West  Rosbur^-  branch  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Rail- 
road, that  the  morning  and  evening  express  trains  between  Dedham 
and  Boston  should  stop  at  that  station. 

Tlie  testimonj^  did  not  show  a  state  of  facts  calling  for  such  a 
recommendation.  Of  course,  it  would  be  pleasant  to  have  stops  made 
at  all  the  stations.  The  sentiment  expressed  by  a  witness  at  another 
hearing  was  natural  and  amiable  :  "  It  is  desirable  to  have  an  express 
train,  and  to  have  it  stop  at  all  the  stations."  It  need  not  be  said 
that  this  is  impossible.  If  on  a  re-arrangement  of  the  time-table  it 
should  be  found  desirable  to  stop  at  Spring  Street,  the  Commission- 
ers would  be  pleased  to  know  that  the  petitioners  were  accommo- 
dated. But  on  the  testimony  the  Board  must  decline  to  make  any 
recommendation .

PETITION   OF  J.  W.  ROLLINS  AND  OTHERS  v.   BOSTON 
&  PROVIDENCE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  petition  asks  tlie  Board  to  recommend  that  the  express  train 
leaving  Dedham  for  Boston  at  7.55  a.m.,  and  the  express  train  leav- 
ing Boston  at  6  p.m.,  may  stop  at  Highland  station.  Considering 
the  number  of  season-ticket  holders  who  take  the  cars  at  this  point, 
as  compared  with  those  at  other  stations  where  stops  are  made,  the 
Board  thinks  the  request  reasonable  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  if  the 
number  of  season-ticket  holders  from  this  point  had  been  known  to 
the  management,  such  stops  would  have  been  ordered  originally. 

The  returns  of  sales  of  tickets  are,  as  the  president  stated,  decep- 
tive, showing  too  manj^  passengers  from  West  Roxbury,  and  too  few 
from  Highland  station. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  request  of  the  petitioners  be 
granted,  and  that  the  express  trains  above  named  may  stop  at  High- 
land station.

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PETITION  OF  ALBERT  HALE  AND  OTHERS  FOR  FACIL- 
ITIES FOR  LEAVING  TRAINS  ON  THE  BOSTON  & 
PROVIDENCE  RAILROAD,  NEAR  THE  BOSTON  &  AL- 
BANY  CROSSING. 

This  was  an  application  from  more  than  lift}'  season-ticket  holders, 
chiefly  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Latin  and  English  High  Schools, 
asking  that  a  recommendation  be  made  to  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad  Company  to  construct  a  platform  and  steps  near  the  inter- 
section of  their  road  with  the  Boston  &  Albany,  in  Boston,  so  that 
passengers  b}'  inward  trains  might  leave  the  cars  with  comfort  and 
safety.  The  schoolhouse  is  only  a  few  minutes'  walk  from  this  point, 
and  many  of  the  petitioners  now  leave  the  cars  there.  This  is  also 
the  practice  of  many  workmen  who  arrive  by  an  early  train  ;  but  they 
have  expressed  no  desire  in  the  matter.  The  Boston  &  Providence 
station  is  sixteen  hundred  feet  from  the  crossing,  and  twenty-two 
hundred,  feet  from  Yarmouth  Street,  where  these  passengers  leave. 
By  so  doing  they  save  the  time  consumed  in  going  thence  to  the 
station  ;  and  they  also  save  four  minutes  which  represent  the  differ- 
ence of  distance  from  the  station  to  the  schoolhouse  and  the  distance 
from  this  point  to  the  schoolhouse.  About  a  hundred  and  fifty 
passengers  now  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  leaving  the 
ti^ains  at  this  place,  and  the  numbers  would  be  increased  to  two  hun- 
dred, at  least,  if  the  proposed  facilities  were  furnished. 

The  views  of  the  petitioners  wei-e  fully  and  ably  presented  by  Mr. 
Hale  and  others.  The  desired  facilities  would  undoubtedly  be  a  con- 
venience ;  and  they  would  be  regarded  as  of  more  than  their  real 
value.  For  it  is  annoying  for  any  passenger  to  be  unable  to  leave 
when  the  train  stops  near  his  place  of  destination,  and  to  be  carried 
beyond  it.  A  short  walk  back  is  more  objectionable  than  a  longer 
walk  in  another  direction.  And  it  is  probably  this  feeling,  rather 
than  regard  for  the  intrinsic  value  of  their  time,  which  leads  so  many 
young  persons  to  leave  the  train  at  this  dangerous  place.  But  this 
convenience  does  not  constitute  such  a  need  as  would  justifj^  this 
Board  in  recommending,  or  the  corporation  in  establishing,  a  stop- 
ping-place so  dangerous  as  the  proposed  station  would  be.  It  would 
be  a  station  in  the  middle  of  a  railroad  j^ard,  at  a  spot  crossed  by 
two  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred  and  seventy- five  locomotives 
every  day.  A  passenger  leaving  the  train,  if  he  goes  west,  must 
cross  a  track.  Going  east  he  must  cross  five  tracks  ;  and  most  per- 
sons leaving  at  this  point  have  occasion  to  go  east. 

It  is  true  that  the  passengers  who  were  represented  at  the  hearing 
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come  at  a  time  when  it  is  rare  for  trains  or  engines  to  pass.  But 
the  construction  of  a  platform  is  what  the  law  calls  an  "  invitation" 
for  passengers  hy  any  train  to  leave.  All  trains  are  compelled  by 
law  to  stop  at  this  point,  and  the  platform  and  steps  would  be  an 
inducement  for  any  one  to  leave  any  train.*  It  can  hardly  be 
doubted  that  a  jury  would  find,  and  would  be  warranted  in  finding,  in 
case  of  accident,  that  the  company  was  guilty  of  culpable  negligence 
in  leading  its  passengers  into  such  a  peril.  If  this  be  so,  this  Board 
would  not  be  warranted  in  sanctioning  the  establishment  of  a  station 
so  dangerous. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  danger  might  be  lessened  by  placing  the 
platform  on  the  west  side  of  the  tracks,  with  a  stairwaj^  and  a  bridge 
leading  to  the  easterly  side  of  the  track.  This  would  diminish  the 
danger,  but  would  not  remove  it.  The  "third  track"  would  still 
remain  to  be  crossed.  And  it  is  doubtful  whether  all  passengers 
would  use  the  bridge.  The  3-ounger  ones  especially  would  be  likely 
to  prefer  the  more  direct  route  with  less  ascent.  And  this  has 
proved  to  be  the  case  where  an  attempt  to  lessen  danger  by  like 
structures  has  been  made  at  other  places. 

It  was  ingeniously  argued,  that,  if  this  is  a  dangerous  point,  the 
Boston  &  Providence  Company  is  wrong  in  not  preventing  passengers 
from  leaving  the  cars  ;  and  that,  as  they  do  not  prevent  it,  they  are 
bound  to  furnish  a  safe  and  convenient  stopping-place.  But  the 
company"  cannot  furnish  a  safe  station,  and  it  has  done  its  best  to 
warn  passengers  not  to  use  this  crossing  as  a  station.  No  eflfectual 
way  of  preventing  persons  from  leaving  the  trains  at  this  point  has 
been  suggested.  But,  because  the  company  cannot  always  prevent 
travellers  from  voluntarily  risking  their  limbs  and  lives,  it  does  not 
follow  that  it  ought  to  tempt  them  into  danger. 

For  the  reasons  stated,  the  Board  declines  to  give  the  recommen- 
dation desired.

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COMPLAINT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  WEBSTER  RELA- 
TIVE TO  THE  STATION  OF  NORWICH  &  WORCESTER 
RAILROAD   AT   NORTH   WEBSTER. 

The  Board,  having  given  notice  to  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Rail- 
road Company  and  to  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Com- 
panj-,  viewed  the  premises,  and  heard  the  parties  on  April  26.  Action 
has  been  delayed  in  the  hope  that  the  object  of  the  petitioners  might 
be  accomplished  by  negotiation.  Tlie  need  of  a  station  is  apparent. 
The  condition  of  the  premises  used  for  a  station  is  disgraceful.  And 
the  Board  recommends  to  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company 
that  imemdiate  steps  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  a  station  at 
North  Webster  such  as  the  needs  of  the  communit}'  demand.

duty."  The  Board  has  since  been  informed  that  the  necessary  steps 
have  been  taken  to  provide  a  suitable  station.] 


PETITION    OF    THE    CITY    OF    HOLYOKE    FOR    TRAIN 
ACCOMMODATION   AT   INGLESIDE. 

This  was  a  petition  by  the  city  government  of  Hol3'oke  asking 
the  Board  to  recommend  that  two  daily  trains  to  and  from  the  city, 
on  the  Hol3oke  &  Westfield  Railroad,  may  stop  at  Ingleside  near  the 
orphanage  and  hospital  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  The 
road  is  ten  miles  long,  and  is  operated  under  a  perpetual  lease  by 
the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company.  It  has  no  way  station. 
Ingleside  is  about  three  miles  from  Holyoke.  A  hotel  once  stood 
there,  and  a  flag  station  was  established  there,  but  not  for  five  years. 
The  institution  is  a  charitable  one,  and  relieves  without  charge  the 
destitute  who  are  sicl?:,  or  suffering  from  casualties.  There  is  no 
other  hospital  in  the  cit3%  except  a  branch  of  this.  The  inmates  of 
the  house  now  number  a  hundred  and  twentj^-five  patients  and  chil- 
dren. 

The  railroad  company  has  declined  to  stop  trains  at  this  place ; 
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and  it  is  necessary  to  hire  private  conveyance,  which  costs  two  dol- 
lars or  two  dollars  and  a  half.  Many  friends  of  the  patients  now  visit 
them,  and  it  is  said  that  many  more  would  do  so  but  for  the  expense. 
It  was  also  testified  that  trains  running  to  this  spot  at  reasonable  rates 
of  fare  would  be  largely  used  for  purposes  of  health  and  recreation. 
The  Sisters  offer  to  pay  for  the  station  and  signal. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  urged  that  this  is  an  inconvenient  place 
for  stopping  trains,  the  grade  being  seventy  feet  to  a  mile  ;  and  it  was 
said  that  each  stop  would  cost  a  dollar,  and  that  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers would  not  paj^  for  this  cost. 

In  deciding  this  question  the  Board  remembers,  what  is  often  quoted 
but  very  often  forgotten  by  railroad  managers,  that  railroad  compa- 
nies are  public  corporations,  owing  duties  to  the  public  in  return  for 
great  privileges  conferred  upon  them.  It  is  by  no  means  a  conclu- 
sive answer  to  the  request  for  any  new  accommodation  to  saj'  that  it 
■^ill  not  pay  its  expenses.  Stops  must  sometimes  be  made,  and 
trains  must  be  run,  which  do  not  pay  for  their  cost.  And  this  is  not 
only  required  by  the  spirit  of  the  law,  but  is  recognized  as  good  rail- 
road polic3\ 

In  this  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  where  a  charitable  insti- 
tution of  this  character  and  size  is  situated  on  a  railroad  having  no 
way  stations,  and  three  miles  from  a  thriving  and  growing  city  like 
Holyoke,  public  convenience  and  accommodation  require  that  a 
reasonable  number  of  stops  should  be  made  near  it.  And  there  is 
reason  to  hope  that  the  number  of  passengers  availing  themselves  of 
the  facilities  afforded  will  pay  the  cost  of  granting  them.  This,  how- 
ever, can  only  be  ascertained  by  experiment ;  and  it  cannot  be  fairly 
tried  unless  a  reasonable  rate  of  fare  is  established.  The  general 
rule  which  makes  the  rate  of  passage  to  a  flag  station  the  same  as  to 
the  next  station  bej^ond  would  not  be  just  or  wise  in  this  case.  To 
require  the  same  fare  for  three  miles  as  for  ten  would  repel  passengers, 
and  would  be  bad  policy. 

The  Board  recommends  that  a  flag  station  be  established  at  Ingle- 
side  near  the  hospital  and  home ;  that  two  trains  passing  each  way 
daily  shall  be  stopped  there  ;  that  at  present  they  shall  be  the  trains 
leaving  Holyoke  at  11.05  a.m.  and  5.42  p.m.,  and  those  leaving 
Westfield  at  12.52  p.m.  and  8.16  p.m.  And  it  is  further  recommended 
that  the  fare  between  Holyoke  and  Ingleside  be  not  more  than  ten 
cents.

SELECTMEN  OF  NORTHAMPTON  v.  CONNECTICUT  RIVER 
RAILROAD  COMPANY,  NEW  HAVEN  &  NORTHAMP- 
TON COMPANY  AND  MASSACHUSETTS  CENTRAL 
RAILROAD    COMPANY. 

This  was  a  petition  and  complaint  (1)  asking  the  Board  to  recom- 
mend a  union  passenger  station  for  the  three  roads  at  Northampton  ; 
(2)  complaining  that  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Companj'  uses 
Main  Street  improperly  in  switching  and  making  up  freight  trains, 
that  the  passenger  station  is  too  near  Main  Street,  and  that  conse- 
quently the  engines  endanger  travel ;  also  complaining  that  the 
freight  depot  is  too  near  said  street,  thereby  increasing  the  switching 
thereon;  (3)  that  where  both  roads  cross  the  street  each  company 
has  a  pair  of  gates  which  are  managed  independently  of  the  other, 
one  being  open  while  the  other  is  shut,  thus  inviting  the  public  to  a 
place  of  danger.  The  hearing  was  had  at  Northampton,  July  13, 
and  the  result  is  here  given. 

1 .  The  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  Company  was  not  repre- 
sented ;  but  the  presidents  of  the  other  companies  stated  that  each 
had  offered  the  use  of  its  tracks  and  station  to  this  company,  and  it 
seems  clear  that  the  offer  of  one  or  the  other  will  be  accepted. 

2.  The  parties  have  heretofore  offered  to  connect  their  stations  by 
an  arcade,  which  will  afford  a  convenient  method  for  interchanging 
passengers  and  luggage,  and  which  will  be  in  some  respects  better 
than  the  use  of  one  building. '  They  propose  to  do  the  necessary 
work  promptl}'.  And  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  this  will  furnish 
reasonable  accommodation  to  the  public.  In  reaching  this  conclusion, 
some  regard  is  had  to  the  fact  that  there  will  be  little  interchange  of 
traffic  between  the  roads,  which  are  not  largely  feeders  of  each  other, 
but  parallel  and  rival  routes.  And  the  Board  is  farther  impressed  by 
the  fact  that  when  the  question  of  a  union  station  was  regularly  before 
the  last  General  Court,  by  petition,  leave  to  withdraw  was  unanimously 
recommended  bj'  the  Railroad  Committee,  and  the  report  was  accepted 
b}'  the  two  branches.  If  the  final  result  had  been  reached  after  de- 
bate and  a  division,  we  should  hardly  have  been  asked  to  revise  a 
decision  by  the  Legislature,  —  the  only  body  which  can  give  a  bind- 
ing decision.  Nor  is  the  case  of  the  petitioners  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  their  request  was  refused  unanimously,  and  without  protest. 
The  Board  recommends  that  the  two  corporations  carry  out  at  once 
their  plans  for  uniting  the  stations  ;  and,  pending  their  action,  no  fur- 
ther recommendation  is  made  upon  this  point. 

3.  As  to  the  annoyance  caused  by  switching  and  making  up  trains 
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across  Main  Street,  no  testimon}-  was  offered  b}-  the  petitioners,  ex- 
cept the  evidence  furnished  by  a  view,  which  shows  that  there  must 
be  anno^^ance  both  from  switching,  and  from  the  standing  of  engines 
near  the  street.  The  president  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton 
Company  admitted  that  the  street  was  obstructed  for  forty-five  to 
fort3'--eight  minutes  during  the  day.  If  the  street  is  used  with  cars 
or  engines  for  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  even  necessarily,  or 
if  it  is  unnecessarily  used,  the  corporation  is  liable  to  a  penalty. 
The  selectmen  can  proceed  at  once  before  the  court,  if  a  case  can  be 
proved.  Or  if  it  is  shown  to  the  Board  that  this  law  is  violated,  and 
if  the  company  continues  to  violate  it,  the  case  will  be  sent  to  the 
attorne3'-general  for  prosecution.  In  the  absence  of  proof  that  any 
unlawful  use  has  been  made  of  the  street,  the  Board  can  do  nothing. 
The  changes  already  made,  and  those  about  to  be  made,  will  relieve 
the  public  from  much  annoj'ance.  When  the  connecting  traclc  be- 
tween the  roads  has  been  fallen  out,  and  tlie  tank  has  been  removed 
to  the  southern  end  of  the  station,  there  will  be  less  obstruction  and 
danger  at  tlie  crossing. 

4.  There  is  no  evidence  that  would  wai-rant  the  Board  in  recom- 
mending the  removal  of  the  freight  house  of  the  New  Haven  & 
Northampton  Company  farther  north,  especially  when  it  is  considered 
that  it  was  located  by  law  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  company, 
and  in  obedience  to  the  desire  of  the  people  of  Northampton  and 
their  representatives.  At  all  events,  it  is  desirable  to  await  the  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  mode  of  doing  business  at  this  place  before 
further  considering  this  subject. 

5.  The  use  of  two  sets  of  gates,  one  of  which  was  open  while  the 
other  set  was  closed,  has  been  a  source  of  danger.  Happily,  the  par- 
ties agreed,  in  presence  of  the  Board,  to  direct,  that,  when  one  set  of 
gates  is  closed,  the  other  shall  be  closed  also.  This  removes  the 
heretofore  existing  cause  of  danger,  and  completelj^  answers  the  pur- 
pose of  the  petitioners.  There  is,  therefore,  no  need  for  any  action 
on  this  point.  The  Board  is  confident  that  this  and  all  other  engage- 
ments made  by  the  two  companies  will  be  carried  out  in  good  faith. 
And  the  Commissioners  are  also  confident  that  the  new  and  improved 
relations  of  the  managers  of  the  two  corporations  will  result  in 
benefit,  not  only  to  these  companies,  but  to  the  public.

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PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  SHARON  FOR  THE 
RESTORATION  OF  A  DISCONTINUED  TRAIN  ON  THE 
BOSTON    &   PROVIDENCE   RAILROAD. 

This  was  a  petition,  founded  on  the  request  of  many  citizens,  that 
the  tra;in  formerly  running  from  Mansfield  to  Canton  Junction  at  6.45 
A.M.,  and  discontinued  Oct.  1,  may  be  restored  ;  and  that  such  train, 
or  its  equivalent,  may  be  run  through  the  year. 

Testimony  was  given  to  show  that  the  want  of  an  early  train  had 
long  hindered  the  growth  of  Sharon  ;  that  at  one  time  its  population 
was  fast  reduced,  in  spite  of  its  great  advantages  as  a  residence; 
that  the  town  is  now  growing ;  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  its  best 
citizens,  its  rapid  increase  is  only  prevented  by  the  want  of  an  early 
train  running  all  the  year. 

In  repl}^  it  was  shown  that  the  early  train,  which  ran  during  the 
last  season,  did  not  pay  its  expenses  ;  and  that  it  was  necessary  to 
run  the  train  from  Mansfield,  and  back,  —  a  distance  of  twenty  miles, 
—  in  order  to  carry  Sharon  passengers  three  and  a  half  miles.  It 
was  also  said  that  when  an  early  train  was  run,  at  a  former  time,  it 
was  not  remunerative,  and  did  not  increase  the  business  or  popula- 
tion of  the  town.  But  it  was  shown  that  this  train  was  run  at  a  very 
early  and  inconvenient  hour. 

The  petitioners  claimed  that  although  the  train,  if  put  on,  would 
not  at  once  pay  for  itself,  yet  it  should  be  maintained,  first,  as  an 
accommodation  fairl}'  due  to  the  people  ;  and,  secondly,  that  in  the 
final  result  it  would  be  profitable  to  the  railroad  company,  because  it 
would  build  up  the  town.  They  referred  to  the  beauty  and  healthful- 
ness  of  Sharon,  to  its  nearness  to  Boston,  and  to  the  fact  that  few,  if 
any,  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  the  capital  are  so  poorly  provided  with 
early  trains. 

Some  striking  facts  were  given  to  maintain  these  positions.  One 
employer  testified,  that,  when  he  moved  to  Sharon,  seven  of  his  em- 
ployes went  with  him,  and  occupied  houses  which  he  built  for  them. 
Five  of  them  had  been  obliged  to  leave  for  want  of  an  early  train 
which  would  enable  them  to  attend  their  business  in  Boston.  All 
had  families.  Another  witness  testified  that  of  nine  business  men  — 
several  having  families  — "who  used  to  come  in  and  go  out  in  the  train 
with  him,  eight  had  left  the  town  for  the  same  reason.  And  there 
was  testimony  that  business  men  with  families  had  desired  to  live 
in  Sharon,  but  were  unable  to  do  so  for  want  of  the  train  asked  for, 
or  its  equivalent. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  to  be  a  case  where  the  interests  of  the  public

and  of  the  railroad  are  identical,  and  where  a  trivial  and  temporary 
loss  will  be  soon  rewarded  hy  a  profitable  business.     And  the  Board 
earnestly  recommends  to  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Company 
to  promptly  restore  and  maintain  the  discontinued  train.

PETITION   OF   L.    D.    WELBY   AND    OTHERS    FOR   A   RE- 
DUCTION  OF    STREET   RAILWAY   FARES   IN    BOSTON. 

The  petition  of  Lawrence  D.  Welby  and  others,  asking  a  reduc- 
tion of  fares  on  the  street  railways  from  point  to  point  within  the 
cit3^  of  Boston,  was  heard  on  Sept.  20  and  subsequent  days,  and  con- 
cluded on  Nov.  1. 

The  petition  is  founded  on  section  34  of  chapter  381  of  the  Acts  of 
1874.  This  provides  that  on  the  petition  of  the  municipal  authori- 
ties or  of  fifty  legal  voters  of  any  place,  this  Board  ma}^  revise  the 
rates  of  fare  of  any  street  railway,  provided  that  the  fare  shall  not  be 
so  reduced  as  to  yield  an  income  of  less  than  ten  per  centum  upon  the 
actual  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  road  and  the  purchase  of  prop- 
erty' for  its  necessarj'  use. 

The  investigation  w^as  chiefly  directed  to  the  affairs  of  the  Metro- 
politan and  Middlesex  Companies,  and  the  decisions  in  those  cases 
explain  all. 

In  the  case  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  as  in  the  other 
cases,  there  was  no  testimony  to  show  the  need  of  a  change,  nor  any 
to  show  a  public  demand  for  it,  except  the  sixty  signatures  to  the 
petition.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  shown  that  the  six-cent  fares  are 
not  generally  paid  by  poor  people,  but  by  transient  persons,  — 
strangers,  who  do  not  wish  to  buy  tickets  which  they  may  not  have 
occasion  to  use.  They  are  also  paid  hj  people  who  do  not  care  for 
small  economies,  and  who  prefer  to  relieve  their  pockets  of  small  coin 
rather  than  to  fill  them  with  tickets.  Working  men  and  women, 
especially  those  who  live  in  one  part  of  the  city  and  work  in  another, 
purchase  tickets,  and  so  have  a  five-cent  fare. 

Most  of  the  examination  was  directed  to  the  point  that  the  com- 
pany could  pay  a  ten  per  cent  dividend,  even  if  the  reduction  were 
made.  The  representative  of  the  petitioners  cross-examined  the  offi- 
cers of  the  company,  and  inspected  the  books  at  their  office  as  fully 
as  desired. 

The  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  is  $3,444,154.96,  includ- 
ing land  not  used  for  railway  purposes. 
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.  The  treasurer  testified  tliat  tliis  amount  was  intended  to  represent 
the  true  cost,  and  does  represent  it,  except  as  hereafter  set  fortli. 
He  also  testified  that  the  capital,  $1,500,000,  represents  precisely 
the  amount  of  full-paid  stock.  The  fact  which  has  more  than  once 
been  shown  was  repeated,  that  $60,000  of  stock  was  issued  in  1857, 
under  a  different  management  from  the  present,  and  that  all  that  issne 
was  recalled,  and  the  certificates  cancelled. 

It  was  claimed  that  from  the  $3,444,154.96  should  be  deducted 
(1)  the  sum  of  $60,000,  illegally  paid  in  1857  to  buy  off  a  rival  omni- 
bus line,  and  therefore  not  properly  chargeable  to  construction  ac- 
count ;  (2)  the  interest  thereon  for  twenty-four  years,  to  the  present 
time;  (3)  $13,200,  paid  in  1864  or  1865,  for  a  like  purpose,  with 
interest;  (4)  $200,000,  which  is  invested  in  real  estate  not  necessary 
for  railway  purposes. 

It  is  unnecessarj'  to  consider  whether  all  these  items  should  be  de- 
ducted ;  because,  after  deducting  them  all,  the  cost  of  construction 
and  equipment  would  still  be  so  great  that  even  without  a  reduction 
of  fare  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  company  to  earn  ten  per  cent 
on  the  amount.  It  appears  that  the  reduction  of  six-cent  fares  to 
five  would  make  it  impossible  to  earn  even  six  per  cent  on  the  cost. 
Out  of  the  twenty-eight  millions  of  passengers  carried  in  a  year,  it  is 
estimated  (and  the  estimate  is  confirmed  by  the  exact  statement  of 
another  company)  that  four  millions  pay  six  cents  rather  than  buy 
tickets  ;  so  that  the  loss  of  revenue  would  amount  to  fortj'  thousand 
dollars.  In  order  to  earn  six  per  cent  on  cost,  the  loss  would  have 
to  be  made  up  by  raising  some  other  fare,  perhaps  the  three-cent 
fare  for  children,  and  by  withdrawing  the  checks  for  completion  of 
a  trip,  which  are  now,  to  the  number  of  ten  thousand  daily,  volun- 
tarily granted  by  this  company  on  the  payment  of  six  cents.  And 
thus  a  convenient  and  desirable  privilege  would  be  withdrawn  from 
our  own  citizens,  chiefly  in  order  that  visitors  and  strangers  might  be 
relieved  from  a  payment  of  which  they  do  not  complain  as  a  burden. 
It  was  not  suggested  that  there  would  be  any  considerable  increase  of 
business  resulting  from  the  proposed  reduction.  The  case  differs  from 
a  reduction  of  fares  on  a  steam  road,  where  the  carrying  capacity 
of  the  road  is  practically''  unlimited,  and  where  business  may  often 
be  largely  increased  by  reducing  fares.  The  capacity  of  street  cars, 
and  of  streets  for  cars,  is  limited ;  and  during  the  busy  hours,  when 
people  are  most  desirous  of  using  them,  that  limit  on  some  routes 
has  been  reached. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  further  the  expediency  of  the  pro- 
posed reduction  ;  for  under  the  statute^  upon  the  evidence  at  the 
hearing,  the  Board  has  no  power  to  order  it. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Middlesex  Railroad  Company  the  petitioners 
rely  upon  legal  grounds,  and  claim  that  the  charge  of  over  five  cents 
is  illegal,  —  (1)  because  the  charter  restricts  the  road  to  five-cent 
fares  ;  (2)  because  a  condition  of  the  location  of  part  of  the  road 
compels  a  fare  of  three  cents  within  the  limits  of  Charlestown. 

It  is  true  that  tlie  original  charter  forbids  any  higher  fare  than 
five  cents ;  but  by  chapter  106  of  1874  the  Middlesex  Railroad 
Company  was  made  subject  to  the  general  laws,  and  its  charter  was 
altered  and  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  those  laws.  The  General 
Law,  chapter  381  of  1871,  gives  the  directors  power  to  establish  rates 
of  fare,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  charter,  and  to  those  set 
forth  in  sections  34  and  35.  The  charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  106 
of  1874,  contains  no  limitation.  But  it  was  claimed  b}^  the  petitioners 
that  section  35  applies  to  persons  carried  within  the  limits  of  Charles- 
town.  This  section  forbids  the  raising  of  fare  above  what  has  been 
heretofore  established  by  agreement,  made  as  a  condition  of  location, 
or  otherwise,  between  a  corporation  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
any  city,  unless  by  their  consent.  It  appeared  that  the  president 
of  the  company  offered,  in  1863,  to  carry  passengers  from  Scollay 
Square  to  Charlestown  for  three  cents.  The  offer  was  not  accepted, 
but  a  portion  of  a  location  was  granted  hy  the  aldermen,  on  condi- 
tion that  rates  within  the  limits  of  Charlestown,  on  Bunker-hill  and 
Main-street  lines,  should  not  exceed  three  cents.  The  company 
accepted  the  location,  but  refused  to  submit  to  the  condition,  and 
proposed  to  resist  it  on  legal  grounds.  The  condition  never  was 
enforced.  The  general  opinion  of  the  legal  profession  is,  that  a  muni- 
cipal board  has  no  right  to  annex  such  a  condition  to  the  grant  of  a 
location  ;  and  in  this  opinion  this  Board  concurs.  If  the  condition, 
although  improper,  had  been  agreed  to  by  the  Middlesex  Company, 
it  would  seem  that  section  35  would  have  applied,  and  that  passen- 
gers riding  on  the  specified  routes,  wholly  within  the  former  limits 
of  Charlestown,  would  be  entitled  to  a  three-cent  fare,  unless  this 
is  prevented  by  section  2,  chapter  106  of  1874.  But  the  case  shows 
no  agreement ;  and  the  whole  force  of  section  35  depends  upon  an 
"  agreement,  made  as  a  condition  of  location,  or  otherwise."  This 
company,  therefore,  has  the  same  rights  as  the  others  in  regard  to 
rates  of  fare. 

As  to  other  grounds  for  reducing  the  six-cent  fare,  it  is  enough  to 
say  that  the  cost  of  the  road  exceeds  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars  ; 
that  its  net  income  is  less  than  sixty-four  thousand  dollars,  which 
would  be  reduced  thirteen  thousand  dollars  by  the  proposed  change  ; 
and  that  its  surplus  is  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  company'' 
cannot  now  earn  an  income  of  ten  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  construe- 
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tion  and  equipment,  Jind  could  not  earn  six,  if  this  fare  were  reduced. 
The  Board,  therefore,  has  no  power  to  grant  the  application.  / 

The  representative  of  the  petitioners  moved  for  a  reasonable  allow- 
ance of  costs.  No  motion  was  made  for  the  respondents  in  this  or 
any  other  of  the  cases.  The  act  provides  that  "  the  expense  of  the 
application  shall  be  borne  by  such  part}^  as  the  said  Board  may  deter- 
mine,"    It  seems  proper  that  each  party  shall  bear  its  own  expenses.

SELECTMEN  OF  WESTON   v.   FITCHBURG   RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

This  was  an  application,  founded  on  a  petition  of  more  than  twenty 
citizens,  asking  for  a  reduction  of  fares  between  Boston  and  Stony 
Brook  and  Weston.  The  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  Company 
was,  during  the  hearing,  added  by  an  amendment,  which  was  con- 
sented to  by  both  corporations.  The  foundation  for  the  complaint 
was  the  fact  that  very  low  fares  have  been  established  between  Bos- 
ton and  Waltham  and  intermediate  stations  ;  and  it  was  charged  that 
the  companies  "unjustly  discriminated"  between  the  town  of  Wes- 
ton and  the  other  nearer  towns. 

The  price  of  a  single  ticket  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  to  Wal- 
tham, 10  miles,  is  22  cents  ;  to  Stony  Brook,  12  miles,  35  cents ;  to 
Weston,  13  miles,  40  cents.  On  the  Massachusetts  Central  the  fare 
to  Waltham  is  22  cents  ;  to  Weston,  40  cents.  In  each  case  the 
customary  reduction  of  5  cents  is  allowed  on  each  ticket  purchased 
at  the  station.  The  population  of  Waltham  is  11,711 ;  of  Weston, 
1,448.  The  whole  number  of  passengers  to  and  from  Waltham  was, 
last  year,  409,312  ;-to  and  from  Stony  Brook,  23,121  ;  to  and  from 
Weston,  7,864. 

If  the  complaint  of  "  discrimination  "  was  intended  as  a  technical 
charge  implying  a  violation  of  law,  there  is  no  foundation  for  it. 
No  law  of  this  State  requires  that  fares  shall  be  strictly  proportional 
to  distance.  No  law  forbids  the  adoption  of  low  fares  for  densely 
settled  towns  like  Waltham  within  what  is  fixed  as  a  suburban  dis- 
trict. Nor  is  it  required  that  such  low  fares  shall  be  continued  all 
along  the  line  of  the  road. 

If  such  were  the  law,  it  would  forbid  the  fixing  of  low  rates  —  in 
some  cases  as  low  as  five  cents  for  five  miles  —  by  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  furnish  workingmen  and  others  of  moderate  means,  doing 
business  in  Boston,  with  an  opportunity  to  live  more  cheaply  and 
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healthfull}'  in  the  coiintr}',  sometimes  even  going  home  at  noon  for 
dinner,  and  thus  improving  on  the  idea  of  "  workingmen's  trains." 
This  experiment  is  now  in  progress,  and  much  is  hoped  from  it. 
The  Board  would  be  sorry  if  an^y  rule  of  law  or  equity  called  upon 
them  to  discourage  it.  But  it  is  evident  that  such  a  S3^stem  of  low 
fares  must  have  geographical  limits.  If  the  next  station  demands 
proportional  reduction,  so  will  the  next  to  that ;  and  the  whole  tariff 
must  be  sacrificed  in  order  to  establish  a  low  suburban  fare. 

The  special  argument  of  the  petitioners  was,  that  the  towns  of 
Waltham  and  Weston  are,  to  some  extent,  competing  with  each 
other  as  affording  homes  for  persons  doing  business  in  Boston,  and 
desiring  residences  in  the  country,  and  that  the  low  fare  to  Waltham 
is  a  positive  injury  to  Weston.  But  without  dwelling  upon  the  fact 
that  there  is  ver}^  little  of  such  competition  between  the  two  towns, 
this  point  was  abandoned  b}"  the  petitioners  when  the}^  frankly  stated 
that  the  price  of  Weston  season  tickets,  including  its  proportion  to 
the  price  of  season  tickets  to  Waltham,  was  entirely'  satisfactory. 
This  class  of  residents  who  will  undoubtedly  swell  the  population  of 
the  pleasant  and  healthful  town  of  Weston  will  use  season  tickets. 
The  convenience,  speed  and  number  of  trains,  will  affect  their  cooa- 
ing ;  the  price  of  single  tickets  will  not  greatly''  influence  them. 

The  only  question,  therefore,  is  whether  the  fares  ai'e  reasonable. 
Comparing  Stony  Brook  and  Weston  with  other  stations  of  like  dis- 
tance, we  find  the  following  result,  five  cents  having  been  deducted 
in  each  case  to  show  what  is  reall}^  paid  :  —

Upon  this  evidence  it  is  impossible  to  say  that  the  fare  to  Stony 
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Brook  is  in  itself  unreasonable  ;  and  the  Board  would  not  be  war- 
ranted in  malving  any  recommendation  in  regard  to  it.  The  differ- 
ence of  five  cents  between  this  station  and  Weston  is  explained  by 
the  statement,  that,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  five  cents  is  added 
when  the  distance  would  call  for  two  cents  and  a  half  or  more,  and 
nothing  is  added  when  it  calls  for  less.  But  as  some  roads  do  add 
less  than  five  cents  in  such  cases,  and  as  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  in 
a  few  instances  does  add  two  cents,  when  the  difference  in  distance 
calls  for  that  addition,  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  reduce  the  fare 
to  Weston  to  thirt3'-three  or  thirty -two  cents.  This  is  a  small  mat- 
ter ;  but  it  has  some  weight  with  people  tenacious  of  their  rights,  and 
especially  with  people  who,  like  all  New  Englanders,  "have  learned 
the  difference  between  a  cent  and  a  nickel."

PETITION  OF  J.  B.  V.  COBURN  AND  OTHERS,  ASKING 
THAT  TELE  EASTERN  JUNCTION,  BROAD  SOUND  PIER 
&  POINT  SHIRLEY  RAILROAD  BE  PERMITTED  TO 
CROSS  THE  BOSTON,  REVERE  BEACH  &  LYNN  RAIL- 
ROAD  TRACKS    AT   A   LEVEL   THEREWITH. 

An  application  of  the  railroad  company  to  the  same  effect  was 
heard  and  refused  May  6.  The  petitioners,  citizens  and  land-owners 
of  Revere  ask  a  new  hearing,  and  object  to  the  proposed  structure  as 
unsightly,  and  obstructing  the  sea-view,  and  thus  reducing  the  value 
of  real  estate.  They  also  object  that  it  will  frighten  horses,  and 
hinder  travel  on  the  beach. 

To  some  extent  the  fears  of  the  petitioners  are  well  founded, 
although,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the}'  have  honestly  over- 
estimated the  evils  likely  to  result  from  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  an  overhead  crossing.  Those  evils  are  the  necessary 
results  of  the  proposed  "  improvements  "  on  the  beach.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  enjoy  to  perfection  the  natural  beauties  of  a  sea-beach,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  provide  for  the  conveyance  and  amusement  of  a 
vast  number  of  visitors.  It  is  supposed  that  the  loss  to  a  few  resi- 
dents will  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  health  and  pleasure 
afforded  to  hundreds  of  thousands. 

The  petitioners  appear  not  to  have  appreciated  the  objections  to 
the  grade-crossing  of  one  railroad  by  another.  And  they  fail  to  see 
the  relation  of  the  company'  owning  the  existing  road  to  this  petition. 
They  are  inclined  to  look  upon  this  as  a  question  between  an  old  road 
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and  a  new  one  ;  while  to  the  Board  it  is  a  question  between  the  con- 
venience of  the  new  road,  and  the  safety  of  the  public.  It  is  true 
that  the  Revere  Beach  Railroad  Company  introduced  no  evidence  of 
the  dangerous  nature  of  grade-crossings  of  one  railroad  by  another. 
General  intelligence  proves  the  existence  of  that  danger.  The 
reports  of  the  Board  show  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  show  the  opinion  of  our  legislators. 
It  is  not  an  open  question  at  every  hearing  whether  tliere  is  generally 
danger  at  such  crossings.  The  circumstances  wliich  make  this  partic- 
ular crossing  more  or  less  dangerous  are  to  be  considered  in  each 
case  ;  and  circumstances  maj'  exist  which  will  make  any  other  than  a 
grade-crossing  impracticable.  But  at  each  hearing  it  is  for  the  peti- 
tioners to  show  a  state  of  facts,  which  takes  tlieir  case  out  of  the 
general  rule  foi'bidding  such  crossings. 

The  statute  book  shows  the  just  dread  which  the  law-making  body 
entertains  of  such  crossings.  At  one  time  they  were  absolutely 
forbidden  in  all  cases  (chapter  53,  Acts  of. 1872).  It  is  now  unlawful 
"  to  take  any  proceedings  contemplating  such  a  crossing  "  until  it  has 
been  approved  by  this  Board.  By  recent  legislation  peculiar  powers 
are  given  to  railroads  to  separate  the  grades  at  existing  crossings ; 
and  corporations  in  this  State  are  now  expending  great  sums  to 
prevent  the  dangers  arising  from  the  existence  of  such  crossings. 

The  Board  desires  to  repeat  a  declaration  of  its  views  made  in  1874  : 
"  The  railroad  corporations  do  not  seem  at  all  to  understand  that  the 
existing  law  prohibiting  the  further  construction  of  grade-crossings 
of  one  railroad  by  another  is  founded  on  considerations  of  public 
policy.  They  are  evidently  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the 
matter  is  one  which  concerns  the  railroad  corporations  alone ;  and 
that  where  they  are  able  to  agree  on  the  conditions  and  method  of 
crossing,  the  approval  of  tliis  Board  to  anj^  agreement  so  entered  into 
may  be  counted  on  as  a  mere  matter  of  form.  The  Commissioners 
are  anxious  to  have  it  general!}'  understood  that  this  is  by  no  means 
the  view  taken  by  them  of  their  duty  in  the  premises.  The}'  regard 
the  future  inhibition  of  the  crossing  of  one  railroad  by  another  at 
grade  as  a  measure  of  public  policy,  with  which  the  wishes  of  the  cor- 
porations have  little  to  do." 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  in  this  application  to  take  it  from  the 
operation  of  the  general  rule.  It  was,  indeed,  suggested  that  the  road 
■would  be  operated  for  only  three  months  in  the  j'ear,  so  that  the 
peril  would  be  limited,  while  the  nuisance  would  be  perpetual.  But 
although  the  operation  of  the  road  is  thus  limited,  its  projectors 
expect  from  its  earnings  a  fair  income  on  their  liberal  investment ; 
and  the  Board  sees  no  reason  to  doubt  that  they  will  earn  it.     TJ^is 
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can  be  accomplished  only  by  doing  a  year's  business  in  a  quarter. 
But  tlie  crowding  of  twelve  months'  business  into  three  will  by  no 
means  lessen  the  danger  of  collisions.  On  the  other  hand,  not  only 
will  crowded  trains  be  run  on  both  roads  during  the  brief  summer 
season,  but  thcj'  will  both  run  excursion  trains,  and  at  times  neces- 
saril}'  irregular.  And  it  is  between  such  trains  that  collisions  are 
most  likelj^  to  occur. 

It  was  argued  that  the  mode  of  crossing  the  Revere  Beach  Railroad 
would  make  it  necessar3^  to  use  a  switch  on  the  trestle  for  the  pro- 
posed spur  connecting  with  the  Broad  Sound  Pier.  But  in  answer  to 
this  it  was  shown  (and  it  was  Iyuowu  without  evidence)  that  the  op- 
eration of  such  a  switch  is  not  more  dangerous  (although  it  is  more 
inconvenient  to  the  switch-tender)  than  that  of  a  switch  on  an  em- 
bankment or  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Nor  is  there  any  need  of 
nsing  trestle-work.  If  the  directors  think  an  embankment  safer, 
they  ought  to  adopt  that  method  of  construction. 

The  danger  arising  from  the  tendency  of  such  a  structure  to  frighten 
horses  will  be  a  serious  one,  but  not  so  serious  as  the  danger  arising 
from  a  grade-crossing.  And  the  operation  of  two  railroads  on  the 
beach  will  probably  diminish  pleasure-driving  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  peril  will  be  greatly  diminished. 

The  necessity  for  the  proposed  structure  is  to  be  regretted  on  many 
accounts.  But  it  is  one  necessary-  result  of  the  law,  which  allows  the 
free  construction  of  railroads  without  regard  to  an}^  question  except 
the  desire  of  the  promoters  to  construct  them.  It  seems  to  be  the 
judgment  of  our  law-givers  and  of  the  people  that  an}^  annoyances 
arising  from  such  a  law  are  overbalanced  by  its  advantages. 

Upon  the  whole  the  Board  finds  no  such  exigenc}^  to  be  proved  as 
would  warrant  it  in  authorizing  a  crossing  of  these  railroads  at  a  level. 
And  it  declines  to  grant  the  petition.

PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  NORTH  ANDOVER 
FOR  A  GRADE-CROSSING  OF  THE  EASTERN  AND  THE 
BOSTON  &  MAINE  RAILROADS  BY  AN  EXTENSION  OF 
MARBLEHEAD  STREET. 

The  facts  in  this  case  are  few  and  simple.     The  crossing  is  wanted 
chiefly  for  a  neighborhood  of  twentj'-seven  houses,  inhabited  by  a 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  persons,  who  would  use  it  chiefly  in  going 
17 
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to  and  from  Lawrence.  These  houses  have  been  built  since  the  rail- 
roads were  constructed  ;  and  their  number  is  likely  to  be  increased. 
The  extension  would  also  accommodate,  to  some  extent,  other  travel 
from  North  Andover  to  Lawrence. 

There  seems  to  be  no  right  of  wa}^  now  existing  for  crossing  the 
railroads.  The  original  grantor,  who  sold  the  land  to  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad,  reserved  a  farm-way,  but  appears  to  have  reserved  it 
for  his  life  only.  When  he  sold  to  the  present  owners,  he  excepted 
this  reservation  from  his  deed.  And  no  right  has  been  gained  by 
prescription  or  adverse  use.  It  was  planked  by  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  for  use  as  a  farm- way,  according  to  their  agreement  with 
their  grantor.  The  crossing  is  used,  and  probably  will  continue  to 
be  used,  by  the  neighbors.  But,  if  it  were  laid  out  as  a  public  way, 
this  use  would  greatly  increase,  and  with  it  the  danger  arising  from 
such  use. 

The  Board  has  often  expressed  its  reluctance  to  add  to  the  number 
of  grade-crossings  in  the  State  ;  and  its  views  have  been  sadlj^  re-en- 
forced, during  the  past  year,*  b}'  fifty  accidents.  Nineteen  of  these 
were  fatal;  and  a  considerable  number  occurred  at  guarded  crossings. 

To  warrant  the  Board's  assenting  to  a  grade-crossing,  there  must 
be  proof,  not  only  of  public  convenience,  but  of  public  necessity  for 
such  a  crossing.  This  is  the  more  strongly  demanded  in  this  case, 
because  the  proposed  crossing  is  peculiarly  dangerous,  being  at  the 
foot  of  a  steep  hill,  and  in  a  place  where  a  view  of  the  railroad  is 
obstructed. 

Public  necessity  has  not  been  proved.  Lawrence  can  be  reached 
by  another  although  a  longer  route.  And  in  time,  there  can  be  little 
doubt,  that  a  bridge  across  the  Shawsheen  River  will  give  still  better 
access  to  the  city.  The  Board  regrets  the  disappointment  which  the 
parties  interested  will  feel  in  being  obliged  to  submit  to  an  incon- 
venience ;  but  it  is  our  duty  to  save  them  and  others  from  a  serious 
danger.  The  Board  therefore  declines  to  assent  to  the  proposed 
crossing  at  grade.

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PETITION  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  CENTRAL  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY  FOR  PERMISSION  TO  CROSS  A  PUB- 
LIC  WAY   IN   WESTON   AT   GRADE. 

It  appears  by  the  petition  of  said  company,  dated  May  11,  that 
the  county  commissioners  of  Middlesex  County  have  authorized  the 
railroad  company  to  discontinue  certain  portions  of  a  highway  in 
Weston,  and  to  la}'  out  and  construct  a  new  highway,  as  appears  on 
a  plan  submitted  with  said  petition.  It  also  appears,  on  a  view,  that 
any  crossing  except  a  grade-crossing  would  be  exceedingly  incon- 
venient and  dangerous.  The  Board  therefore  assents  to  the  crossing 
at  grade,  asked  for  in  said  petition,  as  authorized  by  the  cdunt}' 
commissioners. 

The  Board,  however,  cannot  do  this  without  calling  the  attention 
of  the  railroad  company  to  the  fact  that  a  grade-crossing  has  actually 
been  established  there,  and  is  now  in  use  for  construction  trains  with- 
out the  consent  of  this  Board,  and  therefore  in  violation  of  law. 
Serious  questions  would  arise  if  any  injury  should  be  received  b}'  a 
traveller  at  this  point,  and  especially  if  the  injury  should  be  fatal ; 
but  it  is  not  necessary'  to  dwell  upon  the  consequences.  It  is  enough 
to  say  that  the  present  construction  is  illegal,  and  that  every  crossing 
of  the  highwaj'  at  this  point  is  a  violation  of  law.

PETITION  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  CENTRAL  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY  FOR  GRADE-CROSSINGS  OF  HIGH- 
WAYS AND  TOWN  WAYS  IN  BELMONT,  AT  BRIGHTON, 
LEONARD,  WHITE,  NORTH  AND  LEXINGTON  STREETS, 
AND  CONCORD  TURNPIKE. 

It  appears  on  a  view  that  in  all  these  cases  the  location  of  the 
petitioner  and  of  the  Fitchburg  'Railroad  are  contiguous  ;  and  that 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  has  in  each  case,  except  White  Street,  an 
established  grade-crossing.  In  such  case,  therefore,  the  danger 
would  be  increased  by  compelling  an  overhead  crossing.  While  a 
double  crossing  is  worse  than  a  single  one,  a  crossing  to  which  the 
immediate  approach  is  under  a  railroad  bridge,  or  at  the  foot  of  a 
necessarily  steep  descent  from  a  highway  bridge,  is  still  more  danger- 
ous.    At  White  Street  no  other  than  a  grade-crossing  is  practicable. 

The  Board  therefore  gives  its  consent  to  all  the  above-named  cross- 
ings of  public  ways,  as  the  same  have  been  authorized  by  the  county 
commissioners  of  Middlesex  County.

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SELECTMEN  OF  WALTHAM,  PETITIONERS  FOR  A  GRADE- 
CROSSINO  OF  LYMAN  STREET  BY  THE  MASSACHU- 
SETTS  CENTRAL   RAILROAD. 

This  was  a  petition  of  the  selectmen,  instructed  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  town,  and  supported  b}^  a  largo  committee  of  citizens, 
asking  that  this  Board  will  consent  that  the  crossing  of  L^'man  Street 
by  the  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  shall  be  at  grade.  The  county 
commissioners  have  alread}"  assented.  The  case  was  very  fully  and 
ably  stated  b}^  the  petitioners.     No  one  appeared  to  remonstrate. 

The  Board  has  not  changed  its  general  views  as  to  the  dangerous 
character  of  grade-crossings,  and  as  to  the  inexpediency  of  granting 
them.  But  it  is  not  necessary  to  saj'^  that  the  fact  that  jurisdiction 
is  given  to  the  Board  implies  that  some  are  to  be  allowed,  and  some 
to  be  refused,  each  case  being  determined  on  its  own  merits.  If  a 
grade-crossing  is  ever  to  be  permitted,  this  would  seem  to  be  the  case. 

L^'man  Street  is  perfectly  level  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to  the  point 
of  intersection  by  the  railroad,  and  descends  gently  toward  the 
north  from  that  point.  An  overhead  crossing  by  the  railroad  is  out 
of  the  question.  The  route  of  the  railroad,  involving  some  crossing 
of  Lj-man  Street,  has  been  determined  by  a  decision  which  this  Board 
has  no  power  to  review. 

The  unanimity  of  the  people  is  not  a  conclusive  argument ;  for 
other  travellers  than  the  citizens  of  Waltham  are  interested  in  hav- 
ing the  highway's  safe.  But  the  votes  of  two  hundred  and  eight 
citizens  in  town  meeting,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  ought  to  have 
some  weight.  It  was  shown  that  the  classes  most  interested  were 
most  opposed  to  the  proposed  bridge.  Of  seventy-four  farmers, 
seventy-two  petitioned  for  a  grade-crossing  ;  of  twentj'-seven  milkmen, 
twent3^-six ;  of  sixtj'-one  business  houses,  fifty-eight.  Sixty-three 
expressmen,  teamsters,  and  jobbers,  with  a  hundred  owners  of  teams 
used  for  pleasure,  join  in  asking  for  a  crossing  at  grade. 

They  urge  the  danger  of  the  narrow  structure  which  will  be  built 
over  the  railroad  if  this  petition  is  not  granted.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  such  a  structure  as  is  proposed  at  this  place  would  be  a  source  of 
danger.  This  Board  has  no  power  to  prescribe  the  character  of  such 
a  bridge ;  and  it  is  for  the  Board  to  consider  the  peril  arising,  not 
from  such  a  structure  as  we  should  like  to  order,  but  from  the  one 
that  is  certain  to  be  built. 

The  petitioners  also  urge  that  the  proposed  bridge  would  make 
necessary  the  destruction  of  a  fine  avenue  of  trees,  and  thus,  and  by 
the  unsightl}'  and  dangerous  structure,  would  destroy  the  character  of 
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what  is  well  termed  "  the  Park  of  Waltham."  They  certainly  hare 
a  right  to  be  considered  when  they  plead  against  the  defacement  of 
the  most  beautiful  part  of  their  beautiful  town.  The  change  of  grade 
on  Church  Street,  made  necessar^^  by  the  proposed  structure,  would 
be  a  serious  evil. 

Finally,  it  was  testified  by  parties  whose  word  could  not  be  doubted, 
that  a  great  deal  of  travel  (including  their  own)  would  by  the  con- 
struction of  this  bridge  be  driven  from  L^'man  Street  to  Lexington 
Street,  where  there  is  four  times  more  travel  than  on  Lyman  Street, 
and  where  the  Massachusetts  Central  crosses  at  grade.  This  grade- 
crossing  the  Board  was  compelled  to  permit  b}^  reasons  elsewhere  set 
forth. 

The  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  Company, 
who  was  present  at  the  hearing,  declared  for  his  compan}^  that  all  the 
securities  for  safety  to  travellers  which  are  supplied  by  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company  in  this  locality  will  be  furnished  b}^  his  corpora- 
tion. With  Pawtucket  gates  and  electric  signals,  and  with  the  facili- 
ties for  seeing  and  hearing  approaching  trains  which  the  nature  of  the 
place  affords,  this  will  be  among  the  safest  of  all  grade-crossings. 

The  Board  therefore  consents  to  the  construction  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Central  Railroad  at  the  same  level  with  L3'man  Street  at  the 
crossing  thereof.

On  this  petition  the  Board  consents  that  the  Massachusetts  Central 
Railroad  Company  ma}^  construct  its  road  across  Beaver  Street,  in 
the  town  of  Waltham,  at  the  same  level  therewith,  as  authorized  by 
the  county  commissioners  of  Middlesex  County. 

It  is  understood,  and  it  is  the  reason  for  granting  this  petition, 
that  it  is  not  intended  or  desired  that  said  road  shall  permanently 
cross  said  street  at  grade,  but  that  the  street  shall  be  carried  over 
the  railroad  and  also  over  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  at  this  point,  and 
that  action  on  the  case,  including  the  decision  of  the  question  of 
dividing  the  expense,  has  been  delayed  without  fault  on  the  part  of 
the  petitioners.  And  the  petitioners  have  now  agreed  to  file  a  peti- 
tion at  once,  as  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  has  already  done, 
asking  that  the  highwa^^  may  be  carried  over  the  railroads. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  petitioners  to 
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delay  the  opening  of  their  road  till  the  proposed  bridge  could  be 
constructed,  because  the  railroad  company  cannot  construct  it  with- 
out the  concurrent  action  of  other  bodies,  and  because  we  are  satis- 
fied that  they  are  not  responsible  for  the  delay  in  constructing  it. 

Having  no  power  to  grant  a  temporary  crossing,  the  Board  is 
obliged  to  allow  the  prayer  of  this  petition  ;  but  it  is  recommended 
that  no  time  be  lost  in  carrying  out  the  design  of  a  separation  of 
grades.

PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  READING  FOR  THE 
CONSENT  OF  THE  BOARD  TO  A  GRADE-CROSSINO 
OF  THE  BOSTON  &  MAINE  RAILROAD  BY  MINERAL 
STREET. 

The  reasons  for  declining  to  consent  to  proposed  grade-crossings 
have  often  been  set  forth  by  the  Board.  And  their  views  as  to  the 
danger  of  such  crossings  have  been  emphasized  by  man}'  accidents  — 
some  of  them  fatal  —  occurring  during  this  year.  The  rule  of  the 
Board  is  not  to  consent  to  such  crossings  unless  they  are  made  neces- 
sary in  order  to  avoid  inordinate  expense  or  damage  to  property. 

In  this  case  no  such  necessity  exists.  An  overhead  bridge  can  be 
constructed  at  reasonable  cost,  and  without  any  such  inconvenience 
as  to  offset  the  risk  to  limb  and  life.  The  Board  regrets  that  in  this 
and  in  like  cases  it  has  no  power  to  apportion  the  expense  between 
the  town  and  the  railroad  company.  Such  a  division  of  the  cost 
of  a  bridge  would  be  equitable  ;  but  no  authority  exists  for  making 
it.  The  Board  reluctantly  declines  to  grant  the  petition.  A  final 
decision  has  been  postponed  in  order  that  all  the  Commissioners 
might  view  the  premises.

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PETITION  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  SUDBURY  FOR 
AUTHORITY  TO  CONSTRUCT  A  TOWN  WAY  ACROSS

It  appears  that  the  proposed  w&y,  which  has  been  authorized  by 
the  county  commissioners  of  Middlesex  County,  is  for  the  conven- 
ience of  reaching  the  new  station  at  the  junction  of  the  Massachusetts 
Central  and  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroads,  and  that  the 
crossing  is  in  close  proximit}^  to  the  station,  where  none  but  a  grade- 
crossing  is  feasible.  It  having  been  decided  b}'  the  proper  authority 
that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  laying-out  of  the 
proposed  waj^,  the  Board  consents  that  it  may  be  constructed  across 
the  Massachusetts  Central  road  at  grade.

BOAKD   OF   EAILKOAD    COMMISSIONERS, 

Boston,  Dec.  1,  1881. 

Although  the  proper  form  of  track  construction  upon  bridges  is  a 
subject  which  has  received  the  earnest  attention  of  railroad  men,  civil 
engineers,  bridge-builders,  and  others,  for  the  past  fifteen  3'ears  or 
more,  in  this  State  as  well  as  elsewhere,  there  are  yet  man}'  bridges 
in  the  Commonwealth  whose  track  construction  leaves  much  to  be 
desired.  We  therefore  send  you  herewith  two  sheets  of  drawings, 
giving  some  examples  of  the  many  styles  of  track  construction  for 
bridges  now  in  use.  and  venture  to  add  the  following  remarks  con- 
cerning tliem  and  the  general  subject :  — 

The  object  of  all  improved  forms  of  track  construction  on  bridges 
has  been  to  increase  the  safety  of  the  train  in  the  event  of  a  derail- 
ment of  one  or  more  wheels  upon  or  shortly  before  reaching  the 
bridge  ;  the  bridge  being  considered  a  speciall}-  dangerous  point  in  the 
event  spoken  of, —  (1)  in  case  of  a  deck  bridge,  lest  the  train  glide 
off  the  bridge  and  into  the  river  below,  or  (2)  in  case  of  a  through 
bridge,  lest  the  train  either  break  through  the  floor  and  fall  into  the 
river/or,  striking  the  trusses  of  the  bridge,  knock  them  down,  and 
fall  into  the  river,  together  with  the  bridge  structure  proper ;  in  either 
case,  and  in  any  event,  running  the  risk  of  far  greater  danger  to 
human  life,  and  of  far  greater  property  damage,  than  would  be  lun  in 
the  event  of  a  derailment  in  excavation  or  on  embankment.  Espe- 
cially are  those  through  bridges  liable  to  be  knocked  down,  as  stated, 
whose  compression  members  are  joined  to  other  members,  or  among 
themselves  (as  in  case  of  a  disconnected  line  of  top-chord),  with  a 
view  looking  mainly  to  the  resistance  of  the  connection  to  compres- 
sion. Such  incomplete  connections  are  liable  to  be  knocked  or  pulled 
asunder  in  the  event  of  a  sudden  blow  or  pull  coming  from  an  unex- 
pected source,  as  from  an  engine  striking  an  end-post,  or  from  a  train 
of  cars  scraping  alongside  the  trusses  ;  and  their  failure  to  hold 
together  entails  the  disintegration  of  the  whole  bridge,  and  its  fall, 
together  with  all  tliat  ma}-  be  upon  it. 

The  same  defect  obtains,  although  to  a  less  degree,  with  that  form 
of  connection  for  tension  members  which  is  designed  to  resist  tension 
only.      A  thrust  or  push  upon   such  connections  coming   from   an 
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unexpected  source  is  liable  to  loosen  or  destroj'  the  connection  of  the 
several  members  of  the  bridge  among  each  other,  and  to  cause  the 
fall  of  the  bridge,  with  all  that  may  be  upon  it.  And  to  show 
the  realit}'  of  these  dangers,  it  should  be  added  that  there  are  many 
cases  on  record  of  iron  as  well  as  wooden  bridges  having  been  knocked 
down  in  the  manner  stated.  Enough  will  have  been  said,  therefore, 
to  show  that  any  devices  that  are  calculated  to  prevent  one  or  more 
derailed  wheels  from  swerving  to  any  great  extent  from  the  rails,  and 
a  tie-system  that  will  safely  support  such  derailed  wheels,  should 
merit  the  careful  attention  of  railroad  men. 

Figs.  1-8  show  different  forms  of  track  structure  for  bridges,  de- 
signed to  achieve  these  ends. 

Fig.  1  shows  5"  ties,  laid  with  4"  spacing,  5"  X  8"  outside  guard- 
timbers  cut  down,  and  bolted  down  to  keep  the  ties  in  place,  so  that 
the}'  might  not  be  gathered  together  by  any  piece  of  wreckage,  and 
thus  leave  a  hole  for  a  following  car  to  fall  through  ;  the  inner  edges 
lined  with  angle-iron,  to  prevent  a  derailed  wheel  from  cutting  into 
and  mounting  upon  the  guard  timbers,  and  thus  defeating  their  pur- 
pose of  confining  the  deviation  of  the  wheels  from  the  rails  within 
close  limits.  The  use  of  flat  bar-iron  on  the  vertical  edge  of  the 
guard  timbers,  as  has  sometimes  been  done,  is  not  advisable.  They 
are  liable  to  buckle  up  and  loosen  oflf,  —  the  old  "  snake-head"  rail 
set  on  edge. 

Fig.  2  has  6"  X  ^i"  ties,  laid  with  h"  spacing,  cut  down,  as  in  Fig. 
1,  but  only  spiked  down,  instead  of  being  bolted  ;  the  edges  of  the 
four  guard  timbers  next  the  rail  protected  by  angle-irons,  as  above  ; 
between  the  guards  and  the  rail,  a  floor  of  6"  X  f  plate  iron,  for  a 
derailed  wheel  to  run  on  ;  outside  of  all,  10"  X  10"  outside  stringers, 
cut  down  between  the  ties,  and  bolted  down. 

Fig.  3  shows  the  system  in  use  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road,—  10"  X  10"  ties,  laid  with  8"  spacing,  outside  stringers  only, 
12"  X  14",  cut  down  2",  and  bolted  down. 

Fig.  4  shows  9"  X  9"  ties,  laid  with  6"  spacing  ;  inside  guard  angle- 
irons,  filled  with  timber,  bolted  down  ;  the  nuts  of  the  bolts  on  top, 
within  handy  reach  of  the  repair  men  ;  outside  stringers  10"  X  10", 
notched  down  1",  and  bolted  down.  The  figure  shows  also  the  plank- 
walk  and  hand-rail  in  use  on  this  long-span  bridge. 

Fig.  5  shows  7"  X  8"  ties,  laid  with  8"  spacing  ;  inside  guard  rails 
(old  iron  rails),  and  outside  guard  timbers,  6"  X  8",  cut  down  \" ^ 
and  bolted  down. 

Fig.  6  shows  the  construction  used  on  some  roads,  inside  guard 
rails  only,  laid  closer  to  the  track  rails  than  shown  in  Fig.  5  ;  the 
guard  rail  in  both  these  cases  spiked  clown  with   ordinarj^  railroad 
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spikes,  and  at  the  ends  of  the  bridge  running  to  a  point,  as  shown  in 
the  diagram  underneath  Fig.  6. 

Against  this  system  it  is  argued  that  the  groove  between  the  guard 
and  the  track  rail  affords  facilities  for  the  accidental  or  malicious 
wedging-in  of  foreign  substance,  which  might  derail  a  train ;  which 
consideration  leads  to  the  system  shown  in 

Fig.  7.  Outside  guard  timbers  replaced  by  outside  guard  rails  at 
the  ends  of  the  bridge,  which  flare  out  to  span  a  twelve-foot  tie.  In- 
stead of  guard  timbers,  guard  rails  are  not  infrequently  substituted. 

In  case  of  double-track  railroads,  the  point  or  flare  of  the  guard 
rails,  respectively,  need,  of  course,  be  directed  onlj"  towards  approach- 
ing trains  on  each  track. 

Fig.  8,  finally,  shows  the  safety  structure  in  use  on  the  Troy  & 
Greenfield  Railroad.  It,  or  a  similar  structure,  is  also  used  on  some 
Western  railroads,  —  the  Atlantic  &  Great  Western,  among  others,  it 
is  believed.  It  is  claimed  for  this  form  of  guard  rails,  that,  besides 
guarding  a  derailed  wheel  which  ma}^  get  ofl"  the  track  while  the  train 
is  on  the  bridge,  it  will,  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  place  such  a 
wheel  upon  the  track  if  it  arrives  at  the  bridge  within  range  of  the 
flaring  outside  guard  rails.  Those  who  have  used  this  form  of  safety 
guard  rail  speak  well  of  it. 

Derailments  of  single  axles  or  trucks  are  especially  common  with 
freight  trains ;  and  so  long  as  one  corporation  is  obliged  to  receive 
the  cars  offered  it  by  all  other  corporations,  their  number  will  certainly 
not  diminish.  The  danger  of  a  derailed  car,  or  part  of  a  train,  reach- 
ing a  bridge,  seems  to  us,  therefore,  a  real  one  ;  and  for  this  and  other 
reasons  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  commend  to  the  rail- 
roads of  this  Commonwealth  a  consideration  of  the  examples  shown, 
and  of  their  several  merits  and  defects,  and  the  application  upon  all 
the  bridges  within  the  State  of  a  safe  and  efficient  form  of  track  con- 
struction, the  essentials  of  which  seem  to  be  strong  and  closely  laid 
ties  of  suflScient  length,  guard  rails  or  guard  timbers  lined  with 
angle-iron ;  these  guard  timbers  outside  the  track,  and  notched  and 
bolted  down,  or  else  separate  outside  stringers  notched,  and  bolted 
down  to  the  ties.  .

Statement  op  each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

October  5,  1880.  —  Louis  Lemieux,  an  employe  of  the  Mount  Tom  saw-mill, 
was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  the  isassenger  train  coming  south,  which 
passes  Northampton  at  5.57  p.m.  Mr.  Lemieux  was  walking  on  the  track  just 
north  of  Mount  Tom  station. 

October  29.  — Michael  Bergen  of  Haydenville,  supposed  to  have  jumped  from 
the  down  mail  train  in  the  yard  at  Northampton  station,  about  6  o'clock  p.m., 
received  injuries  from  which  he  died  the  same  night.  (No  person  found  who 
saw  him  jump. ) 

December  22.  —  James  M.  Randall  of  Springfield,  while  crossing  the  track  at 
Briglitwood,  jumped  from  his  wagon,  and  fell  on  the  track  in  such  a  manner 
that  an  approaching  train  ran  over  one  arm.  The  other  men  and  team  that 
were  with  Mr.  Randall  escaped  without  injury.

—  William  B.  Graves,  while  lying  on  the  track  about  one  mile  south 
of  South  Deerfield  station,  was  run  over  and  instantly  killed  by  the  night  ex- 
press passenger  train,  which  passes  South  Deerfield  at  9  p.m. 

July  18.  — Gideon  Ross,  while  walking  on  the  track  near  Bernardston  station, 
was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  an  express  freight  train  coming  south.  Mr. 
Ross  paid  no  attention  to  the  alarm  signals  which  were  soutided  by  the  engineer. 
Said  to  be  quite  deaf  by  parties  who  knew  him. 

July  29.  —  John  C.  Reilly,  temporarily  employed  by  this  company  as  spare 
brakeman  on  freight  trains,  fell  between  the  cars,  when  train  was  about  two 
and  a  half  miles  6outh  of  South  Yernon  station.

—Edward  Dunlop,  brakeman  on  freight  train  No.  28,  in 
attempting  to  pull  a  pin  when  the  train  was  in  motion  at  Norwood  station, 
fell,  and  was  fatally  injured.

— Wallace  Clark,  thirty-five  years  of  age,  conductor  of  freight  train, 
while  riding  on  top  of  the  train,  was  struck  by  an  overhead  bridge  in  Groton,  and 
nstantly  killed. 
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Jlfarc/i22.— Frank  Santone,  a  French  boy  about  6  years  old,  was  struck  by 
the  engine  of  a  passenger  train  at  Oakdale  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track 
as  the  train  was  passing,  and  was  instantly  killed. 

Ax>ril  S.  —  Jonathan  Reed,  sixty  years  of  age,  while  driving  a  team  across  the 
track  at  West  Boylston,  was  struck  by  a  passing  freight  train,  and  injured  so 
badly  that  he  lived  but  two  days. 

April  25.  —  George  Chandler,  about  thirty  years  of  age,  fell  from  the  top  of  a 
freight  train  in  the  Worcester  yard,  and  broke  a  leg.  Chandler  was  a  freight 
brakeman. 

AiJril  25.  —  Frank  Boss,  about  forty-six  years  of  age,  and  brakeman  in 
Worcester  freight  yard,  had  foot  badly  crushed  in  shifting  cars. 

July  15.  —  Thomas  Welch,  twelve  years  old,  while  attempting  to  get  upon  a 
passing  freight  train  south  of  Clinton  station,  fell  under  the  train,  and  received 
such  injuries  that  he  lived  but  a  few  hours  after  the  accident.

This  indenture  of  three  part?,  made  and  entered  into  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
November,  A.D.  1880,  by  and  between  tlie  Boston  &  Chelsea  Railroad  Company, 
party  of  the  first  part,  the  Middlesex  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  second

shall  be  equal  to  three  per  cent  upon  the  par  value  of  the  amount  of  said  stock 
at  the  time  held  by  him,  without  default  or  abatement  for  or  on  account  of  any 
taxes  of  any  kind  or  description,  assessments  or  charges  whatsoever. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed,  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  to  re- 
imburse the  amount  paid  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  year  of  om-  Lord 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  with  the  interest  thereon,  occasioned  by 
the  rebuilding  of  a  portion  of  Chelsea  Bridge  by  the  city  of  Boston,  there  shall 
be  immediately  issued,  in  addition  to  the  present  capital  stock  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  thousand  (110,000)  dollars  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  new  stock  to 
the  amount  of  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dollars,  at  par,  which  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  present  stockholders  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  pro  rala, 
according  to  the  stock  now  held  by  each  stockholder  of  said  party. 
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It  is  further  understood,  by  and  between  said  parties,  that  the  clerk  and 
treasurer  for  tlie  time  being  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  do  and  per- 
foi'm  the  duties  of  clerk,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  party  of  the  first  part 
free  from  expense  or  charge  to  said  last-named  party. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree  -vvith  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  — 

First,  That  it  will  pay  the  said  rent,  in  equal  semi-annual  payments,  upon  the 
first  days  of  April  and  October  in  each  year  during  the  continuance  of  this 
lease,  at  its  office,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  April  next,  and  also  that  it 
will  pay  all  the  taxes,  charges  and  expenses  above  enumerated  when  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable; 

Second,  That  it  will  renew,  keep  and  maintain  the  said  railroad,  and  all  and 
singular  the  property  herein  demised,  in  good  order,  repair  and  condition 
dirring  said  term,  and  at  the  end  thereof  will  peaceably  deliver  up  and  return 
the  same  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  as  good 
order,  condition  and  repair  as  the  same  now  is,  reasonable  wear  and  tear 
excepted; 

Third,  That  jt  will  during  said  term  furnish  and  maintain  sufiicient  and 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  over  said. railroad, 
and  will  run  such  number  of  cars  daily  as  the  convenience  of  the  x)ublic  may 
require,  and  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  and  obligations  required  of  said 
party  of  the  first  jjart  by  its  acts  of  incorporation  and  the  present  and  future 
laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

It  is  also  further  agreed,  by  and  between  said  parties,  that  the  ijresent  certifi- 
cates of  stock  now  held  by  the  stockholders  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
be  surrendered  and  cancelled,  and  new  certificates  issued  therefor;  and  all  cer- 
tificates of  stock  hereafter  issued  shall  have  printed  or  stamped  upon  the  face 
thereof  tlie  following  memorandum:  to  wit, — 

"  Entitled  to  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  share, 
payable  by  the  Middlesex  Eailroad  Company  on  the  first  days  of  April  and 
October  in  each  year,  free  from  all  taxes  of  every  kind  and  description,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  contract  of  lease  with  said  company,"  and  signed  by  its 
treasurer. 

It  is  further  agreed,  by  and  between  said  parties,  that  in  case  the  railroad  and 
property  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  hereby  leased,  shall  be  purchased  by  the 
cities  of  Boston  and  Chelsea,  or  either  of  them,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  its  charter,  then  this  lease,  as  soon  as  said  purchase  is  jjerfected, 
shall  cease,  and  become  null  and  void. 

In  testimony  whereof,  said  Boston  &  Chelsea  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the 
first  part,  has  caused  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and  its  name 
subscribed  by  its  president  duly  authorized,  and  the  said  Middlesex  Eailroad 
Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  has  caused  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereto 
affixed  and  its  name  subscribed  by  its  president  duly  authorized,  the  day  and 
year  first  above  written.

And  in  continuance  of  this  instrument,  said  Middlesex  Eailroad  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  doth  hereby  assign,  transfer  and  set  over  unto  the 
said  Lynn  &  Boston  Eailroad  Company,  party  of  the  third  part,  the  foregoing 
lease  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  with  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  therein  named ; 
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To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  said  party  of  the  third  part,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  terra  therein  named,  with  the  right  of  renewal 
as  therein  provided. 

And  said  party  of  the  third  part  hereby  doth  agree  and  covenant  with  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  to 
said  party  of  the  second  part  the  rent,  taxes,  assessments,  charges  and  expenses 
above  provided  in  and  by  this  lease  to  be  paid  by  said  party  of  the  second  part 
to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  at  the  time,  and  according  to  the  terms  therein 
provided,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  the  covenants  and  agreements  provided  in 
and  by  s'aid  lease  to  be  done  and  performed  by  said  party  of  the  second  part 
to  and  with  said  party  of  the  first  part,  saving  and  excepting  those  duties 
relating  and  appertaining  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part.

extended  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  in  accordance  with  the  time  men- 
tioned in  this  agreement,  and  for  such  further  time  as  herein  provided,  the 
provisions  of  which  are  hereby  ratified,  adopted  and  confirmed,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided. 

And  the  said  Boston  &  Chelsea  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  first  part, 
hereby  assents  to  the  above  assignment  and  transfer  of  the  lease  aforesaid  by 
said  party  of  the  second  part  to  said  party  of  the  third  part,  provided  that  said 
assignment  and  transfer  shall  in  no  way  or  manner  release,  discharge  or 
relieve  said  party  of  the  second  part  from  any  of  the  covenants  or  agreements 
herein  contained  in  said  lease,  to  be  done,  kept  and  performed  by  said  party  of 
the  second  part  to  and  with  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and 
assigns.

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CONTRACT 

BETWEEN"    THE    BOSTON    &    LOWELL  RAILROAD    CORPORATION 
AND   THE   CONCORD   RAILROAD   CORPORATION. 

This  memorandum  of  agreement,  tuade  this  nineteentli  day  of  August  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  between  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad 
Corporation,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation,  a 
corporation  duly  established  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  of 
the  second  part,  Witnesseth,  — 

That  whereas  a  large  portion  of  the  business  of  the  roads  of  the  parties  hereto 
is  a  joint  business,  passing  over  the  roads  and  through  the  hands  of  both  parties,  , 
making  desirable  a  common  i)olicy  and  unanimity  of  management;  and  whereas, 
in  the  transaction  of  said  business,  there  is  a  mutual  interest  in  said  parties, 
both  as  to  the  mode  of  transaction  and  as  to  the  tariff  upon  the  same,  as  well  as 
in  all  other  matters  relating  thereto;  and  whereas  said  corporations,  by  operat- 
ing said  roads  in  common  management,  would  thereby  be  enabled  to  do  the  said 
business  with  greater  facility  and  regularity  and  at  a  greater  saving  of  expense 
to  both  parties:  now,  therefore,  for  the  promotion  of  their  mutual  interest 
through  a  more  eflicient  and  more  economical  joint  operation  and  management 
of  the  said  roads,  and  for  the  better  security  of  their  respective  investments,  as 
well  as  for  the  convenience  and  interest  of  the  public,  the  said  parties  do  hereby 
covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  each  other,  that  for  the  term  of  five  years  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  tlie 
Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  and  the  Concord  Railroad,  including  all  branches, 
leased  roads,  and  all  roads  operated  and  controlled  by  them,  shall  be  worked 
and  managed  as  one  road,  under  the  stipulations  and  conditions,  and  subject  to 
the  exceptions  and  limitations,  as  set  forth  in  the  following  articles :  — 

Article  I.  This  indenture  shall  be  construed  as  a  business  contract  only, 
and  in  no  sense  as  a  lease  of  one  road  to  the  other,  or  as  a  imion  of  their  cor- 
porate powers  or  privileges,  each  party  retaining  to  itself  all  of  its  chartered 
rights  and  liabilities,  and  the  power  to  sue  or  liability  to  be  sued  in  its  own  sepa- 
rate name  and  capacity,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  hereto- 
fore, excepting  that  in  so  far  as  between  these  parties  the  rights  and  liabilities 
of  one  with  the  other  shall  be  settled  and  determined  by  this  agreement. 

Art.  II.  The  joint  management  herein  provided  for  shall  have,  to  be  used 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  the  entire  control  of  the 
roads  of  each  party,  their  shops,  depots,  fiu-niture,  rolling-stock,  machinery, 
tools  and  other  property  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  working  of  the 
joint  roads ;  also  all  lands  and  buildings  for  whatever  purposes  used  within  or 
without  the  location  of  the  roads  of  each  party,  and  others,  owned,  leased  or 
operated  by  them;  reserving  only  to  the  separate  management  such  other  prop- 
erty of  each  corporation  as  has  been  accumulated. 

Art.  III.  All  leases  and  contracts  now  existing  with  either  of  the  corpora- 
tions parties  hereto,  a^  hereinafter  stated,  together  with  those  for  transportation, 
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sliall  be  assumed  and  carried  out  hy  these  joint  parties,  and  the  receipts  from  the 
same  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  put  into  the  joint  income. 

Art.  IV.  There  shall  be  allowed  from  the  joint  earnings  the  following  sums 
as  rentals  of  roads  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  operated  and  managed  by  the 
parties  hereto  during  the  continuance  of  this  agreement;  viz., — 

To  the  Boston  &  Loioell  Railroad,  on  account  of,  — 

Massachtisetts  Central  Kailroad,  25  per  cent  of  its  gross  receipts  under  its 

lease. 
Middlesex  Central  Eailroad,  $15,000  per  year,  and  6  per  cent  on  cost  of 

present  extension. 
Eastern  Railroad,  $4,800  per  year. 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  $3,000  per  year. 
Nashua  &  Lowell  Railroad,  $05,000  per  year. 
Wilton  Eailroad,  $14,130  per  year. 
Peterborough  Railroad,  6  per  cent  on  cost  of  road,  taxes,  and  $150  per  year 

for  organization  expenses. 
Stony  Brook  Railroad,  6  per  cent  on  capital  stock,  taxes,  and  $300  per  year 

for  organization  expenses. 

To  tlie  Concord  Eailroad,  on  account  of,  — 

Mancliester  &  Lawrence  Railroad,  $100,000  per  year,  and  $1,600  for  organi- 
zation expenses. 

Methuen  Branch,  $11,000  per  year. 

Concord  &  Portsmouth  Railroad,  $25,000  per  year. 

Suncook  Valley  Railroad,  $14,550  per  year,  and  $300  for  organization  ex- 
penses, and  6  per  cent  upon  the  cost  of  the  extension  of  the  road 
from  Suncook  to  Hooksett,  accoi'ding  to  the  terms  of  the  lease,  when- 
ever such  extension  shall  be  made. 

Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  Railroad,  $11,000  per  year,  and  $200  for  organiza- 
tion expenses. 

Akt.  V.  Renewals  of  existing  leases,  or  modifications  of  the  same,  may  be 
made  during  tlie  continuance  of  this  agreement,  provided  the  liabilities  of  the 
joint  roads  are  not  increased  without  the  consent  of  both  the  corporations  par- 
ties hereto;  and  any  reductions  that  may  be  made  in  the  above  rentals  shall 
accrue  to  the  lessee  of  the  road  making  such  reduction. 

Art.  VI.  Such  additional  leases  or  contracts  for  the  operation  of  connecting 
railroads  may  be  made  by  either  of  the  corporations  parties  hereto,  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient;  but  no  lease  or  contract  so  made  sliall  impose  any  liability 
upon,  or  reduce  the  amount  of,  the  joint  income,  unless  the  same  shall  be  sanc- 
tioned and  approved  by  both  parties. 

Art.  VII.  All  contracts  for  supplies  necessary  for  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  roads  heretofore  made  by  either  party  sliall  be  assumed  by  the 
joint  parties  liereto,  and  settled  from  the  joint  funds. 

Art.  VIII.  Each  party  shall  be  separately  liable  for  unsettled  claims  against 
it  to  the  commencement  of  this  agreement;  but  all  liabilities  growing  out  of, 
or  arising  under,  this  contract,  and  not  specially  excepted  herein,  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  joint  income. 

Art.  IX.  The  joint  roads  shall  be  operated  and  managed  by  a  general  man- 
ager, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  directors 
of  each  party,  and  may  be  removed  in  like  manner,  or  by  tlie  unanimous  vote 
of  either  Board ;  and  the  respective  boards  of  directors  shall,  by  such  concur- 
rent action,  exercise  the  same  control  over  the  management  as  is  usual  with 
boards  of  railroad  directors  in  ordinary  cases. 
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Abt.  X,  The  care  and  custody  of  the  finances  of  the  johit  management 
shall  be  confided  to  a  cashier,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  directors  of  each  party,  and  may  be  removed  in  like  manner, 
or  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  either  board ;  said  cashier  to  give  such  suitable 
bond  for  the  performance  of  his  trust  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  directors  of 
each  corporation. 

Aet.  XI.  No  changes  in  the  present  local  or  through  rates  for  transportation 
shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  the  local  road  so  inter- 
ested, and  the  joint  management. 

Art.  XII.  The  cars,  engines,  furniture,  with  stationary  engines,  tools  in 
machine  shops  and  for  road  repairs,  shall  be  accurately  inventoried  and  appraised 
by  persons  mutually  agreed  upon  for  this  purpose,  and  be  kept  in  equal  com- 
parative repair  to  their  present  state  and  condition ;  and  any  additions  to  the 
same,  beyond  what  is  necessary  to  cover  depreciation,  made  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  contract,  shall  belong  to  the  respective  parties  in  the  same  pro- 
portion as  hereinafter  agreed  upon  for  the  division  of  the  joint  income. 

Akt.  XIII.  The  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  shall  furnish  and  pay  for  the 
additional  equipment  required  for  the  operation  of  the  Massachusetts  Central 
Eailroad,  and  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  from  the  joint 
funds.  This  equipment  shall  be  kept  by  the  joint  management  in  good  repair, 
and  be  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  agreement  at  the  risk,  from 
all  causes,  of  the  joint  management;  and  upon  the  termination  of  this  contract 
the  joint  roads  shall  make  a  projjer  allowance  for  any  depreciation  from  use. 

Art.  XIV.  A  full  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  also  be  made,  by  persons 
mutually  agreed  upon  for  this  purpose,  of  all  stock  in  the  machine  shops  and 
for  road  rei^airs,  coal,  wood,  oil,  waste,  rails,  ties,  and  all  operating  materials  on 
hand  and  owned  by  each  separate  party  at  the  commencement  of  this  contract; 
and  the  amount  of  such  appraisal  shall  be  charged  to  the  current  joint  account, 
crediting  to  the  respective  parties  the  portion  put  by  each  into  the  common 
stock;  and  on  the  termination  of  this  contract  all  such  stock  and  materials  as 
shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  joint  management,  together  with  any  additions 
that  may  have  been  made  thereto  during  the  continuance  of  the  same,  shall  be 
appraised,  and  the  amount  returned  to  each  party  that  it  contributed  at  the 
commencement  of  this  agreement;  any  excess  or  deficiency  from  said  amount, 
to  be  shared  by  the  joint  roads  in  the  same  proportion  as  hereinafter  agreed 
upon  for  the  division  of  the  joint  income. 

Art.  XV.  The  road-bed,  bridges,  superstructure,  depots,  buildings,  wharves, 
fixtures  and  other  property  of  each  road  shall  be  kept  as  near  as  may  be  in  like 
relative  repair  to  their  j^resent  state  and  condition ;  and  all  casualties  and  dam- 
ages to  the  same  shall  be  at  the  common  risk,  and  charged  in  the  current  joint 
account,  except  damage  by  fire  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Art.  XVI.  The  joint  management  shall  provide  proper  insurance  upon  the 
bridges,  depots,  buildings,  wharves,  fixtures  and  other  property  of  the  roads 
committed  to  its  charge,  payable  to  the  owners  of  the  property  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered;  and  in  case  of  destruction  or  damage  to  any  bridges,  depots, 
buildings  and  fixtures  so  insured,  by  fire,  the  party  owning  or  leasing  the  same 
shall  proceed  at  once,  at  its  own  separate  cost,  to  rebuild  or  replace  said  struc- 
ture, or  such  substitute  therefor,  as  the  wants  of  the  joint  business  may  require: 
provided  such  party  shall  not,  at  its  separate  cost,  be  compelled  to  erect  a  more 
expensive  structure,  in  any  case,  than  the  one  injured  or  destroyed. 

Art.  XVII.  The  expense  of  all  permanent  improvements  shall  be  borne  by 
the  road  upon  which  said  improvements  shall  be  made,  and,  when  said  improve- 
ments shall  have  been  authorized  and  approved  by  both  boards  of  directors, 
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the  interest  on  the  same  shall  be  reckoned  as  expense,  and  be  a  charge  upon 
the  joint  funds.  No  expense  in  the  nature  of  a  permanent  improvement  shall 
be  made  by  the  general  manager  upon  the  roads  of  either  of  the  parties  hereto, 
without  the  consent  of  the  directors  of  the  road  so  interested. 

Art,  XVIII.  Each  road  may,  at  its  own  expense,  at  any  time,  employ  com- 
petent persons  to  examine  the  property  in  charge  of  the  joint  management;  and 
any  deficiency  or  depreciation  reported  from  such  examination  shall,  upon 
notice  to  the  general  manager,  be  made  good,  by  forthwith  putting  the  prop- 
erty in  proper  condition,  or  by  an  equivalent  cash  payment  from  the  joint  funds  : 
provided,  however,  if  the  other  party  to  this  contract  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
finding  of  the  said  examiner  so  appointed,  the  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  arbitrators  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Art.  XIX.  All  taxes  assessed  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  joint  roads  and 
roads  leased  and  operated  by  them,  and  the  property  committed  to  the  joint 
management,  shall  be  considered  an  ordinary  expense,  and  charged  to  the  oper- 
ating accounts  of  the  joint  roads. 

Art.  XX.  The  insurance  premiums  paid  by  either  party  on  unexpired  poli- 
cies, for  risks  upon  the  property  of  the  joint  roads,  shall  be  apportioned  in  such 
manner  as  to  become  a  common  charge  from  and  after  the  commencement  of 
this  agreement,  each  party  paying  its  own  premium  for  the  portion  of  time  up 
to  the  said  date,  and  charging  to  the  joint  account  the  unexpired  portion ;  and 
the  same  apportionment  shall  be  made  of  any  and  all  payments  for  rents  made 
by  either  party  for  a  time  extending  beyond  this  date  and  inuring  to  the  com- 
mon benefit. 

Art.  XXI.  All  expenses  of  the  organization  of  the  roads  parties  hereto 
shall  be  paid  from  the  separate  fund  of  each,  and  not  from  the  common  fund. 

Art.  XXII.  The  net  income,  after  payment  of  all  expenses  incident  to  the 
operation  of  the  joint  roads,  including  rentals  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  divided  be- 
tween said  corporations  in  the  proportion  of  sixty  per  cent  to  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad  and  forty  per  cent  to  the  Concord  Railroad. 

Art.  XXIII.  All  prepayments  to  either  party  on  transportation  account  for 
season  and  package  tickets,  or  any  other  prepaid  income,  shall  be  apportioned  as 
above,  and  each  party  shall  be  charged  for  the  benefit  of  the  joint  account,  with 
their  collections,  on  such  unexpired  portion  of  said  prepayments. 

Art.  XXIV.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  each  month,  the  income 
and  expense  accounts  of  the  joint  roads  shall  be  made  up,  as  nearly  as  may  be; 
and  the  net  balance  appearing  shall  be  divided  upon  the  general  basis  of  division 
hereinbefore  stated,  and  paid  over  on  account  to  each  corporation,  respectively, 
subject  to  a  final  adjustment  at  the  semi-annual  closing  of  the  accounts,  which 
shall  occur  upon  the  last  days  of  March  and  September  in  each  year,  inclusive. 

Art,  XXV.  All  matters  of  disagreement  under  this  contract  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  arbitration  of  three  persons :  Francis  B,  Hayes  on  the  part  of  the 
Concord  Railroad,  and  T.  Jefferson  Coolidge  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad;  these  two  to  choose  a  third,  the  decision  of  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  in  all  cases  be  final  and  conclusive.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  on  the 
part  of  either  party,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  party. 
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Art.  XXVI.  This  agreement  shall  take  effect  as  of  Sept.  1,  1881,  and  con- 
tinue in  full  force  for  the  term  of  five  yeai's  from  that  date. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  have  caused  their  coriDorate  seals  to  be 
hereto  affixed  and  this  instrument  to  be  signed  by  their  respective  presidents 
thereto  duly  authorized,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

[Lease  extended  and  modified.] 

This  indenture,  made  this  twelfth  day  of  January,  1872,  by  and  between  the 
Framingliam  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bos- 
ton, Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  Wit- 
nesseth,  — 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  doth  liereby  lease,  demise  and  let  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  railroad  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  extending 
from  Lowell,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  to  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg 
Railroad  in  Framingliam,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  with  all  the  lands  con- 
tained within  tlie  location  of  said  railroad,  and  tlie  depots  and  other  buihlings 
thereto  belonging,  and  all  the  lands  appurtenant  tliereto,  or  needful  for  the 
convenient  use  thereof,  together  witli  all  the  rights,  privileges,  easements,  ap- 
purtenances and  franchise  thereto  belonging,  or  which  may,  during  the  term 
hereof,  be  acquired  by  said  party  of  tlie  first  part; 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  party  of  tlie  second  part  with  the 
sole  and  exclusive  right  to  hold,  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  and  to  run  and  operate 
the  said  railroad  of  said  party  of  tlie  first  part  for  and  during  the  term  of  twenty 
years  from  the  first  day  of  April  next,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  lierein- 
after  set  forth  in  the  covenants  of  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  doth  further  covenant  and  agree  with  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  during  tlie  term  hereof,  to  perform  all  statute  require- 
ments and  legal  obligations  incumbent  upon  said  party  of  the  first  part  for  the 
preservation  of  its  charter  and  franchise,  and  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  thereof 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part;  and  that  no  part  of  the  demised  premises  shall 
be  in  any  way  taken  or  interfered  with  by  reason  of  any  indebtedness  or  liability 
of  said  party  of  the  first  part  during  the  term  thereof. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  covenants 
and  agrees  with  said  party  of  tlie  first  part  to  stock  and  equip,  with  a  proper  and 
sufficient  amount  of  rolling-stock,  the  said  railroad  hereby  demised,  and  to  run 
and  operate  the  said  railroad,  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  in  such  a  manner  as 
shall  be  reasonable  and  proper  for  a  railroad  of  its  class  and  description,  and 
for  the  business  upon  its  route,  running  sucli  through  and  local  trains  (not  less 
than  two  daily  trains  eacli  way)  as  may  be  found  needful  for  the  reasonable 
accommodation  of  the  public,  the  lessees  not  to  underlet  without  consent  of 
the  lessors ; 

That  they  will  pay  all  the  expenses  of  running  said  trains,  and  of  the  main- 
tenance and  care  of  depots,  and  of  all  repairs  and  renewals  upon  said  road  and 
its  equipments,  and  all  damages  for  which  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  in 
any  way  beconii;  liable  for  loss  of  life  or  property,  or  injury  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty, incurred  in  the  running  of  said  railroad  by  said  party  qf  the  second  part ; 
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and  that  they  will  keep  said  railroad  and  demised  premises  in  good  order  and 
condition  during  said  term,  and  surrender  the  same  in  good  order  and  condi- 
tion, reasonable  use,  wear  and  decay  thereof  excepted,  as  the  same  shall  have 
been  received  by  them,  and  with  the  rails  and  sleepers  in  as  good  average  con- 
dition at  the  end  of  said  term  as  the  same  shall,  at  the  same  date,  be  in  and 
upon  the  other  roads  of  like  character  and  class  in  Massachusetts :  provided!, 
however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  taken  to  oblige  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  to  replace  any  iron  which  shall  be  worn  out  with  rails  weigh- 
ing more  than  fifty-six  pounds  to  the  yard,  being  the  weight  of  rails  now  on 
said  road. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenants  and  agrees  with  said 
party  of  the  first  part  to  keep  at  all  times  full,  just  and  true  accounts  of  all  the 
receipts  and  earnings  by  them  derived  from  the  running  of  said  railroad,  and  to 
pay  over  semi-annually  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  as  rent  for  the  demised 
premises,  thirty  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  thereof;  and  that  such  semi- 
annual payment  shall  in  no  event  fall  below  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five 
hundred  (17,500)  dollars:  provided,  however,  that  whenever,  for  the  space  of 
any  one  term  of  six  months,  tliirty  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  shall  fall  below 
said  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  (17,500)  dollars,  after  making  the 
deductions  for  permanent  improvements  as  below  set  forth,  the  deficiency  shall 
be  made  up  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  they  shall  have  the  right  to 
reserve,  out  of  the  surplus  earnings  of  any  subsequent  six  months,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  reimburse  them  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  so  made  up,  with 
interest  thereon  at  seven  per  cent  per  annum. 

And  in  estimating  the  gross  earnings  of  said  railroad  under  this  agreement,  it 
is  agreed  that  all  joint  business  of  the  two  railroads  of  the  parties  hereto  shall 
be  divided  pj'o  rata,  according  to  the  number  of  miles  for  which  the  passengers 
or  freight  shall  be  carried  in  such  joint  business. 

But  on  all  joint  passengers  where  transit  commences  or  terminates  at 
Framingham  or  South  Framingham  there  shall  be  paid  and  allowed  the 
Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad,  as  their  proportion  of  the  income  from 
said  passengers^  for  services  performed  by  them  on  their  own  roads,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents  for  each  of  said  passengers,  and  on  all  joint  freight  originating  or 
terminating  at  said  stations  there  shall  be  a  terminal  charge  of  twenty  cents 
per  ton  deducted  at  each  end  of  the  route  before  the  pro  rata  division  is  made, 
the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company  to  have  thirty  per  centum  as 
their  proportion  of  the  terminal  charge  on  their  end  of  the  route  on  all  such 
joint  freight,  but  on  all  other  joint  freight  no  terminal  charges  to  be  estimated. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  any  needful  additions  and  permanent  improvements  to  said  railroad, 
its  constructions,  superstructure,  depots  and  appurtenances  during  said  term, 
and  to  deduct  the  amounts  which  shall  be  expended  thereon  out  of  the  rent  to 
be  paid  as  aforesaid,  provided  the  same  shall  not  thereby  be  reduced  below  the 
sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  (17,500)  dollars  semi-annually. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  entire  rolling-stock  and  equip- 
ment furnished  by  said  party  of  the  second  part  are,  and  shall  remain  at  all 
times,  the  property  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  may  be  removed  by 
them  at  the  termination  of  this  lease. 

Any  and  all  payments  of  coupons  or  interest  on  the  mortgage  bonds  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered as  payments  under  this  lease,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  the  rent  due 
from  time  to  time. 

In  estimating  the  joint  earnings  of  the  roads  of  the  parties  hereto,  for  the 
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purpose  of  the  pro  rata  division  as  aforesaid,  the  Mansfield  &  Framingham 
Railroad  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  road  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part  so  long  as  it  shall  be  operated  by  them. 

In  case  any  difference  shall  arise  as  to  the  construction  or  effect  of  any  stipu- 
lation herein  contained,  or  as  to  any  obligation  or  liability  of  either  party  to 
the  other  under  this  indenture,  or  any  claim  arising  under  the  same,  the  same 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  arbitration  of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  each  of  the  parties  hereto',  and  their  award  shall  be  final  in  the 
premises. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad,  by  Erastus 
P.  Carpenter,  President,  and  George  E.  Towne,  Treasurer,  and  the  said  Boston 
Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  by  Lyman  Nichols,  President,  and 
Sullivan  W.  Huntley,  Treasurer,  have  hereto  set  their  respective  seals,  and  said 
Carpenter,  Towne,  Nichols,  and  Huntley  have  signed  their  names,  the  day  and 
year  first  above  written.

This  indenture,  made  this  thirty-first  day  of  January,  A.D.  1880,  by  and 
between  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  duly 
established  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Boston,  Clinton,  Fitchburg  &  New  Bedford  Railroad 
Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  under  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth, 
party  of  the  second  part,  Witnesseth,  that 

Whereas,  On  the  twelfth  day  of  January,  A.D.  1872,  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  and  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  did  make  and 
execute  an  indenture  of  lease,  to  which  said  indenture  these  presents  are 
annexed  as  part  thereof;   and 

Whereas  The  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  succeeded  to,  and  now  holds, 
possesses  and  enjoys  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  real  and 
personal  property  and  estates  of  the  said  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company;  and 

Whereas  The  parties  to  this  indenture  desire  to  extend  the  term  of  said  lease, 
and  to  modify  the  same  in  other  respects,  the  said  lease,  except  as  herein 
modified,  to  be  in  all  respects  approved,  ratified  and  confirmed ;  and 

Wliereas  The  terms  of  said  lease,  as  modified  by  this  indenture,  have  been 
agreed  to  by  the  directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  January,  A.D.  1880,  and  by  the  directors  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  ninth  day  of  February,  A.D.  1880,  and  have 
been  approved  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  and  held  at  Framingham,  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  on  the  fifth  day  of  February,  A.D.  1880, 
and  by  adjournment  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  February,  A.D.  1880,  and  by  a 
majority  in  the  interest  of  the  stockholders  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  at 
a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  and  held  at  Boston,  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  A.D.  1880;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  several  meetings  of  the  stockholders  above  mentioned,  it  was 
voted  by  each  corporation  respectively  that  its  president  and  treasurer,  in  its 
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name  and  on  its  behalf,  be  authorized  to  sign,  seal  with  the  corporate  seal, 
execute  and  deliver  an  indenture  in  the  terms  and  form  of  these  presents: 

Noiv,  therefore,  The  said  parties,  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
each  in  consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  engagements  herein  made 
by  the  other,  have  granted,  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  do  hereby  grant, 
covenant  and  agree,  each  to  and  with  the  other  and  its  successors  and  assigns, 
in  the  terms  and  manner  following:  to  wit,  — 

First,  The  term  of  the  said  lease  is  hereby  extended  for  the  period  of  nine 
hundred  ninety-eight  years  and  four  months  from  the  first  day  of  October,  A.D. 
1879. 

Second,  The  said  lease  shall  be  construed  to  include,  and  shall  include,  and 
there  are  hereby  leased,  demised  and  let  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  subject 
to  all  the  provisions  of  said  lease,  all  the  real  estate  of  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  all  its  rights,  easements  and  privileges  in  real  estate,  however  or 
wherever  situated,  and  whether  the  same  be  or  be  not  included  in  its  location, 
and  all  its  cars,  engines,  furniture,  tools,  equipments,  telegraph  apparatus  and 
other  articles  of  personal  property  used  on  or  about  its  railroad  and  branches, 
and  in  its  stations  and  shops. 

Third,  The  annual  rental  to  be  paid  under  the  said  lease  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  be  thirty  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  demised 
property  and  of  any  property  leased  to  it,  and  shall  in  no  event  be  less  than 
the  sum  necessary  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  the  existing  mortgage  indebted- 
ness of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  all  taxes  and  assessments  whatsoever  which 
may  be  payable  for  or  in  respect  of  the  property  and  franchise  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  hereby  leased,  or  for  and  in  respect  of  its  capital  stock,  or  which 
may  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  it  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  and  its  annual 
corporate  expenses,  which  are  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. :  provided,  however,  that  the  amount  of  the  said  interest  and  cor- 
porate expenses  shall  in  no  event  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

Fourth,  The  annual  rental  stipulated  for  in  this  lease  shall  become  .due  and 
payable,  and  shall  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  in  Boston,  at 
the  times  and  in  the  manner  following:  — 

1.  The  rate  of  interest  on  the  existing  mortgage  indebtedness  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  being  reduced  by  agreement  with  the  holders  of  the  mortgage 
bonds  to  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  and  after  October  first,  A.D.  1879,  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  and  will,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  A.D.  1880,  and 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  A.D.  1880,  and  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October 
in  each  succeeding  year  until  the  said  bonds  are  fully  paid,  pay  to  the  holders 
of  said  bonds  the  interest  becoming  due  thereon  at  said  rate  of  five  per  cent,  on 
presentation  and  delivery  of  the  proper  interest  coupons. 

2.  In  each  and  every  year  from  and  after  October  first,  A.D.  1879,  during  the 
term  of  this  lease,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  for  the  corporate  expenses  of  the  party  of  the  first  part.  Said 
sum  shall  Jbecome  due  and  payable,  and  shall  be  paid,  when  an  order  for  the 
same,  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  approved  by  the  president  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part,  is  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  party  of  the  second  part.  Any 
sums  due  from  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  taxes  and  assessments  as  herein- 
before mentioned  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  when  and  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable. 

3.  The  balance  of  the  annual  rental  stipulated  for  in  said  lease  over  and 
above  said  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  all  taxes  and 
assessments,  shall  in  each  and  every  year  froqa  said  first  day  of  October,  A.D, 
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1879,  become  due  and  payable,  and  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  April  and  October  to  the  treasurer  of  the  party  of  the  first  part:  provided, 
hoioever,  that  whenever  the  holders  of  said  mortgage  bonds  shall  have  consented 
to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  to  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  and  after 
October  first,  A.D.  1879,  the  party  of  the  second  part  will  pay  to  all  holders  so 
consenting,  as  rental  under  this  lease,  the  interest  on  their  said  bonds  that 
became  due  October  first,  A.D.  1879,  and  is  now  in  arrear,  without  reduction, 
and  will  also  pay,  as  part  of  said  rental,  all  taxes  of  the  party  of  the  first  part 
now  due  and  unpaid. 

4,  The  consent  of  the  holders  of  said  mortgage  bonds  to  reduce  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon  to  five  per  cent  per  annum,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall 
be  manifested  by  appropriate  words  stamped  on  said  bonds  and  the  coupons 
thereto  attached.  And  in  the  event  of  any  holder  of  said  bonds  refusing  to 
consent  to  such  reduction,  and  to  have  his  bonds  and  the  coupons  attached 
stamped  as  aforesaid,  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  retain  from  the  rental 
herein  stipulated  for  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  interest  due  on  said  bonds 
October  first,  A.D.  1879,  and  shall  also  retain  from  said  rental,  from  time  to 
time  as  the  interest  on  said  bonds  grows  due,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the 
interest  tliereon  at  said  reduced  rate  of  five  per  cent,  and  shall  continue  to  hold 
the  moneys  so  retained  in  trust,  and  shall  be  bound  to  pay  over  the  same  only 
upon  the  joint  order  of  the  holder  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  and  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part. 

Fifth,  The  minimum  rental  to  be  paid  semi-annually  under  this  lease  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  in  no  event  be  less' than  twelve  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  The  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  no  claim  against 
the  party  of  the  first  part  by  reason  of  thirty  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  demised  property  for  any  six  months  falling  below  the  amount  of  said  min- 
imum rental,  nor  any  right  on  account  of  such  deficiency  to  deduct  or  reserve 
any  thing  from  rental  becoming  due  at  any  subsequent  time.  The  said  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  also  not  be  entitled  to  make  any  deductions  or  reservations 
from  the  rental  due  and  payable  under  this  lease  by  reason  of  any  moneys  ex- 
pended by  it  in  needful  additions  and  permanent  improvements  to  the  demised 
premises  subsequent  to  October  first,  A.D.  1879.  And  all  provisions  of  said 
original  lease,  providing  for  reductions  of  rental  by  reason  of  deficiency  in  gross 
earnings  of  the  demised  premises,  or  of  additions  and  improvements  thereto,  are 
hereby  cancelled  and  annulled. 

Sixth,  The  party  of  the  second  part,  at  the  request  in  writing  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  shall  and  will  enter  into  the  same  agreements,  and  shall  and  will 
make  the  same  provision  for  securing  and  paying  the  interest  of  bonds  issued 
to  take  up  the  mortgage  bonds  now  outstanding,  as  are  herein  contained  respect- 
ing the  interest  on  said  last-named  bonds. 

Seventh,  The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  earnings  derived  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  from  the  property  hereby  demised  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  directors  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  of  any  account- 
ant appointed  by  them,  which  accountant,  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
such,  shall  have  free  transportation  over  the  railroads  of  the  parties  to  this  in- 
denture, as  well  as  over  the  railroads  of  said  Old  Colony  Kailroad  Company. 

Eighth,  The  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  and  consents  that  this  lease 
may  be  assigned  to  the  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  but  to  no  other  per- 
son or  corporation.     * 

Ninth,  The  party  of  the  second  part  shall  furnish  during  the  term  of  this 
lease,  to  the  officers  for  the  time  being  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  not  ex- 
ceeding nine  in  number,  free  annual  passes  over  the  Framingham  &  Lowell 
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Kailroad  and  branches,  on  regular  passenger  trains;  the  said  officers  taking  the 
risk  of  all  personal  damage,  detention,  injury  or  loss  of  baggage,  from  any 
cause  whatsoever,  on  the  passage.  It  also  agrees  that  the  stockholders  of  the 
JFramingham  &  Lowell  Eailroad  Company  may  pass  free  over  the  railroad  and 
branches  of  the  last-named  company  to  and  from  any  stockholders'  meeting 
held  on  the  line  of  the  said  railroad  during  said  term,  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
party  of  the  second  part  for  the  time  being  shall  permit  its  stockholders  to  pass 
free  to  and  from  stockholders'  meetings  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  of  the  party 
of  the  second  part. 

Tenth,  All  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  original  lease  made  January 
twelfth,  A.D.  1872,  and  to  which  this  indenture  is  annexed  as  part  thereof,  are 
hereby  affirmed,  ratified  and  continued  in  force,  except  so  far  as  the  same  are 
varied  or  modified  by  the  provisions  herein  contained. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  have  caused  their  respective  corporate 
seals  to  be  hereto  affixed,  and  these  presents  to  be  signed  and  delivered  by  their 
presidents  and  treasurers  respectively  thereunto  duly  authorized,  the  day  and 
year  before  written.
